LL the Records of Antiquity aſſure us that 
the Family of Lorrain is originally de- 
ſcended from the ſame illuſtrious Stems as 
thoſe of Auſtria, Mirtenberg and Baden 
or we may even trace it up to Charles the Great : 


For the firſt Duke of Zorrain that Hiſtory inform 3 
us of, was Charles, right Heir of the Carolingian =_ 
Line as France, but he | was excluded by Hugh Capet, <=" 


and having rais'd an Army to endeavour to recover 
his Right, was defeated and taken Priſoner : From 
this Charles, the preſent Date of Tuſcany, and the 
glorious Hero that is the Subject of this Hiſtory, 
are lineally deſcended. 

The ' ambitious Monarchs of France have always 
* r _ this xa and pleaſant Coun- 
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try, which is certainly a Dukedom belonging to 


Germany, notwithſtanding Baudrand makes it Part 


of the Dominions of France, who has no other 
Sanction for her Claim, but downright Force, and 
open Violation of the Rights of Mankind; for it 
is very plainly inſerted in all the German Hiſtories, 


that fo long ago as the Year of Chri/? 841, Lo- 


tharius the fecond hereditary Emperor of the 
Carolingian Line, having had long Diſputes, and- 
many Wars with his two Brothers, Louis and Charles, 
who demanded a Partition of the Empire of the 


Franks, which he as obſtinately refus'd, at length 


it was brought to a deciſive Point; for both Armies a 
being prepar'd for Battle, on the 25th of June they © | 
engaged at Fontenay near Auxerre, with ſuch Reſo- 


lation on both Sides, that the Fight laſted from ſe- 


ven o'Clock in the Morning, to eight at Night. 
The Slaughter was ſo great, that above an hundred 
thouſand Men were killed in both Armies, but the 
two Brothers, Louis and Charles, remaining Maſters 3 
of the Field, the Emperor Latharius ſaved himſelf | 

by Flight to Hix-la - Chapelle; where notghinking 


© himſelf altogether ſafe, he ftole away privately, and 


took through Woods and Bye-Ways, till he got to 
Vienne in Daupbiny. The Germans in this Battle loſt 
all their beſt Men, and more Blood was ſpilt than 


in any other that had before that Time happen'd in 


France; and ſo far were they from augmenting the 


power of their State, as they had vainly flatter'd 
== themſelves they ſhould, that they had not a little 
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weaken' d it. 


Toetharius being reduc'd to ſuch great Straits, 
ſometime after this Defeat conſented to an Accom- 


modation with his Brothers, granting them all they 
deſired. But his Mind quickly alter d, and he did 
not think fit to ſtand to his Compact; for he pre- 


ſently began to raiſe new Forces, te redeem, as he

in Conjunction with ſeveral other Prelates and great 3

he never afterwards recover'd his former Grandeur.

After Lotharius had oy conſented to this Peace

842, the Emperor appointed him His Succeſſor, and 
repining at his ill Fortune, divided the little Rem- 
nant of his Dominions amongſt his Sons; to his ſe- 
cond Son Charles, who died without Children in the 
Year 862, he had given the Kingdom of Provence, 
with Part of Burgundy, And to his third Son Lo- 
tharius, he gave the Kingdom of Auftriacia, 
the other Part of Burgundy. The young Prince 
who choſe to take up his Reſidence in Auſtriacia, 
Was fo particularly fond of it, that he caus'd the 
Name of it to be alter'd, and after his own, call'd 
it Lotharingia; and from thence, in Proceſs of Time 
was deriv?d LORRAIN. This Prince died without 
lawful Iſſue in the Year 869. 

Hiſtory is ſilent in regard to the Deſcent of this 
illuſtrious Family for a long Series of Years, and it 
is a great Pity that the German Writers are ſo re- 
markably prolix and voluminous in ſome Circumſtan- 
ſtances of little or no Conſequence, and omit others 
of the greateſt Importance; for they only tell us in 

general, that the Houſe of Lorrain deſcended from 
Lotharius, paſſed through thoſe T have before men- 
- tioned, and ſeveral others of the higheſt Rank, not 
only in the Empire, but in France, untill it cetter'd

Frederic left one Son, which he had by 7

He building upon 
the Foundation laid by his Father, extended his Do- 
minions very largely, fo that none of his Predeceſſors 
were equal to him in Power: He govern'd in great 
Splendor a long Time, and by his laſt Will, he 


made his Sons Anthony and Claudius his Heirs. Clau- _ 


dius had the County of Aumale, the Baronies of 
Guiſe, and Joinville, the Lordſhips of Elbeuf, Main, 
&c. but his Male Poſterity fail'd in Francis Foſeph, 
the only Son of Louis Foſpb, Duke of Louts-Foys - 


tuſe, and Angoukeſme, who died in 1675. There 
ta remained Mary Siſter of Louis the Grandfather, - 


ucheſs of Guiſe, Tce and Princeſs of Joinville, 
who died without Iflue in the Year 1687. 
Anthony the eldeſt Brother, who was born June: 
4, 1489, had the Dutchy of Lorrain and Barr al- 
lotted to his Share, and died June 15, 1544, 
leaving Iſſue by Renata of Bourbon, Daughter of G- 


bert Earl of Mounpenſier, Francis Duke of Lorrain- 


and Barr, a Pfnce accompliſh*d* with all the Beauties 
of Body and Mind, but he was taken off in the Flow-

nanimous Emperor Leopold I. would join with the 


Spaniards againſt them, by * ſecret Intrigues and 
Machinatians, ſtirr'd up Charles Guſtavus King of 
Sweden, who had ſucceeded in that Kingdom by the 


Renunciation of Queen Chriſtina his Aunt, to make 
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War upon Germany, to which he had for ſome 

Time paſt been a great Terror; for he had ſo for- 

tunately warred upon Peland, that the Emperor 
Wk | _ thought 
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Prince CHARLES of LORRAIN, + 
thought himſelf oblig'd to give a Check to his Pro- 
ceedings, by entering into a League with Poland, 


Denmark,” and Brandenbourg, againſt him. Having h 
got together a conſiderable Army, and join'd the 


Confederates, he began the War againſt the Swedes 


with various Fortune: In Finland it is true, Gene- 
ral Aſhfield had the better, but he was worſted in 
Pomerania; yet after a little Time, the Elector of 
Brandenbourg, an expert Warrior, having the Com- 


mand of the Confederates, as Montecucoli had of 


the Imperialiſts, they in Conjunction ſtopp'd the 


Progreſs and Fortune of Charles Guſtauus, even 


there. At length the Peace of the Pyrrheners be- 
tween France and Spain, and the Death of King 
Charles Guflavus, gave Liberty to the Emperor to 
bring about a Treaty, which he greatly wiih'd for, 
and happily effected ſoon after at Oliva, where a 
general Peace was concluded in the Year 1660, 
between the Emperor, the Swedes, Polis, Dams, 
and the Elector of Brandenbourg, with reciprocal 
Advantages on all Sides; amongſt which, was 
France's reftoring the Dutchy of Lorrain to its law- 
ful Princes. 

The third Son of Duke Francis was Nicholas 
Francis, Biſhop of Toul, who was promoted to a 
Cardinal's Hat in 1626, notwithſtanding which he 
afterwards quitted his Orders, and acted as a ſecular _

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On the 25th of February in the Year 1679, 4 
Peace was concluded between the Empire and 
France, and among other Conditions it was agreed 
that the King of France ſhould have Philipsburg, 
in Exchange for Fribourg, but more particularly 
that he fhould be obliged to re-eſtabliſh Duke 
Charles of Eorrain in the Dominions of his Uncle, 
as they were in the Year 1670, except only the 
City of Nancy, which was declared incorporate 
with the Crown of France. In the Year 1682, 
another Rebellion was raiſed in Hungary by Count 
Teclely, who entirely flung himſelf upon the Tur# 
for Afſfiſtance, and purſued it with ſuch} Vigour, 
that in a ſhort Time he made himſelf Maſter of ſe- 
veral Cities and Townes, and even coin'd Money 
in his own Name, with this Inſeription, Emericus 
Techely, Princeps, ac partium Regni Hungariæ Do- 
minus. This Campaign ended with great Advantage 
to Tecſely, inaſmuch as the Imperial Generals had: 
not yet ſufficient Forces to oppoſe him 
Ibe Emperor finding himſelf obliged to ſupport x 
hazardous War, was compelled to lay new and 
heavy Taxes on bis People, and at the fame Time 
aiſpatched ſeveral Embaſſies to all Parts of Chriſten- 
dom, to implore Aſſiſtance againſt the common 
Enemy. This had ſuch Succeſs, that almoſt eve- 
ry Prince contributed Something: But above the 
reſt, Pope Innocent XI. and John King of Poland 
were the moſt zealous, the latter of which entered

while Teckeley was not idle; for perceiving the great 
Preparations made againſt him, he renew'd his

The Duke of Lorrain being declared Gmera- | 
Aim of the Imperial Army, which conſiſted of 
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35,000 effective Men, aſter. he had receiv'd Be- 
nediction from the Archbiſhop of Strigonium, ſet 
out towards Hungary; where being baffled before 
Neuhaſel by the Treachery of the Inhabitants, he 
rais*d the Seige that he might not weaken the Army, 
and that he might the better watch over the Pro- 
greſs of his Enemies.

This 
Deſign coming to the Generaliſſimo's Knowledge, 
he immediately order'd Count: Szaremberg to Court, 
to take care of his Charge of the Government of 
Vienna, requiring him above all Things, to entreat 
his Imperial Majeſty to retire from that City for 
the Security of his ſacred Perſon ; which he ac- 
cordingly did on the 7th of July, firſt to Lintz, and 
afterwards. to Paſſau, as being more commodious.

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During the Siege the Duke of Lorrain had retired 
with his Army to Teurſchaltenbourg to expect Suc- 
cours, not being able to attempt any Thing againſt 
ſuch' an incredible Number of People as the Turt 
had got together. At length the Elector of Saxony 
join'd him with 10,000 choſen Men; and after 
him came at laſt the King of Poland, John III. 
with a noble Army of choice Troops, conſiſting 
of 24,000 Men. All theſe being thus join'd to- 
gether, the Generals immediately came to a Reſolu- 
tion of giving the Enemy Battle.

And ſometime aſter, the Proteſtant Princes, and 
States of Europe, ſeeing the Number of the Pro- 


teſtant Electors decay, by ſome of them, and their 


Succeſſors turning Papiſts; which was likely to be 


prejudicial to the Intcreſt of the Reformed Religion in 
Germany, they began in the Year 1691, to talk of 
erecting a ninth Electorate, in favour of the Pro- 


teſtants; and accordingly Zrneff Auguſtus, Duke of 
Hanover, was in the Year 1692 inveſted with this 
Dignity. And as the reſt of the Electors have fome 
| nm Office confer'd upon them in the Empire, the 


mperor intended to have given this Houſe, that of 


great Standard Bearer ; but by the proteſting of the 
Ducal Houſe of Virtenberg againſt it, the Inveſti- 
ture of the Electorate alone, was perform'd at Vi- 


enna in 1692, without conferring the aforeſaid great 
Office; but now he ſtiles himſelf Arch-Treaſurer. 


However, this, like ſome other Offices, conſiſts ra- 
ther in an empty Honour, than any real Power and 


Profit; for his principal Buſineſs is diſtributing Me- 
dals, by way of Largeſs, and to throw Pieces of 
Gold and Silver among the People, at the End of 
the Coronation of the Emperor, or the King of the 


Romans. 
Neither is this Elector more trifling than ſome of 


the others; for to the firſt four ſecular Electors are 


annex d Honours, that methinks ſhould make the

Strangers to hear of; and thoſe are, that the great- 
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eſt Princes in the Empire are hereditary Officers ts 
the Biſhop-of Bamberg.

If any ſhould | 
enquire. why this Prieſt, who is no Elector, ſhould | 
be intitled. to ſuch high Honours, we can only an- 
ſwer, that as far as can be learn'd, in an Affair in- 
volv'd in ſo much Darkneſs, it was owing to the 
exceſſive Superſtition of antient Times; that Henry. | 
IT. called the Saint, who with his Wife the Empreſs | 
Kunigunda, founded that Biſhoprick, and endow'd | 
it with Lands, order'd that ſuch great Offices ſhou!d | 
_ likewiſe be performed. to the Biſhop of Bamberg;

and their Reſolutions ; and thus by an artful Quib- 
ble, which would much better become a paltry Sol- 
licitor, than a College of thoſe who ſtile themſelves 
Princes, and really are Electors of the Empire, __ 
take as much Time as they think proper. 

The Capitulation is the chief Thing that requires 
their mature Deliberations, which they oblige the 
future Emperor to ſign at his Election, and which 
is to be the Rule and Standard of his Government, 
during his whole Reign. When the Electors come 
to opine, as they expreſs it; Triers is the firſt that 
gives his Suffrage, then the Elector of C5logn, the 
King of Bohemia, the Elector of Bavaria, Saxony, 
Brandenbourg, the Palatine, Hanover, and laft of 
all the Elector of Mentx, who decides the Election 
by Majority of Voices. No Elector can fend his 
Suffrage in Writing, but his Plenipotentiary muſt 
do it in the Aſſembly ; though he is at Liberty to 
fay thus. If that Prince to whom I have given 
my Vote, will not accept the imperial Dignity, 
I will give my Suffrage to another.” Every E- 
leCtor is at his Option to give his Voice for his Son, 
or his Brother, but not for himſelf, unleſs his Col- 
leagues have firſt given theirs for him, and then he 
is free to fortify it by his own, and to conclude the . 
ag doe in fon! own Favour, When the Election is 
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thus lawfully. made, by the Majority of the Elec. 
tors, they paſs it into an Act, which being ſigned by 


the Electors, regiſter d and converted into Letters 


patent, ſealed with the Seal of every Elector, it is the 


Emperor's Title to the Government of the Empire. 


At the ſame Time the Electors appoint the Man- 
ner and Time for his being proclaimed, but if the 


elected Prince happens to be abſent, they ſend Em- 


baſſadors to acquaint him with his being elected, 
and upon what Conditions he is choſen; praying him 


to accept it, or rather to come and take Poſleflion | 


of the Imperial Crown, as it happen'd upon the Elec- 
tion of Charles V. who was then in Spain. But if the 


new elected Emperor be in the Aſſembly, the Electors 


go with him from the Conclave to the Church, 
where after Prayers, the Arch-Biſhop of Ments 
cauſes him to ſign the Capitulation at the Altar with 
a Promiſe to confirm to the Electors all the Rights, 
Privileges, and Pre-eminences they enjoy. The 


Election ought always to be made at Francfort, but 


that has been ſometimes diſpenſed with upon divers 
intervening Accidents. As ſoon as the Electors 
have made their Choice by a Majority of Voices, 
and while they are making Preparation for the Em- 
peror's Coronation, an Embaſſador is diſpatch'd to 
Rome, to acquaint the Pope with their Proceedings,

When the Kingdom of Italy, was reputed Part of 


the Empire, the GermanEmperors were alſo crown'd 
with the Crown of Lombardy, which-is made of Gold 
and adorn'd with Diamonds, but having alittle Band 
of poliſh'd Iron within it, gave it the Name of the 
Iron Crown, and formerly indeed he uſed commonly 
to be crown'd thrice, firſt, at'Rome by the Pope for 
the Remains of the Rind: Empire, ſecondly at 
Milan for the Kingdom of Limbary; thirdly at Aix 
la Chapelle for the Kingdom of Germany, and ſome- 
times there was a fourth for the Kingdom of Arles; 
and all the Occaſion there cou'd be for this three or 
four-fold Coronation, was to ſignify that the diſtinct 
Bounds and Rights of theſe reſpective Kingdoms re- 
mained entire, when by the Conduct of Otto the 
Great, and by the Succeſs of his Arms, the King- 


| 1 dom of Lombardy, was together with the Soverignty 


over Rome and over the Remains of the Roman Em- 
ue united to the Kingdom of Germany. But the 
oronations for Lombardy and Arles have been long 
i1 Diſuſe ; the Coronation for Rome was continued 
for ſome time * ond we have no Inſtance 1 it 
| alter 
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: : after the Coronation of Charles V. at Bononia, either 
for ſake of ſaving the Empire a burthenſome Expence 
| MH neccdflarily attending it, or for other weighty Rea- 


ſons. It is true that by. Virtue of the Capitulations 
down to Ferdinand IV. the Emperors were in Caſe 
of Neceſſity ſill oblig'd to aſk the Crown for the 
Remains of the Roman Empire ; but by late Capi- 
tulations this Clauſe is omitted, ſeeing that without 
being crown'd for it, the Right of the Empire to 
Italy, remains entire and the late Emperors have 
exerciſed it to very good Purpoſe. And beſides that 
the Coronation at Rome was very expenſive; for the 
Emperor went thither generally attended with four 
thouſand Horſe, and twenty thouſand Foot, which 
by Virtue of the MAatricula's were furniſhed him by 
the States, according to which Expedition, called Ro- - 
man Months, the States are at this Day aſſeſſed, and 
that oftentimes in a multiplicate Proportion, accord- 
ing as the Exigencies.of the Empire require it. 


§. 1. Of thi Matricula's of the Empire. 


The 2Zatricula's, or Matriculation Book of the 
Empire is 2 Regiſter, kept by the Chancellor of the 
Elector of AHentx, wherein are the Names of all the 
Princes, States and Members of the Empire, with 
what they are obliged to contribute to the Expences 
of the Empire, and in this Book ought the Name of 
all the Perſons to be enter'd, that have any Perfer- 
ments given them by the Emperor, or any Title, or 
State belonging to the Empire, which is called a Ha- 
triculation and poſſeſſes him of his Eſtates, makes him 
acknowledg'd as a Member of the Empire, and ren- 
ders him liable to pay Contributions according to his

Quality and the Value of his Lands. Yet the Prin: 
vileges and immediate Nature of the States cannot be 3 
proved by theſe Malricula's; for though they pre- 
ſuppoſe a certain, or at leaſt an immediate. State of 
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the Empire, yet they do not perciſely determine it : 


Nor is there any one Matricula fo correct and deter- 


minate, but that infinite Diſputes have been raiſed about 
it in the general Diet; and as theſe Diſputes are not 
quite decided, a Matricula is not a proper Voucher 
to determine the Number and Rights of the States, 
but only. a bare Liſt of them, fo far as they are 
thought liable to pay public Taxes, being generally 
made in Haſte, on Account of the Danger which 
Delays have produced. There are many Matri- 
cula's of the Empire, but that of Worms, which was 
made in 1521 is reckon'd the moſt exact, and by the 
Receſs of the Empire made in 1576, Sect. 99. it is 
expreſsly faid to be fo, yet it was afterwards alter'd in 
ſome Particulars at the general Diets holden in the Year 


1645, and ſucceffively to the Year 1650; after which 


many more Alter tions were made on Account of the 
Repartition of the Swediſh ſatisfaction till in 1688 it 
was proviſionally reviſed, amended, and modelled a- 


new. . 
98.2. Of the Roman Months. 
Tis à Contribution that the Empire is obliged to 
furniſh for the Subfiſtence of the Troops that are 
raiſed, for the common Defence, and other Neceſsi- 
ties of the Empire, in which all are obliged to ſend 


in ſo many Horſe, ſo many Foot, or pay ſo much 


Money by the Month. The Germans call this 
Tax Romerzug to which thoſe that cannot furniſh ſo 
many Soldiers as they are rated at, are quit by paying 
ſuch a Sum of Money. + en: 
In the Reign of Charles V. This Equivalent was 


rated at twelve Florins for a Trooper, and four for 


2x Foot Soldier, every Florin making two Livres 


Tournois or three Shillings Engliſb: But the Price of 
Things growing to a higher Value fince that Time, 


the Expences of a Trooper were counted at ſixty 
Florins, and of a Foot Soldier at twelve Florins a 
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Month, which is the Tax of the Roman Month, up- 
on the antient Footing; but at this Time *tis rated 
at five Roman Months for a Horſeman, and three for 


a Foot Soldier : But this extraordinary Tax is never 
rais'd unleſs upon a preſſing Occafion, for the Inte- 
reſt and Preſervation of the whole Empire, and even 
then it is limited how long it ſhall continue: For the 
Emperor has no Revenue from the Public, but 


what ariſeth out of his Hereditary Dominions.

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Of the Prerogatives of the Emperor, and 


wherein bis Power is limited. 
Aer relating the chief of the ceremonial Part be- 
belonging to the Coronation of the Emperor, 
it will be neceſſary to take a Review of the Power 
with which he is inveſted, and upon ſuch an Exami- 


nation impartially made, we ſhall be the better able 
to form a Judgment, why the Imperial Dignity is fo 


earneſtly contended. for, and this will conſequently 


lead us to a Reflection on the preſent Diſturbances 


in Europe, and the original Cauſes thereof, which, 


notwithſtanding 1 at firſt appear a little my- 


ſterious, upon due Conſideration are eaſily unfolded. 
To proceed therefore regularly let us firſt ſee what 


the Emperor by his own Authority can do, and what 
Rank he bears in Competition with other Potentates. 


The Emperor when he is thus elected and crown- 


ed by the Princes of the Empire, has Dominion over 1 


the Remains of the Roman Empire, the Kingdom of 
Lombardy, and over all the other Provinces that ſince 
the Time of Otto the Great, have been united to 


Germany and ſubjected thereto, and have not after- | 
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wards been 1 and lawfully exempted ctherefornr; ; 
but eſpecially the publick Adminiſtration of Germany 
devolves upon him; and he has then the Quality of 
A Sovereign Monarch, that is, if we take the Appel- 
lation Sovereign Authorizy in its right Senſe as we 
uſe it here in England, for Supreme Authority and not 
for arbitrary Power, in which Senſe it is ſometimes 
= receiv'd in the northern Kingdoms abroad. He is 
E* ftiled the temporal Head of the Faithful, and in the 
; Receſs of the Empire in the Year 1 593 he. is called 
Advocate General of Chriſtendom, hence for many 
Ages he has been pompoully called natus Imperator, 
that is the born Leader of the Chriſtians againſt the 
Inſidelt, the Sword-bearer, great Mareſchal, and the 
_ Arm; and Frederic I. added that of Semper 
Auguſtus ; by Virtue of theſe Honours he is eſteem- 
ed the firft Prince in Chriſtendom, and all Things are 
done in his Name though at the Lane Lime the 
whole Empire acts in general. x 
He has Authority to convoke Diets tad other Im- 
pertz} Aſſemblies, and to prorogue or diſſolve them. 
The Reſolutions of the Council, and the Arreſts of 
the Imperial Chambers, and the Cog rt, are executed 
in bis Name. He confirms all foreign Alliances and 
Freaties, confers eccleſiaſtical. Preferments not by 
the Pope's Conceſſion, as Eecleſiaſticks would ſug- 
geſt, but by an immemorial Right ever ſince there 
were Biſhops in the Empire. He has alſo the Power 
of conferring ſecular Dignities, as thoſe of King, 
Prince, Arch-Duke, Duke, Marquis, Landgrave, Earl, 
and Baron; Thus Henry II. erected the Dutchy of 
Hungary into a Kingdom, in favour. of Stephen, who 
was then but a Duke: Ladislaus Duke of Bohemia, 
was made King of Bohemia by the Emperor Henry 
IV. The Examples of Imperial Authority, might 
be ſhew'd in all other Degrees and Titles, which ex- 
tends not only to the Subjects of the Empire, bd 
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alſo to Strangers, as John Earl of Arundel was made 


à Count of the Empire by Rodolphus II. and likewiſe 
. Charles Granville Viſcount Lanſdown by the Empe- 
ror Leopold. We have alſo ſome Inſtances of latter 
Date in the Earldom of Meurſs, and the Barony of 


Minclelbeim, both erected into Principalities; the 


former to plea'e the King of Pruſſia, the Poſſeſſor 
of it, and the latter given to the late Duke of Marl - 
borough in Conſideration of his Bravery againſt the 
Enemies of the Empire, and in like Manner the laſt 
Emperor made the Count of Stolberg, and French 
- Marſhal de Beliſt:, Princes of the Empire. 


The Emperor has the Right of deciding the Pre- 


cedence among the Princes and Eſtates of the Em- 
pire, the Power of Life and Death; granting Pardon 
to Criminals, and diſpoſing the Offices bf the Court 


and the Empire,excepting that of the Imperial Chan- 
cellor which belongs to the Elector of 5 — He 
likewiſe coins Money, grants Fairs and Markets, 
receives and diſpoſes of the Revenues of the Empire; 
and has the Right of reaſſuming the Eftates and Re- 


venues of the Empire which have been uſurp'd or 
alienated; but the greateſt Right he is inveſted with 

is the Diſpoſition of the Eſtates and Principalities 
that fall to the Empire by Forfeiture or . 


wiſe. 
The general Rights of the E mperor are very juſt- 


ly divided into tlifee Claſſes, the Firſt is, that in all 


Matters in which the whole Empire is concerned, as 


for Inſtance in the general Diet, he not only concurs, 
but holds the firſt Place. The Second is, that what- 


ſoe ver relates to the ranking and legitimating of the 


States is to be obtained of him. Thirdly, he can

In the ſecond Claſs we may reckon the Mor

own Home. For the better Underſtanding it we may 


imagine Receſſes of the Empire, like Acts of Parlia- 


ment here in England, becauſe they are Conventions 
drawn up and enacted in the general Diet, with the 
mutual Conſent of the Emperor and the States about 
Matters that cheifly relate to the Adminiſtration and 


Preſervation of the Empire ; and the treating of 


theſe, is the more precarious, as one may ealily in- 
terfere, with the ſovereign Authority of the States, 
in their reſpective Dominions. For which Reaſon 
even the Emperor's own Embaſladors, declined giv- 
ing a Liſt of theſe Prerogatives, at the Confer- 
ences for the Peace of H:/tphalia, though they were 


earneſtly preſs'd to it by tne Embaſladors of Sweder: - 


and France. In the mean Time the Nature and 
Genius of theſe Prerogatives, according to the pre- 


ſent State of Things, ſeem to be a little uncertain, as 
the States do under the Title of Sovereign Authority 


in their reſpective Dominions, poſſeis in their own 
Right all the Powers of Sovereignity neceſſary 
to the Preſervation of a free State : From whence it 


appears that they themſelves (if contrary to what hath 


hitherto been the Practice, they choſe to attempt it) 


could not well be denied the Right to thoſe petty. 


Privileges, which the Emperor exerciſes in their 


Dominions. And farther that as he aſſumes thoſe 


Powers with theConſent of theStates, according to the 
Rules of Prudence, he generally returns this Civility

On the other Hand this Power of the Emperor 
is very much circumſeribed and confined; for, he 
cannot raiſe new Taxes, or lay Impoſitions upon the 
People, without the Conſent of the neighbouring 
States, and the unanimous Agreement of all the 
Electors by majority of Voices ; ſo that, although he 
can declare War, yet Money, which is agreed to be 
the Sinews of War, will ti]! be wanting unleſs the 
States concur with him, and aid him in his Inten- 
tions.

the Imperial Dignity. At that Time there was but 
one City. that appertain'd to him as Emperor; for 


all the Palaces and Lands were divided among the 
EleQors, Princes, Biſhops, Abbots, Earls, Lords, 


and free Cities, ſo that when the Emperor came 


into thofe Parts, the Biſhop Bamberg withdrew | 


from thence to give the Emperor Entertainment. 
This Repreſentation of the Weakneſs of the 
Empire i in Reſpect to its Revenues, would incline 
one to enquire why the Houſe of Huſtria ſhould 
ſtrive with ſo much Zeal and Care to preſerve the 
Imperial Crown in their Family, ſince they draw ſo 
little Profit from the Demeſne, that it is ſcarce worth 
their While contending for ; but this- Objection 
will ſoon vaniſh, when we conſider that they enjoy 
many real and ſolid Advantages which ſupply pecu- 


niary Defects, though they are leſs apparent and 
a0 viſible. For beſides the Glory of being the firſt 
Prince in Chriſtendom, he has the Power of diſpo-

diaing bis Houſe and putting them into a Poſſibility 
of changing the elective Empire into an hereditary 
Monarchy ; tis this which alarms the German Prin- 
ces ſo much againſt the Houſe of Auſtria ; for they 
are a People very tenacious of their Liberties, and 
cannot bear the leaſt Thoughts of an arbitrary 
Power, which the Houſe of Bourbon, their con-

By ſuch like Forfeitures as beforementioned, 
Auſtria and Styria, of which Ottocar King of Bo- 

hemia was depriv'd, came into this Family by the 
Gift of the Emperor Rodolphus; a great Part of 
Suabia by the Death of Conradin, youngeſt Son of 
the Emperor Frederic II. center'd in them by the 
fame Method. The Dutchy of Milan being at the 
Diſpoſal of Charles V. inſtead. of applying it to the 
Empire he annex'd it to his own hereditary Domi- 
nions. | 
If we add to this the Alliances they have con- 
tracted with all the potent Families in Chriftendom, 
they are more conſiderable than is commonly ima- 
in'd. It was the Imperial Dignity that caus'd the 
arriage between Henry Son of Frederic the Firſt, 
with the Heireſs of Naples and Sicily; and of Fohn 
Son of Henry VII. with the Inheritrix of Bohemia. 
It was this Conſideration alone that annex'd the 
Provinces of the Low Countries to the States of 
Auſtria, by the Marriage of Maximilian with the 
_ Heireſs of Bus gundy, and which united Auſftria and 
Burgundy to Spain, by the Marriage of Philip Son 
of Maximilian with Jane, Heireſs of the Kingdoms 
of Coftileand Arragon; and which join'd the Houſe 
of Auſtria with the Kingdoms of Hungary and Bo- 
bemia by the Marriage of Ferainand the Firſt with 
Anne the Heireſs of thoſe Crowns: So that there is

For ſome Centuries before the Days of the Em- 
peror Charles V. the Liberties of Europe were ſe- 
cur'd by an happy Equality of Power amongſt her 
Potentates; there were indeed Quarrels and Wars 
between particular Princes and States; 2 as they 
were founded only on Motives of private Pique and 
Intereſt, they were attended with no Conſequences 
deſtructive to general Freedom; but during the Reign 
of that aſpiring powerful Prince, and after, till the 
Peace of Munſtex in 1648, the Houſe of Auſtria

They were look'd upon by the Moderns as the two 
famous Commonwealths of Rome and Carthage were 
by the Antients ; ſo long as they preſery'd their ſepa- 
rate States and Powers entire, the World was free;

All the World was juſtly alarm'd at the Haughti- 
neſs and growing Power of Louis XIV. but none 
had Spirit enough to*eencert any Meaſures for re- 
ducing this Exorbitanee till 1668, when the fa- 
mous triple Alliance was form'd, which was impru- 
dently diſſolv'd or broken two Years after: The 
War which Louis began, by marching in Perſon 

with a powerful Army to take Poſſeſſion of the Au- 
| firian Netherlands, which he pretended belong'd to 
him in Right of his Wife, notwithſtanding her Re- 
nunciation, was the Occaſion of this Alliance; had 
it ſubſiſted, as in good Policy it ought, Louis had not 
in 1670 ſeiz d upon all Lorrain, nor invaded Hol- 
land in 1672. 

About this Time the Eyes of E. urop⸗ e to be 
open; the Power and Views of France became 
eonſpicuous and dreadful: A Confederacy was form'd 
with the Houſe of Auſtria at the Head of it, to ſtop 
the Progreſs of France, and tho* this Confederacy 
was conſiderably increas'd, and ſubſiſted *till the laſt 
general Peace at Utrecht, ſtill has that formidable

ſhe may not improperly be faid to dictate all Europe.

+ The! Notion of univerſal Monarchy has been 


treated by many as chimerical, and if we take the 


Words in their ſtrict and lit Senſe, it may be ſo; 
but ſure no one can deny, that a Prince who influ- 
ences all the other Powers g Europe, muſt to the 
utmoſt be deem'd an univef Monarch, in as full 
an Extent as if he had the actual Poſleſſi on of the 
Territories of thoſe Potentates and States whom he 
thus influences, 

Louis XIV. was too wiſe to attempt the Poſſeſſion 
of all Europe; but he certainly had a View to the 
univerſal Monarchy. of Europe in the Senſe I mean, 


and had heattain'd to it, we ſhould have ſeen France 


long before now dictating to all the European Prin- 


ces and States. Some Politicians are of Opinion, 


that we are not to aſcribe the Negociations and 


Treaties, or the Moderation of the French Court, 
in their Dealings with the Emperor and ſome other 
Potentates in the Miniſtry of the late Cardinal, to 
his Policy and Self-denial, but to give them Time 


to make the Preparations for War with which they 
have ſince threaten'd the Liberties of Europe, and by 


their pernicious Artifices, the moſt Chriſtian King has 


applied to the Infidels to ſupport his Schemes, and en- 
thral Chriſtendom. "They ſay, . that the French got 
ſuch. a Rap on the Fingers by means of the ouvert 


Ambition of Louis XIV. that they have ſince reſolv'd 


to change their Meaſures; That they then laid open 
Siege to the Liberties of Europe, but now are re- 


ſolv'd to carry it on by the Sap, and to treat us as 


the Jerus treated the Inhabitants of Jericho; to a- 
muſe us with empty Shew and Sound, while they 
are undermining thoſe Walls that are our only De- 
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fence againft the common Enemy. Thus what that 
great Monarch could not compaſs is accompliſh'd 
by his Succeſſor, tho' far his Inferior in the Art of 
Governing and moſt other Qualifications; but here 
lies the Difference, the Views and Ambition of 
Louis XIV. were ſeen and obſtructed by Princes of = 

| Courage and great Abilities, whereas on the other _ 
Hand, the Contemporaries of Louis XV. far from 2 
oppoling his Steps to univerſal Monarchy » lent him 
a Hand to mountthe Ladder, *till he is arriv*d-at the 
Summit of Power; they wanted not the Means to 
prevent his Riſe; What then muſt we think but, 
that they were - deficient in Courage or Wiſdom, 
or both? And if they will not allow this, they muſt 
neceſſarily admit of. a Charge far more injurious to 
their tionour, it being infinitely leſs criminal to be 
weak and puſilanimous, than to be corrupt any 
ſelf-intereſted. * 1 
It is a Point I think wares to be Sete 
that Louis XV. is very near arriv'd at univerſal Mo- 
narchy; but ſhould any one attempt to do it, ſure 
it can be none of thoſe who have for many Vears 
given the moſt convincing Proofs of their Submiſli- 
on and Reſignation to his all- powerful Will: Let all 
thoſe near- ſighted infatuated Princes of Germany;

That Princeſs put the Duke of Savoy in Poſſeſſion 


of the fertile Kingdom of Sicily, not ſo much to 


compenſate and gratify that Prince for his Fidelity

ers. Houſe of Savoy could not hope to conti-

Conſequence the Alliance of Savoy was to the for- 
mer. All the World might ſee that the Exchange 


forced upon the Houſe of Savoy, had not a Tenden- 


cy to the Preſervation of the Balance of Power, ſo 
neceſſary to the Liberties of Europe. 

This compulſive Eæcbange, as it neceſſarily cool'd 
Savoy towards England and the Emperor, became 
the firſt Step of that ſtrict Friendſhip and Alliance 
between Louis XV, and the preſent King of Sars. 
dinta, which appeared in the late War in Trab.. Be- 
ſides the palpable Injuſtice of diſpoſſeſſing a Prince of 

a Kingdom that had been given him as a Reward of 
his Merit, by the general Conſent of the principal 
Powers of Europe, I believe it would puzzle the 
wiſeſt Man living to aſſign any colourable Reaſon 
for it on the Behalf of England. Should. it be ſaid, 
that it was to gratify the Emperor, and render him 
more formidable in Italy, the quadruple Alliance flat- 


ly. contradicts this Allertion; it being certain, 


that the Proviſion made for Don Carlos by that 
Treaty, weaken'd and difpleas'd the Emperor much 


more than the Acquiſition of Sicily could either 
ſtrengthen or pleaſe him.

foreign to the Intereſt of England, might have been 


the genuine Source of the extraordinary Conduct of 
the Court of London towards the Emperor ſince 


Queen Anne's Death. I am ſure *tis the moſt natu- 


ral Conſtruction can be put upon it. 3 
A ſecond Motive might have been the Bratifica- 
tion of the Court of Frante, whoſe Intereſt it was 
to diſſolve the Harmony that had ſubſiſted between 
the Courts of London and Vienna, ever ſince the Re- 
volution in 1688. We have very ſtrong Reaſons 
to ſuppoſe that this Complaiſance went much farther 
on the Side of the Court of London, than was con- 
ſiſtent with the Intereſt of England, or the Liber- 
ties of Europe But if it be conſider'd, that this 


Complaiſance fell in with the ſuppoſed Intereſt of 


the Electorate, it will be no longer wonder'd that 
all other Intereſts were ſacrific e. 


The late Duke of Orleans's Title to the Crown 


of France, in Virtue of the Treaty of Utrecht, might 
be a colourable Pretext for the impolitick Deference, 
© not to ſay a Subſerviency of the Court of London to 
that of Verſailles, till that Prince's Death; but as it 
fubſiſted after, and does even to this Hour, *tis more 
natural to' ſuppoſe, that the Aggrandizement and 
Preſervation of the Electorate was the principal 
Spring of the Conduct of the Court of London. 
Me are the better confirm'd in the Reality of this 
Suppoſition, from the particular Conduct of the 
Court of London, immediately after the Treaty of 
Hanover For as ſoon as the Acceſſion of Sweden, 
Denmark, Heſſe-Caſſel, and Wolfenbuttle were pro- 
cured to that Treaty, and ſuch an Army provided 
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in Germany as ſecured Hir at the Expence of Eng- 
land, the Court of London fat down contented, and 
ſeemed to have no more to do in the War. | 

_ *Tis plain the immediate Intereft of the Elector- 
ate was al ways predominant at the Court of London. 
The Stipulations in Favour of Don Carlos by 
the quadruple Alliance, ſhews it evidently ; 
the Refuſal of the ſole Mediation between the Em- 
peror and Spain at Cambray manifeſts it ; the Treaty 
of Hanover confirms, it, and the Treaty of Seville 
puts it beyond all Cavil or Diſpute. | 

Tho? the Court of Vienna was all along jealous of 
the partial Conduct of the Court of London, the 
Emperor bore with great Moderation all the manifeſt 
Slights of England, as being his natural Ally, till 
the Treaty of Seville in 1729: But the Introduction 
of Spaniſb Garriſons into Tuſcany and Parma, ſtipu- 
lated by that Treaty, was ſuch an eſſential Varia- 
tion of the quadruple Alliance, was ſuch a Blow to 
his Power in Italy; in ſhort, was fo glaring an In- 
fraction of "Treaties, ſo derogatory to his Ho- 
nour, and ſo injurious to his immediate Intereſt, 
and the Rights of the Empire, that he could no 
longer forbear proclaiming the Wrongs intended, 
and providing againſt the Machinations of ſuch as 
he had Reaſon to look upon as his ſecret Enemies. 
We may perceive the Emperor's Jealouſy of the 
Court of London, from Part of a commiſſorial De- 
cree he ſent to the Diet at Ratisbon, as ſoon as the

Thus it may be perceiv'd, that no Stone was left 


unturn'd by the Court of Londen to diſtreſs the Em- 
peror and weaken the Intereſt of his Houſe. a 
When it was found that the Emperor was not to 


be bully'd or compell'd to conſent to the Execution 


of the Treaty of Seville, fo far as related to the 
ducceſſion of Don Carlos, he was courted, as has 


been already faid.

of the Rights and Immunities which each of them

the laſt of the Male Line of the Houſe of Medicis, 


who died June , in the ſame Year 1737. Thus 
by the whimſical Reverſes of Fortune, we ſaw the 
Princes of Lorrain drove from a Duchy which had 


remained entirely in their Family for nigh ſeven - 


hundred Years, to one that had been almoſt as long in 
another, The Tears and Lamentations of the In- 
habitants at parting with them, plainly ſhew'd how 
very much they were beloved, and they could not 
look on the young Prince Charles, without contem- 
plating the ineſtimable Worth of his Anceſtors, and 
bewailing their Loſs. ; | 

| Theſe Princes thus deprived of their Birthright, 
were driven to ſeek Refuge in the Court of the Em- 
peror, who, far from ſlighting Merit Gepr. re- 
ceiv*d them with open Arms; *tis true their Reti- 
dence had for the moſt Part been there before 
this Treaty of Peace, as wiſely foreſeeing that 
France, either by Force or Fraud, would wreſt their 
Dominions from them; nor is it ſtrange that the 
Imperial Court ſhould cheriſh the Remains of a 
Family, from the Anceſtors of which, it had re- 
_ ceived ſuch eminent and ſignal Services; to ſhew 


his Gratitude therefore, he gave his Daughter Harry 
Thereſa, Arch-Ducheſs of Aufiria, to Francis the 

elder of theſe illuſtrious Brothers, and Prinee Charles 

whoſe Genius, like the reſt of his magnamious <1

Predeceſſois, inclined him to ſeek for Honour in 


moſt hazardous Enterprizes, in a generous Purſuit 
of Fame, firſt enter'd himſelf as a Volunteer in the 
French War, under Kevenhuller, who from a par- 
ticular Regard to this young Prince, undertook to 
be his Inſtructor. in the Art of War, and whoſe 
Actions, we ſhall have frequent Occaſion to cele- 
brate in the Courſe of this Work; it was to this ex- 
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perienc'd General that we owe our preſent. or, 
for they were link'd together as it were with a 
ternal and filial Affection, and he at laſt expired in 


the Prince's Arms, as will be ſhewn in its proper 


Place. 


Notwithſtanding this young Prince was in ſuch 


high Eſteem with his Imperial Majeſty, yet he 
| {corned to make Uſe of that Intereſt, to advance 
himſelf precipitately to any Command in the Army; 
as is too often practiſed by other Princes, who aſ- 
ſume the leading of whole Armies, before they 
have ſcarce had Experience enough to form a Bat- 
talion; and thereby miſerably facrifice their Men, 
and bring Shame and Diſhonour to themſelves. 
Prince Charles, on the contrary, firſt learn'd to o- 
bey, before he took upon him to command, and ſerv*d 
firſt as a Volunteer in the War with France, and 
ſignalized himſelf in ſeveral Attacks and Battles, 
but as this was only a Prelude to the glorious At- 
chievements he has ſince performed, and as he had 
30 Command, our modern Hiſtorians have been in- 
Jurious to his Fame in not recording them. 


The Lorratners, as I obſerv'd before, were ſo af- 
flicted at parting with their Duke, that they carried 


their Grief even to Deſperation ; they fear'd and 
dreaded the Tyranny they were to endure under 
"their French Maſters, and the Event too fatally juſti- 
fed their Apprehenſions: Some of them choſe ra- 


ther to leave their native Country, than endure it, 


and in the Year 1738, the Humour mightily pre- 


vailed, eſpecially amongſt the poorer Sort of them, 


of following their Duke, and going to ſettle in his 


new Dukedom of Tuſcany, the French, who well. 
knew the Uſefulneſs of ſuch People, applied to 


the Helvztic Body of the Sw/s Cantons, to ſtop 
them as they paſſed thro' their Country, which that 


| laudable * as they are W to ſtile themſelves, | 
| not 
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not very laudibly complied with, and accordingly a 
great many Families of theſe poor People, were 
that Summer ſtopp'd in Switzerland, and ſent back 
to their own Country, which to them was the 
work Puniſhment that could be inflicted ; fo great 
an Hardſhip is it for the unhappy Subjects of any 
Country to have a Monarch compulſively forced u- 
pon them. However about fifty Families of them 
got ſafe to Tuſcany and were ſent to ſettle them- 
felves in the Maremme of Vienna, in order to cul- 
tivate that Part of the Country, which was then 
for the moſt Part uninhabited; each Family being 
allowed by the Government a certain Quantity of 
Ground, with ſome Cattle, and other "Things ne- 
ceſſary, till they could ſtock their Settlements, 
and maintain themſelves by the Produce. 

Nor ſhall we wonder at the reſt of the Inhabi- 
tants continuing in Lorrain with Regret, when we 
ſee what Methods their new Rulers took to enſlave 
them. 

In the Month of 5 King Staniſſaus publiſh's 
Letters patent, by Way of Proclamation, for 
eſtabliſhing a Company of Miſſionaries within his 
Dominions of Lorrain. Theſe Letters begun with 
all his Titles, both as King of Poland and Duke 
of Lorrain ; and after having recited his Majeſty's 


Care to maintain Order in every Part of his Ge- 


vernment, and his Defire to ſhew particular Marks 
of his paternal Affection to his Subjects, that were 
in the moſt forlorn Condition, with Reſpe& either 
to their ſpiritual or temporal Welfare, his Majeſty, 
ſays, He could find nothing that would better an- 
ſwer bis Wiſhes in both theſe Reſpects, than a per- 
petual Eſtabliſhment of Miſſionaries, for preaching 
the Word of. God, and diſtributing Alms in tbe 

ſeveral Pariſhes of his Dominions, particularly ig 
Country Pariſhes. Then he ſays, that *

_ Teſtimonies ; he had therefore reſolved to entruſt 


them with the Care of this Miffion, which was to 
be exerciſed, under the Authority of the Biſhops, 
by a ſufficient Number of Miſſionaries, to be cho- 


ſen by the Superiors of their Society; for the Main- 
| tenance of whom, as well as for the Diſtribution 


of Alms, he would appoint a proper Fund, For 
theſe Reafons his Majeſty's ordained. 5 
That according to the Agreement he had made 


with the Provincial Father of the Jeſuits, for the 


Province of Champagne, which had been ratified by the 


Father General of that Society; there ſhould be for- 


ever eſtabliſned in the Houſe of the Noviciat of 
Jefuits in the City of Nancy, eight Miſſionaries of 
the ſaid Society, to go every Vear upon Miſſions, 
with the Approbations of the Biſhops, in whoſe 
Power it ſhould be to fix the Number, the Places, 


and the Continuance of them, each within his on 


Dioceſe; and that of theſe eight Miſſionaries four 


ſhould be appointed for the Dioceſe of Toul, and | 


the other four, one half of the Year for the Dioceſe 
of Mentz, and the other half of the Year for the o- 
ther Dioceſes within his Dominions. He likewiſe gave 
to the ſaid Houſe the Sum of 6, 26000 Livres of 


France, ſettled in the Fund of the Hotel de Ville at 


Paris, out of the yearly Intereſt of which, 10,000 
Livres ſhould be applied annually in the Diſtribution 


of Alms, to ſuch Poor as ſhould be recommended 
to the Miſſionaries, in their ſeveral Miſſions, by the 
Curate, or ſome Perſon of Diſtinction in the Pariſh ; 


and the Reſidue of the ſaid yearly Intereſt, to be ap- 
Fiel to the Maintenance of the Miſſionaries, the 
xpences of their Journeys, and other Purpoſes of

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That there ſhall be eſtabliſned, with the Permiſ- 
ſion of the reſpective Biſhops, in the Houſes of theſe my 

Miſſionaries, public Prayers for three Days every © * 
Year : The firſt, to pray to God for the Conver- 
ſion of Sinners; the ſecond for the Proſperity of 
the Royal Family of France ; and the third, for the 

Repoſe of the Souls of King Stanslaus's Father and 
Mother, and for that of his own and his Queen's 
after their Deceaſe ; which Prayers are to be re- 
commended to the People by the Miftionaries 1 in the 
_ Courſe of their Miſſions. 

This is the Subſtance of the Letters e and 
we may eaſily ſee, that this new Eſtabliſhment is - 
deſigned for increaſing the Power and the the Inte- 
reſt 2 the Jeſuits among the People of Loerrain. 

A Bookſeller of Nancy having inconſiderately ſold 
ſome prohibited Books, was condemned by the Pax- 
liament to appear in the Council Chamber, where 

he had a publick Reprimand, and was almoniſhed 

to be more Circumſpe& for the Future; at the 
ſame Time he was forbid to fell any Books that 
were contrary to Religion or Morality, on Pain of 
an examplary - Puniſhment. - Upon this Occa- 
ſion the Attorney General, after reading the Sen- 
tence, made a moſt flaming Speech againſt Hereſy, 
Impiety, Libettiniſm, Blaſp phemy, and Atheiſm; all 
which the Roman Catholicks generally confound 
together. His principal Accufation againſt them 
was, that they never appeared or prefumed to diſ- 

cover themſelves, but in the Dark and by Stealth; 1 
for the Gentleman's Zeal did not permit him to * = | 
that Opinions which are againſt Law muſt appear 1 
by Stealth; nor did it give him Leave to reflect, that 

it was by this way, Chriſtianity itſelf made its firltAp⸗ 
pearance in the World. At the End of his Speech, 1 
he threatened even thoſe who ſhould. read ſuch = | 
Books, as ven as thoſe that ſhould ſell them, and 
#5 admoniſhed W 
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the proper Officers to be diligent in their Duty in 


this reſpect ; ſo that I do not know, but an Inqui- 


ſition may be introduced into Lorrain, during King 
Staniſlaus's Reign, which will ſerve as a Precedent 


for introducing it into the Kingdom of France. 
Tho' it muſt be confeſſed that in this Reſpect 
King Staniſlaus ſeems rather to retain ſome of his 


old Poliſh ſeverity, than to act conformable to the 


Sentiments of his Friends the French, who have long 


acted like true Politicians. The many Provinces 
that of latter Ages have been added to the Crown of 
France, have all been incorporated and made Part 
of that Kingdom, by making the Inhabitants ail 
natural born Frenchmen. The Normans, the Bri- 


tons, the Gaſcoons, &c. ſtill retain ſome of their 


antient Laws and Cuſtoms with Reſpect to private 
Property; but with Reſpect to the Public or Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom they are all upon a Par 


with the Natives of the Ie of France; and for this 


Reaſon they think themſelves as much Frenchmen, 


and as much bound to ſupport and contribute to 
the Grandeur, Intereſt, and Happineſs of the King- 
dom of France, as any other of his moſt Chriſtian 
_ Majeſty's Subjects: The Flemings that have lately 
come under the Dominion of France, already begin 

to think in the fame Way, and for the ſame Reaſon, 
as any one may ſee who converſes with the People 


of Lift, Douay, &c. and if King Staniſſaus follows 
their Rules it is not to be, doubted but the Lor- 


rainers may, in a very few Years, become as zealous 


Frenchmen, as they appear'd to be attach'd to the 
Duke when he was oblig'd to give them up to the 
King of France. This is certainly the right politi- 
cal Way of making Conqueſts : It is adding Sub- 


_ jeAs inſtead of Slaves to a Kingdom : It is binding 


dhe Heart inſtead of the Hands, and this is the only 
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ſure Way of having them always employed for the 
Co" of the Conquerors. ns 


8. 1. Of the Grand- Duke's Progreſs to Tuſcany. 


lmmedialely upon the Death of John Gaſton Duke 
of Tuſcany, Care was taken to ſecure the Succeſſion 
to his ſerene | Highneſs Francis of Lorrain, as like- 
wiſe the allodial Effects of the Houſe of Madicis, 
purſuant to the Preliminaries of the Treaty of 
Peace; and the next Spring it was judged highly 
requiſite for the Grand-Duke to viſit his new Do- 
minions. Accordingly about December, a ſump- 
tuous Equipage and all Things neceſſary being pre- 
| pared, he ſet out from Vienna accompanied by the 
moſt ſerene Arch-Ducheſs his illuſtrious Spouſe, and 
his Brother Prince Charles of Lorrain; from thence 
he took his Route thro? the ane Territories; 
where on odd Accident happen'd to them which a- 
while retarded their Journey, and at laſt put them 
out of all Patience, eſpecially Prince Charles, whoſe 
active Spirit cou'd by no means brook ſuch trifling / 
and frivolous Delays. 

Of all the People in Chriflendom, the Venetians 
ſeem to be moſt afraid of the Plague; for upon it's 
appearing in Hungary in the Tear 17 38, they had not 
only forbid all Commerce or Communication, without 
performing Quarantain, with Hungary and the neigh- 
bouring Provinces; but alſo with the hereditary Do- 
minions of the Houſe of Auſtria in Germany, and with 
the Swiſs and Griſons; but what was moſt extraot- 
dinary, they prohibited all Commerce and Commu. 
nication with Poland, which ſeemed to be a ſort of _ 

Blunder in Geography; ; for there was no coming 
from Poland to Venice, without paſſing through ſome. 
of the "Emperor's Dominions, or making a Tour 
round them. If any Perſon came from Poland 
through the Emperor's Dominions, by ſo doing he 
1 | Was 
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Was obliged to do Quarantain, and if he made a 


Tour round them, it was ſuch a Journey as was of 


itſelf a ſufficient Quarantain, ſo that it was ridicu- 


lous to make their Prohibition extend to Poland. 


But farther to ſhew how terribly apprehenſive they 
are of the Plague, upon hearing that the great Fair 
of Sinigaglia, which is held there in the Month of 


I Jul, was to be opened as uſual, they thereupon 


orbid all Commerce and Communication with the 
Pope's Territories, either by Sea or Land ; and that 
for no other Reaſon, but becauſe a great many fo- 
reign Sorts of Merchandizes are brought there to be 
ſold, ſome of which might poſſible be infected with 
the Plague, though not probable ; becauſe all Com- 
merce was at that very time forbid between the 


"Pope's Territories, and every Country that then ap- 


peared to be actually infected; which is a Proof, 
that the Nobles of Venice, who are the only Perſons 
that have any Power in that State, are more ſolli- 
Citous about the Preſervation of their own Health, 
than about the proſperity of their Country; for it is 


impoſfible for Trade or Commerce to flouriſh in a 
Country where it is interrupted by ſuch chimerical 


Apprehenſions. | 
Theſe Fears happened to be very inconvenient ta 


| the grand Duke, in his Journey from Vienna to Tu/- 


cany: Though no Signs of the Plague had ever ap- 
peared at Vienna, though they were therefore very 


careful to prevent its being brought from Hungary, 


yet the Venetians had forbid all Commerce with the 
Auſtrian Dominions in Germany. The Duke was 
obliged to paſs through their Territories, and was 
therefore obliged to. perform Quarantain, before 
they would let him paſs through. This he freely 
conſented to, imagining that in a Caſe where there 


Was fo little Danger, they would in Complaiſance 


he ſhortened the Time of his Quarantain. On 
the 
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the 28th of December 1738, the Duke, the Arch- 4 
Ducheſs his Spouſe, PrinceCharles his Brother, and their . 
Attendants, arrived at the Confines of the Veroneſe, WM 
where they were met by the - Republic's Depu- ' WM 
ties, who complimented them in the Name of the 
Senate, and conducted them to a Palace in the 
Neighbourhood of Verona, prepared for their Re- | 
ception, where they were to perform Quarantain. = 
The Duke made ſtrong Applications to the Senate, 1 
by means of the Imperial Miniſter at Venice, to have i 
the Time appointed for his performing Quarantine 
ſhortened ; but all to no purpoſe, he and his whole 
Retinue were kept here in a manner Priſoners, of 
which I cannot give a more lively Deſcription, than 
is given in the following Letter from a Lorrain Gen- 
tleman in the Duke's Family to his Friend at Ge- 
ueva, which was thus: 


Drona, Jaun 7, 7 I». 
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We have been here ever ſince the 27th of Do- 
cember, O. S. and as ſtrictly guarded, as if there 
was not the leaſt Doubt of our being infected 
with the Plague. The Great-Duke and Ducheſs, 
who are in the Palace of Buri, have only a few 
of their Attendants ; and we are confined in Aa 
Peſt-houſe, where we have no Communication -. 
with any living Soul. All manner of Proviſions - bY 
are brought to us three times a Week, and placed 
at the Entrance of our Barrier, to which we ſend 
for them; but the Perſons that bring them, re- 
tire with Speed, that if they do us the Honour to 
ſpeak to us, it is at a Diſtance, and with abun- 
dance of Compliments and. Excuſes: for not dar- 
ing to come near us. The Barrier is guarded by 

< Soldiers of the Republic, who keep ſtrict. watch 

« Day and N ient, to hinder any of our People from 
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ſeeking to get out of their Priſon. The Charac- 
ter we ſuſtain here, has nevertheleſs ſomething in 
it that is comical; and for the firſt three or four 
Days it made us merry; but in Truth we begin 
all 8 be heartily tired of it. We count the Days 
with the laſt Degree of Patience. Eleven are 
already paſt, and after eleven more ſhall be ſet at 
Liberty; for it is intended that we ſhall have the 


very great Favour to be obliged to no longer a 


Quarantain then twenty-one Days. We have re- 


ceved a Viſit from the Phiſicians, who have kind- 


ly admoniſhed us to take fome Remedies by way 


of Precaution ; but we have thank*d them for 


their Care of us, and aſſured them, that we ſtood 


in need of no Remedy but Patience. The Baron 


de K „ being under an indiſpenſible Neceſ- 
ſity to fpeak with the great Duke, he with ſome 
Difficulty obtained Leave to repair to the Palace 
of Buri. He tells us, that their Highneſſes are at 
leaſt as much diſguſted with their Situations as we 


are, eſpecially Prince Charles. If we may depend 


on what this Prince ſays, we ſhall break the Qua- 


rantine To-morrow, and quit the State of Venice 


with all the Speed that can be: And ve Great- 
Duke has wrote to the Senate, repreſenting that 
after all, the Quarantine which he performs is a 
matter of pure Complaiſance and not at all neceſ- 
ſary; and that therefore he deſires it may be 
ſhortened, and an End put to a Ceremony which 
all Mankind muſt think extraordinary : For is it 
credible, that if the Plague was, I will not fay at 
Vienna, but only ten Miles from it, their Imperial 
Majeſties or any of the Nobility or any foreign 


Miniſter, would ſtay there twenty-four Hours? 
Prince Pio, the Imperial Ambaſſador at Venice, is 


expected with their Highneſſes in three Days.

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As this Gentleman expected, the Duke at laſt loſt 


all Patience, and reſolved to depart without Leave 
of his Keepers, who underſtanding their Obſtinancy, 
durſt not uſe violent Means to ftop him which 


ſhould have been a prevailing Reaſon - for their 


doing that out of Complaiſance, which they durſt 
not refuſe to do, if inſiſted on. Accordingly their 
Royal Highneſſes, with all their Attendants, depart- 


ed without Leave upon the 11th of January, paſled 


through the Veroneze, and arrived at Mantua the 
next Day. By this, the Venetians, or at leaſt the Ma- 
giſtrates of Health, were put into a moſt exraordi- 
nary Panic: They immediatlely interdicted even 
their own Territory, the Veroncſe, as alſo the 
Mantuan, the Modeneze, the Bolognezt, Tuſcany, 
and in ſhort all the Places through which their

This ridiculous Dread of the Plague ſubjected

the Venetians to another Diſpute with the Imperial 


Court, in which they came no better off then in 
che former. The Interdiction of Commerce was 
probably very inconvenient to the Inhabitants on 
both ſides the Frontier between the Imperial and Ve- 
Keen 1 netian 
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with Stoves after the Manner of Germany, which 
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netian eee And hk were orebably con- 
vinced it was unneceſſary and ridiculous: Thoſe of 
the Venetian Side durſt not complain or do any 
Thing againſt it; but thoſe of the German Side took 
more Liberty; for in the Month of March, a 
Party of 400 Men of the Imperial Troops, quarter d 


upon the Frontier in Car niola, come and drove 
away the Guards poſted by the Venatian Magiſtrates 


of Health, between Palma, Nuova and Marano, 
ſet fire to the Barracks of Carniola, Perpetto and 
Caffells, and marching down the River Laufa, at 


'the Mouth of which there was a Galley-foiſt with 


ſome Artillery, and ſome more of the ſame Sort of 
Guards; they drove away the People belonging to 
it, burnt the Veſſel and carried of the Artillery. 


Upon the News of this Inſult there was an extra- 


ordinary Meeting of the Senate at Venice, and an 


Expreſs diſpatched to their Miniſter at Vienna to 


complain of it; but I have heard nothing of any 
Satisfaction they ever received. | 

The Adminiſtration at Florence having ei d 
Advice that the Grand-Duke, their Sovereign, with 
the Arch-Ducheſs his Spouſe, not having thought 
fit to compleat their Quarantain at Buri near Ferona, 
had departed from thence the 11th of January laſt 
in their Way to Florence, accompanied by Prince 
Charles of Lorrain, the Grand-Duke's Brother, and 
all their Retinue ; che Bailiff Surez Poſt-Maſter- 
General, ſet out immediately for Bologna, to order 
and appoint the neceſſary Relays of Horſes upon the 
| Road, and a Company of Grenadiers was ſent to 
wait their Arrival at Fiorenzola, upon the Frontiers 
of the Bologneſe. Upon the 2oth of the ſame Month 


they enter d the City of Florence by the Gate Sar 


Gallo, where they were receiv'd and complimented 
by the Magiſtracy in a Body, and went from thence 
üer to the en, Church, and heard the 

Te Deum 
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Te Deum upon their happy Arrival; the Arch-Bi- 


ſhop of Florence and all the Tuſcan Biſhops being 


preſent and afliſting in their Pontificals; after which 
they repair'd to the Palace Pitti, which had been 
made ready for their Reception, and that Night and 
the two following Days all the Shops were ſhut up, 
and there weregreatIlluminations, Fireworks, and o- 
ther Demonſtrations of Joy through the whole City. 
March the 1ſt the Grand-Duke and his Ducheſs 
ſet out for Piſa, where they arriv'd next Day, and 
ſtay' d four Days in that Ciy, during all which Time 
there was nothing but Rejoicings and Diverſions. 
On the 6th they went to Leghorn, where they were 
likewiſe receiv'd with great Acclamations and Re- 
joicings, and among other Diverſions they were on 
the 7th entertain'd with a Sea Fight, ſuppos'd to be 


between the Corſairs of Barbary, in two Gallies, 


and a Leghorn Man of War: As there are Factories 
of ſeveral foreign Nations ſettled in this City, each 
of them waited on him- with their Compliments, 


and prepar'd fine Fireworks and ſeveral other Diver- 


ſions for the Entertainment of their Royal High- 
neſſes, among which thoſe of the Englifh F a 
were extremely ſplendid and magnificent. 

On the 17th their Royal Highneſſes return'd to 
Florence, where they ſtaid till the 27th of April, 
on which Day they both ſet out from thence upon 
their Return to Vienna. The Arch-Ducheſs took 
the Way by Bologna, and the Grand-Duke, with 
his Brother Prince Charles went to Legborn, in or- 
der to go from thence by Sea to Final, and return

Before his Royal Hiphnefs's Depalihine from Flo-

on Account of her great Age, and Wantof Health ; 

whereupon his Royal Highneſs appointed three "rote 
cils, one for the Regency, one for the Military, 
and one for the Finances. The Members of theſe 
three Councils were all to reſide conſtantly at Flo- 
rence, and the firſt was charg'd with taking Care of 
the Adminiſtration of Juſtice both in civil and cri- 
minal Caſes; with the Preſervation and Regulation 
of Commerce; with the Encouragement of Arts 
and Sciences, and of the Univerſities ; and with 


preſerving the Privileges and Conſtitutions of the mi- 


itary Order of St. Stephen. The ſecond was charg'd 


with taking Care of the good Diſcipline of the 


Troops, the Preſervation of the Fortifications, and 


the providing the Magazines and Arſenals: And the 
third had aſſigned them the Care of all his Royal 


Highneſſes Revenues, the appointing and removing 


0 al Officers concerned therein, and the deciding 
of all Controverſies that ſhould ariſe relating thereto. 


For all which Purpoſes theſe Councils were to make 
ſuch Orders and Regulations as they ſhould think 
proper, and the People were enjoined to ſhew them 
as much Obedience and Reſpect as they ought og 
- ſThew the Great-Duke himſelf, 

During the Great-Duke's Stay at Florence, feveral 
Regulations were made for encouraging Manufac- 
tures and Commerce. Among the reſt, an Edict 


was publiſhed RUIN under ſevere Penalties, the 


Impor- 
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Importation and + Conſumption of any Woollen i'8 
Cloths, Serges, or Stuffs, manufactured in foreign Wt 
Countries, and the Duties upon Wool and other = 1 
Materials for Manufacture, which the Nonſenſe o il 


Ignorance of former Times had impoſed, were all Mi 
either very much diminiſhed, or entirely demoliſhed. | 
But the Merchants and Shop-keepers were allowed 
two Years to diſpoſe of the Stock of foreign Ma- 
nufactures they had upon their Hands; and the Port 
of Leghorn being by Treaty a free Port, it could not 
be comprehended in this Edict. Another Edict was | 
2 for reducing the Intereſt paid by the Pub- * 


ic upon the Fund of Mount Piety to three per 0 
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Cent. Intereſt, the ſame having been before three 
and an half, by which it was reckoned the Duke 
would fave 60,000 Crowns a-year ; but thoſe who 
had not a Mind to reft ſatisfied with this Intereſt - 
bad Leave to withdraw their Capitals; and a third 
was publiſhed, commanding all Perſons poſſeſſed of 
Lands in the Country, to ſet up a certain Number 
of Bee-hives, for increaſing the Product of Wax 
and Honey, under fevere Penalties if not complied 
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Upon the breaking out of the War between 
Great Britain and Spain, the Great Duke declared 
for a Neutrality, and ordered that none of his Sub- 
jects ſhould be concerned in fitting out Privateers, 
either againſt the Engliſb or the Spaniards; yet fo 
fond are the People in all Countries of plundering 
their Neighbours, without conſidering its being 
downright Robbery when they are not the real Sub- 
jects of either Party engaged in the War; that ſome 

Merchants at Leghorn were preparing to fit out Pri- 

vateers, with a Deſign to cruiſe upon and plunder 
the Britiſb Subjects trading in the Mediterranean; 
but as there are ſeveral Britiſß Merchants ſettled, and 
have a great Trade at Legborn, they got anAccount, 
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and inform'd Mr. Mann, the Britih Miniſter at 
Florence, of theſe Preparations, who thereupon 
complained of it to his Royal Highneſs's Miniſters 
there, and Orders were immediately ſent to the Per- 
ſons concerned, to give over their Deſign, under 
the Pain of deing all baniſhed and their Goods con- 
fiſcated. This put an End to that Deſign, and to 
prevent any ſuch for the future, the following Edict 
was publiſhed at the End of the Year, wiz.

So far as we have reſolved to obſerve an exact 
= Neutrality in the preſent War between Spain and 
ge rar; we. therefore declare and ordain, that all 
our Dominions and Sea Ports ſhall be equally free 
and open to theſe two Nations; and to the End 
that the Subjects both of the one and the other may 
there remain in full Security, and free from all man- 


ner of Hoſtility, particularly in our Ports of Leg- 
born and Porto- Terrajo: Gialiano Copponi, Lieute- 


nant General of our Armies, and the Governor of 
the City and Port of Legborn, being provided with 
the neceſſary full Powers on the Part of our Council

That the Merchant-Ships both of the one and 
the other Nation, that may have caſt Anchor at 
the Mole in the Road, ſhall have free Liberty to de- 
part before or after thoſe that may have caſt An- 
Chor there before them ; but in Caſe any War- 
Ships ſhall happen to be at Anchor in either of theſe 
Places, none of them ſhall be allowed to depart within 
24 Hours after the Departure of thoſe of the other 
Nation, nor within 24 Hours after the Departure of 
any Merchant-Ship of the other Nation. 

And farther, as we are deſirous to contribute, as 
much as poſſible, to the pacific Performance of 
what is above-mentioned, for the reciprocal Security 
of the two Nations; IT for the Benefit of Com- 
merce, for this End we forbid as well our own Sub- 
jets, as others that reſide in any of our Sea-Ports 
or any of the maritime Places of our Dominions,

Perſons, c.“ To let my Reader know what is 
here meant by allodial, I mult obſerve that among 


the Germans, an allodial Eſtate is ſuch a one as 


is not held of any Lord or Superior; and a Fee of 
Feudal Eſtate, is ſuch a one as is held of and pays 


ſome Rent, Service or Acknowledgment to a ſupe- 
rior Lord; and I muſt further obſerve, that the 


Duchy of Tuſcany is claimed and lately acknowledg- 


ed as a Fee held of the ſacred Roman Empire, and is 
conſequently a Fendal Eſtate, therefore the allodial 


Effects of the late Duke of Tuſcany were ſuch as 
had been left to, or acquired by that Family, and 
did not made Part of the Duchy of Tuſcany. 


There had been for ſeveral Years before this a 


great Deſertion of Soldiers from the Imperial Troops. 

They deſerted 
not by ſingle Men, but by half Dozens and Dozens

tual for putting an End to the Miſchief. But this 
is not at all ſurprizing; for Men are always apt to 
think the Evils and Inconveniencies of the Station 
or Service in which they are, much greater than 
they can meet with in any other Station or Service; 
and when Soldiers are bred up to be governed by no 
Principle or Duty, but that of ſhewing themſelves 
Men of Courage and Reſolution in that Service in 
which they are engaged, as moſt Soldiers now are in 
all Services but the French, it is no Wonder to find 
them deſerting the Service they are in upon every 
little Ruffle they meet with. The French, indeed, 

are bred up by the wiſe Policy of that Nation, with 
ſuch a Notion and Pride of their being Frenchmen, 
that though from the Levity natural to the People 

of that Country, they ſometimes deſert into foreign 

Service, yet moſt of them return upon the firſt In- 
demnity offered, as foon as they can ſafely leave the 

new Service they are engaged in. This confirms , 
me in an Opinion I have always had, that it is not 
Puniſhment but Principle that prevents Men from 
being guilty of Crimes of any Kind; for when 
there is nothing but the Fear of Puniſhment to de- 
ter, there will always in every Country be found 
many Men daring enough to commit: The Inno- 
cence of the People is not then a Sign of their Vir- 


tue, but of their want of Courage to perpetrate, 
or want of Genius to invent.

Chon much Speculation; among the Politicians, 
becauſe it was looked upon as A Thing of Courſe

the Elector of Bavaria : The Conſequence of which 

was, firſt, the King of Sardinia's Acceflion to the 
definitive Treaty of Peace, which, nevertheleſs. he 
would not perform without its being burthened with 
the following, Declaratin:?: : 
HFis Imperial Majeſty and his moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty having, at the Inſtances of his Majeſty the 


King of Sardinia, carefully examined the eighth 


Article of the definitive Treaty, and cauſed the 
Writings made uſe of in drawing up the ſaid Article,

It is ſaid in the King's Act of Acceſſion, That 
his Majeſty having examined the Treaty, the ſe- 
parate Article and Declaration, and being always 
animated with a ſincere Deſire to concur towards the 
firm  Eftabliſhment. of Peace, he accedes to the 
aboveſaid eighth Article of the Treaty, as explained 
by the aboveſaid Declaration, and conformable to 
his Acceſſion to the Preliminary Articles, by the 
Act of the 16th of Augu/? 17 36, his Imperial and 
his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty accepting the King of 
Sardinia's Acceſſion. 
His Sardinian Majeſty having thus acceded to the | 
Treaty, the Peace with the Emperor was pro- 
claimed at Turin, upon the 24th of June, with a 
great deal of Solemnity and Magnificence; three 
thouſand Men of the regular Troops, being for that 
Purpoſe drawn up in Order of Battle upon the 
Eſplanade of the Citadel, who made a triple Diſ- 
charge of their Firelocks, and were anſwered by a 
Diſcharge of 300 Pieces of Cannon from the Ram- 
parts and Outworks of the City and Citadel ; and 
at Night there were Bonfires, Ihuminations and

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Notwithſtanding this ſeparate Declaration, it was 
thought his Highneſs contributed not a little to ex- 
pedite his Sardinian Majeſty's Acceſſion thereto, for 
on the zd of May he arriv'd at Turin, accompanied 
by his Brother Prince Charles; at St. Michael he was 
met by the King's Coaches, and a great many Lords 
of the Court, and tewards ten o*Clock at Night he 
arrived at the Apartments provided for him in the 
Palace: Immediately after his Arrival he-was waited 
on by- the King and Queen, and after the mutual 
Salutations were over, they ſat down to Supper ; 
after which the Duke was conducted to his Bed- 
Chamber, where he was laid in the rich crimſon 


Velvet Bed embroider'd with Pearls, which had 


been carried to Palermo in Sicily, for the late King's 
lying in the Night after he was crown'd King of 
; me Iſland; and which never from that Time had 
been nde uſe of. His Royal Highneſs ſpent the 4th 
and 5th at Turin, paſſing all the Time incognito under 
the Name of the Count de Serano, and the 6th at 2 
Clock in the Morning he departed for Milan. 
The Grand- Duke and Grand-Ducheſs of Tuſcany 
with Prince Charles return'd to Vienna on the 3oth 
of the ſame Month, having when they left Turin 
directed their Courſe to Inſpruck, where they em- 
bark'd and went down the River Inn to the Danube, 
and ſo down the Danube to Vienna; which ſhews 
how convenient a Country Germany is for Water 
Carriage, and how much their Inland Trade might 
be thereby improved, if the Country were not di- 
vided into ſo many Principalities, that are in a great 
Meaſure independent of one another.

of the Garrifon of Belgrade, conſiſting of 130

1 for ſome Time infeſted the Bannat of Temeſwar, 
GSBGBegneral Lentulus march'd out in January with a

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and obtained a compleat Victory; for as they had 
no Place of Safety to retreat to, they were moſtly 
either kill'd or taken Prifoners, whereupon moſt of 
thoſe in that Bannat who, for the Sake of Plunder, 
had joined with the Turks againſt the Emperor, ſued 
for 'Pardon and ſubmitted ; after having given a 


great Number of Hoſtages, as a Security for their 


future good Behaviour ; but as this Detachment 
was returning, its Rear-Guard, conſiſting of 300 
Huſjars, was attacked by a Body of 3000 Turks 
and Vallachiam The Huſſars ſtood the Attack 
bravely for ſome Time, but at laſt were obliged to 


yield to Numbers, and betake themſelves to flight,- 


leaving 50 of their Number dead upon the Spot, 
beſides ſeveral wounded and taken Prifoners. How- 
ever by the reſolute Stand they made, they gave the 
main Body an Opportunity to retire to Tame/war, 


with the. Priſoners they had taken, and the Booty 
they had recovered from the Rebels; and upon their 


retiring,. the Turks burnt Mer {chnitza, one of the 


' largeſt Towns in the Bannat, maſſacred many of 
the Inhabitants, and carried the reſt into Slavery. 


On the Ith of March, a large Detachment of 
Turks ſurprized the Poſt of Havala, where there is 
a Silver Mine, about three Leagues from Belgrade; 


the ſmall Garriſon that was there, conſiſting only of 


20 Men, made a gallant Defence for ſome Time; 
but were at laſt overpower'd by Numbers, and 


obliged to betake themſelves to flight. But of all 


the Skirmiſhes that happen'd before the Armies took 
the Field, the moſt conſiderable was that which 


happened in the County of Kutſchay ; the Inhabi- 


tants of that Country having at the Beginning of 
the War, withdrawn their Allegiance from the 


Turks, and put themſelves under the Protection of 


the Emperor, the Baſhaw of Pelſey was ſent with 


a Body of 6000 Men to chaſtiſe that People. © As" 
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they were informed of his March, this brave Peo- 
ple, without the Aſſiſtance of any regular Troops, 
took up Arms in their own Defence, and planted 
themſelves in Ambuſh among the Defiles of their 
Mountains. The Baſhaw not expecting to meet 
with any Oppoſition, marched raſhly on, and fell 
into this Ambuſh 3 by which his Army was imme- 
diately put into the utmoſt Confuſion, and the Ba- 
ſhaw and moſt of the Troops he had along with 
him were cut to Pieces, before they could recover 
or put themſelves into any Order, at which the 
Turkiſh Troops are not very expert, becauſe of the 
bad Diſcipline they have among them ; for the great 
Advantage of good Diſcipline is, that ſuch Troops 
are not apt to be ſeized with a Panic, and may alter 
their Order, or recover from Surprize or Confufian, 
much ſooner and more cally than Militia or ill diſ- 
Ciplined Troops. | 

The Emperor having ſome Time before ac- 
- .quvainted Count Vallis, that he intended to appoint 
him General in Chief during the enſuing Campaign, 
the Count anſwered, that before he could accept of 
the Honour his Imperial Majeſty intended him, he 
muſt inſiſt upon the following Conditions being pro- 
miſed him, viz. That no Officer, from the higbeſt 
to the loweſt, ſhould, under any Pretence ——

Theſe Conditions being promiſed, the General's 
Commiſſion, with moſt ample Inſtructions, to 
make ſuch Marches as he ſhould think proper, and 
to give Battle when he ſhould think fit, were made 
out; and upon the 2d of April he ſet out from Vi- 
enna for Hungaty, to take upon him the Command 
of the Army. Upon his Arrival at Belgrade, he 
went to viſit the Magazines, and in one Magazine 
of Corn he found hardly one third Part of the Corn 


ſpecified in the Account delivered by theCommiſſaries 
General; and in another of Powder, he found the 


greateſt Part of it was of a very bad Quality; 
whereupon the Commiſſaries, who had the particu- 
lar Care of theſe two Magazines were ſeized, and 
not being able to juſtify themfelves, they were 
both immediately hanged up, as an Example to the 
others to be more careful of what was committed 
to their Charge. 


As ſoon as the General arrived at Bee he be- 


gan to take Meaſures for opening the Campaign, 
and for this Purpoſe, Orders were ſent to the 
Troops to march to the ſeveral Incampments ap- 
pointed for them. The main Body of the Army, 
which confſed of 13 Battalions, 16 Companies of 
Grenadiers, and 13 Regiments of Cavalry, were 
ordered to aſſemble at a Camp marked out for them 
between Segedin and Arradt; 10 Battalions, and 2

marched to form a Camp at Vi ſebnitaa, and the 
ſame Day the Imperial Flatilla fell down the Danube, 


and took Poſt partly oppòſite to- the new Camp. 


General Neuperg having Orders to join the Army 
with all Speed, a Bridge was laid over the Danube 


on the 7th near Belgrade, in order to facilitate his 
Paſſage. The ſame Day there came certain Advice, 
that the Grand Vizicr had paſſed the Moraua with 


his Army of 60;000- Men, and. was marching to 
Semendria ; whereupon it was reſolved to decamp, 
in order to approach to the Enemy and take a.View 


of them. Accordingly the Army left the Camp at 
MWiſchnitx, and came to this. The Flotilla Kalle : 


likewiſe the ſame Day, to give Chace to a great 
Number of Turk Saiques that were cruizing off 
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immediately ſail'd away, except two or 5 that 
were ſunk to the Bottom; but we are told juſt now, 
that the Turſtiſb Saiques returning in a great Num- 
ber, the Imperial Fleet was in a Manner ſurrounded. 
We hear mighty firing upon the Danube > General 
Bernclau, who was detached with 600 Horſe, 200 
Huſſars, and ſome Foot Soldiers, to obſerve the 
Enemy, came that Morning to the Camp, after 
having had a very ſharp Skirmiſh with a great Num- 
ber of Turks that had like to have ſurrounded him. 
Upon Advice that a conſiderable Body of Turkifþ 
Troops is arrived at Crotzta, and was followed by a 
the reſt of the Army; a general Council of War ® 
was held in which it was reſolved to go and drive the 
Turks from Crotzka, that they may not have Time 
to fortify themſelves in ſo advantageous a Poſt.

On the 18th Inſtant Word was brought to the 

Imperial Camp at Wiſchnitza, that the Enemy's 
Army was advanced as far as the Fort of Reawna, 
and making the neceſſary Preparations to paſs the 
. Morgua; whereupon the Veldt-Marſhal de Wallis 

reſolved immediately to march againſt the Turks, 
and ſent for the Count de Neuperg to come and j Join 
him with the Body under his Command. 

On the 2oth the Army quitted Wiſchnitza; and 
encamped at Schlaikan. The Major-General 4e 
Bernclau was detached with ſome thouſand Men, 
EC, among whom were ſeveral hundreds of Sees, 
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and amongſt the reſt Prince Charles, who, being al- 
ways ready to expoſe himſelf to the moſt hazardous 
Enterprizes for the Service of his Imperial Majeſty, 
headed a Company upon this Occaſion, to go and 


take a View of the Enemy's Situation, He found 
that the greateſt Part of their Forces had already 


paſs'd the Morava. The Turks attacked bis De- 


tachment no leſs than three Times ſucceſlively, and 
obliged it to give Way; when the General re- 


treated in as good Order as poſſible to the Camp, 


and made his Report to the Count de Wallis, In 
this Skirmiſh there were but 12 Men killed, and 
20 wounded on the Part of the Imperialiſts. As 
the Enemy's Flotilla was gone up to the Danube as 


far as Crotzha, the Admiral Pallauicini, who com- 


manded the Emperor's Flotilla, received Orders to

cing too forward, was hemm'd in by the Turks, 
and almoſt all cut to Pieces. It was at the 
Head of this Regiment, that the brave Lord 
Crawfurd a Scots Nobleman charged and was 
ſo "deſperately wounded, that it was with 
great Difficulty he was brought off, this Gentle- 
man has ſet a laudable Example to the reſt of the 
"young Engif Nobility, in hunting after Military 
Knowledge, in every Corner of Europe, and 
ſeems to want but an Opportunity to exerciſe in 
the Service of his Country, that Experience which 
© he purchas'd almoſt at the Expence of his Life. 
In this Attempt likewiſe fell a young Iriſh Noble- 
© man, who had left his native Country in a gene- 
© rous Thirſt of Fame, and ſerved as a Volunteer; 
« He ſaw the Standard bearer fall, and perceiving 
that the Infidels had got Poſſeſſion of the Colours, 
he boldly ruſh'd forwards, and killed ſeveral of the

but before they came within, Cannon-ſhot they 
ſtopped ; at which Time the Van of the Turki/b 
Army came.in View, and was followed orderly by 


all the reſt with their Baggage and Artillery, and 


poſted themſelves at Crotzka, of which General 
Pallavicini ſent Advice to Veldt Marſhal Wallis. 
The 22d in the Morning General Pallavicini deſ- 
cried two Batteries, - which the Enemy had made 
in the Night, on the Bank of the River, in a Place 
that was cover'd with large Trees, and he ordered 
his Veſſels to fire at thoſe Batteries; but ſeeing he 
could do them no conſiderable Damage, he retired 
to a Point of the Iſland which covered his Veſſels: 
From that Point he had a View of the Turkiſh 
Land Army formed into two Lines, and 
| marching towards the Top of the Hills, from the 


Foot of which the Imperial Troops were to advance 


againſt them; and ſoon after he ſaw, with Regret 
an Attack made, and the Enemy's Fire carried for- 
. wards, from which he obſerved that they fought 
with Advantage, and that our Troops. could not 
beat them back and poſſeſs themſelves of Crotsha, 
according to the Reſolution which had been taken,. 
and which had been communicated to him by Veldt 
Marſhal Wallis. Then General Pallavicini re- 
ſolved to retire, without giving the Enemy Time to 
make other Batteries, which they were actually be- 
ginning in three different Places, and which might 
have rendered his Return the more difficult. When 
he had taken this Reſolution, and was in Motion to 
paſs up the River, the. Tyrki/þ Gallies advanced: 
One of them which expoling itſelf the moſt, in 
Hopes to paſs between the Triton and the River-ſide, 
was preſently ſunk by the Cannon of that Commo- 


dore Ship ; and four others which followed that Gal- 
ley were ſo galled by the Guns of the other Impe-

ing them to float with the Stream. The reſt of the 
Enemy's Gallies kept out of the reach of our 
Cannon, and took the Opportunity of the Dark- 
neſs of the Night to get to a Place of Security. 
The 23d at Day-break, General Pallavicini with 
his Veſſels was before Crotæta, where he ſaw the 


Turkiſh Gallies lying under the Protection of the 


Enemy's Camp. The Triton in paſſing up the Ri- 


ver having loſt three Hours by one of the Prames 


running foul of her Prow, was obliged to abide the 
Fire of five Batteries, which fired from heavy Can- 
non Iron Bullets of 36 Pound, and from Haubitzes 
Stone Ball of 50 Pound Weight, befides the Shot 
from leſſer Cannon. By the Slowneſs of making 
Way up the River, our Flotilla lay expoſed for nine 

Hours to that Fire: And of 443 Cannon Shot, al- 
moſt all of them were aimed at the Triton, on 


Board of which General Pallavicini had always 


his Station; above 40 Shot ſtruck the Ship, but not 
one of them endangered her, or did her any conſi- 


derable Damage: Nor Were more than three Offi- 
-cers on Board her wounded: Among them Lieute- 
nant- Colonel Count Lilliers dangerouſly in the 


Thigh, by a Piece of a Stone Bullet that broke in 
the Ship; and but three Men were killed, and 
twelve wounded, though we paſſed in Sight of the 


whole Turkih Army, which by the Extent of 
Ground on which they encamped appeared to be ve- 


ry numerous. At Noon ſprung up a favourable 
Gale of Wind, which enabled our Veſſels to uſe 
their Sails; and in the Evening we came up over 
againſt the Imperial Army, and kept coaſting by 


them till they entered the Lines of Belgrade. In 


our Paſſage we fired continually at the Turtiſb Army, 
"where we judged our Guns would bear upon them, 
putting as cloſe to the Shore as we could. Our Veſ-

| Shall now purſue the Journal of the Grand Im- 
perial Army, from this unfortunate Battle at 
Crotzka. From the Field of Battle the Army re- 
tired in pretty good Order to their former Camp at 
Mi ſchnitæa, but as Forage was ſcarce. thereabouts, 
and as they did not probably think themſelves in a 
Condition to withſtand an Attack in that Camp, 

they retired within what were called the Lines of 
Belgrade. The 25th in the Morning a great Body 
roached near the 
Line; and in the Afternoon, their whole Army 
came and encamped upon the riſing Grounds about 


Wiſchnitra, but they did not offer to attack, only a | 


few: Skirmiſhes happened between the advanced 
Guards of the two Armies. However, as Count 
Wallis was that Evening informed, that a Conſider- 
able Body of the Enemy was marching up'the other 
Side of the River Danube, and as his Retreat might 
by this means be cut off, it was that Evening reſolv- 
ed in a Counſel of War, that the Army ſhould paſs 


over the River, in order to attempt ſomething a- 


gainſt that Part of the Enemy's Army; and becauſe 
by being on the other Side, it would be difficult for 


the Enemy's main Body, either to attack them, or 


carry on the Siege of Belgrade. 
Accordingly on the 25th early in the Moraing,

They had hardly marched an 
Hour, when they ſaw the Enemy drawn up in a 
Line, in Order of Battle, to receive them, who after 
crying out three Times, Allah, Allah Mahomet, as 
uſual, attacked the Imperial Army with very great 
Fury, moſt of which they diſcharged upon the left 
Wing commanded by the Prince of Saxe-Hildbourg- 
hauſen, and the Count de Styrum; but they were 
vigorouſly repulſed.

main Body but they were ſoon repulſed there allo ; 
particularly by Charles Palfy's Regiment of Cuiraſ- 
ſiers, which obliged them to return the ſame Way 


they came, aſter having ſuſtained a. very brisk Fire 


from our ſmall Arms; upon which Occaſion a great 
many of their Men, and ſeveral Officers of Diſtinc- 
tion loſt their Lives. The Enemy's left Wing 
made ſome Motion alſo to fall upon our Right, 
which was commanded by the General de Neuperg, 
but they found him ſo well prepared for them, that 
they durſt not attack him. Upon this the Velut 
Marſhal de Wallis advanced towards them, with all 
his Troops in one ſingle Line, which forced the E- 
nemy to retire in Haſte towards Yipalanka. A 
great Rain which fell at that very Inſtant, aBliged 
the Imperialiſis to lait in their Purſuit, fo that the 
Turks had time to carry of their beſt Tents, but 


they abandoned the other, as well as ſeveral Wag-' 
gons laden with Baggage and Proviſions, as alſo the

The Ziſt of July, and 1ſt and 2d of Auguſt, the 
Imperialiſts remained in the Enemy's Camp at 
Panczova, being augmented to 60,000 Men, and in 
daily Expectation of being joined by a large Body of

ployed in the Siege of Belgrade, were at Work in 
building two Bridges over the Save, without the 
Reach of the Cannon of Belgrade, whereupon Count 
Wallis reſolved to put a Stop to their Work, and 
for this Purpoſe detached ſix Regiments of Cavalry, 
under the Command of the Generals Styrum, St. 
Ignon, Holly, and Philibert, and nine Regiments f 
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of Bavaria, under the Command of the Generals 
 Molck, Lewis, Hildbourghauſen, Lutzen, Satzenhef- 


fen, Moravitsky, and Lerchenfeld:, ti e Whole com- 
manded in Chief by the Prince of Saxe- Hildbeurg- 
bhauſen. This Detachment arrived at Selin the 


22d, and immediately upon their Arrival the Prince 


of . Hildbourg lan fen made ſuch Diſpoſitions, 


and took ſuch Meaſures, that the Turks deſpaired 
of being able to accompliſh their Deſign of 
paſſing that River, or foreſaw at leaſt that it 
would be attended with the Danger of being 


entirely defeated, and therefore they not only ab- 


andoned their Works,” but alſo demoliſhed the 
Batteries they had erected for facilitating the Paſlage 
of their Cavalry or Spahis, by ſwimming over the 


River, whilft their Infantry or Janizaries were paſſing 


over the two Bridges deſigned to be erected. 

On the 24th, the Imperial Army marched from 
Surdack, and encamped at Bellegi/ch ; and on the 
27th they marched from thence, and came to a 


Camp marked out for them at Banoffza, near the 


Save, where I ſhall leave them, and now give an 
Account of the Operations of the Grand Army of 
the Turks, commanded by the Prime Vizir in Per- 
ſon, who marched directly from the Battle of 
Crotzha, and laid Siege to Belgrade; for no ſooner 
had the Imperial Army left the Lines about that 


Place, then the Turki/h Army marched into them, 


and began to. form the Siege, though they could not 
ſurround the Place, hecauſe of their not being able to 
paſs.the Save, which it was very ſurpriſing, they did 
not attempt, whilſt the Imperial Army was in the 
Bannat of Temeſwaer. _ 

The Imperialiſis having left the Lines of Belgrade, 
and paſſed over the Danube upon the 25th of July, 
as before- mentioned, the Turkiſh Army took Poſt 


in theſe Lines, the 27th in the Morning, and inveſt- 
ed 


*. 
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ed the Town upon the South-fide, from the Danube 
to the Save, having for that Purpoſe raiſed Lines of 
Circumvallation round their Army, from one of 
theſe Rivers to the other. They immediately began 
to raiſe Batteries againſt the Place, and others to 
deſtroy the Bridges of the Imperialiſtis, and annoy 
their Ships in theſe two Rivers; and that very Day 
they began to throw Bombs into the Town. As 
the Tyrks are upon all Occaſions extremely prodigal 
of the Lives of Their Soldiers, they made an Aſſault 
the Night following upon the Town, near the Gate 
of Sabatſch, which ended, as could not but be ex- 
pected by any reaſonable Man, in the Death of all 
thoſe who were moſt forward upon the Attack, 
for they were repulſed with great Slaughter, On 


the 26th, their Batteries began to play upon the 


Ramparts of the Town, which they continued 
with great Fury, but with little Succeſs, from that 
Time to the 31ſt of Auguſt, when the Preliminary i 
Articles were ſigned by Count Neuperg i in their 
Camp. In all this time, which was near five 
Weeks, they | made but one inconfiderable Breach, 
which was in the Baſtion called Sz. Elizabeth, 
and in caſe of their making an Aſſault, this Breach | 
would have been of little Service to them, becauſe 
Baron Succow had made a Coupure in the Baſtion, 
with Mines ready to be blown up, between it and 
the Breach ; ſo that the Breach was only a Snare 
for drawing the Aſſailants to their DeflruQtion ; 
yet the Prime Vizier being forced thereto, by bis 

clamorous Janizaries, was preparing Scaling - Lad- 
ders, and every Thing neceſſary for giving a gene- 
ral Aſſault, and would probably have been com- 
pelled to make the Experiment, by the Impatience 


and Clamours of the Janizaries, if he had not 


been prevented. by the Peace. As there were then 


nineteen 1 Pattalions , in 195 Town, Count Wallis 


; 4 having 
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having ſent four more into it, after he had paſſed 
the Danube; and as the whole Imperial Army might 
eaſily have come to the Support of the Garriſon, it 
is more than probable, the Tur#s would have failed 
of Succeſs in their Aſſault; and if they had, a ge- 
neral Sally of the Garriſon and Army, upon their 
confuſed Retreat, might perhaps have put their whole 
Army to the Rout. | : 

During this Siege, viz. upon the 8th of Augu/? 


in the Evening, a Body 15,000 Turks appeared be- 


fore the Fortreſs of Sabat/ch: They worked all 


that Night in erecting Batteries, and began next. 
Morning to batter the Place with great Fury, which 
they continued for two Days; but the Batteries 


they erected in the Night-time, being every Morn- 
ing di ſmounted and rendered uſeleſs by the Artillery 
of the Fortreſs, they gave over their Enterpriſe on 
the 11th, and returned to the Grand Army. The 
beſieging Army had likewiſe no better Succeſs a- 


gainſt the Fort upon the other Side of the Danube, 


over againſt Belgrade ; which they attacked upon 


the 15th, and thought to have taken it, in their 


uſual way, by Aſſault; but they were repulſed with 
great Loſs. However this did not diſcourage them 
from making a ſecond Aſſault upon the ſame Fort, 
which they did with great Bravery, or rather ſtu- 


pid Raſhneſs, upon the 27th in the Morning, and 
with the ſame Succeſs ; for they were a ſecond 


Time repulſed with the Loſs of above 1000 Men 
killed, beſides the wounded, and with very little 
Damage to the Garriſon, who had but very few 
Men either killed or wounded. ee 
'Theſe were the. moſt remarkable Accounts of 


this famous Siege; but I cannot conclude, without 


obſerving a very uncommon Inſtance of ſtrict Diſ- 


. Cipline among the Turks, with regard to their com- 


manding Officers, which was this. The Seraskier

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of Widdin, who commanded that Body of the 
Turkiſh Army that was beat by the Inperialiſis on 
the 3oth of July at Panczova, as before-mention'd, 
and who was a Man of great Courage and Capaci- 
ty, being brought to the Turk;/þ Camp before Bel- 
grade, to anſwer for his Conduct, he was there con- 
demned to loſe his Head, for fighting without Or- 
ders ; which ſeems to have been a ſevere Sentence, 
. conſidering he was attacked by the Enemy, and 
could not avoid fighting without quitting his Poſt, 
which would probably have been -as -fatal to him, 
- and more ſhameful, However, this Sentence, ſe- 
vere as it was, was immediately put in Execution, 
notwithſtanding the many Services he had rendered 
-the Porte by his Courage and Capacity, which in 
arbitrary Governments are often the Cauſes of a 
Man's Deſtruction, eſpecially if he happens to meet 
with. bad Succeſs in any one freſh Attempt.

As for the other Parts of the Seat of War, there 
was nothing very remarkable happened, except one 
Action in Tranfilvania, when Prince Lobhowitz

Auguſt in the Morning, and returned in the After- 
noon to the Imperial Camp at Semlin, to which a 
great Part of the Army had moved, to ſupport the 
Prince of Hildbourghauſen, in Caſe the Enemy 
Hould attempt paſſing the Save. On the 14th, the 
Count was ſent back to the-Turk;/h Camp, and re- 
turned the ſame Day with his Anſwer; and on the 
19th he went a third Time to the Turkiſh Camp, 
(where. the Marquis de Villeneuve, the French Em- 
baſſador, had that Day arrived) and returned about 
Six in the Evening.

Roman Empire and the Ottoman Empire having been 


broke by unforeſeen Accidents and Cauſes, the 
moſt Magnificent and moſt Auguſt Emperor of the 


Romans, Charles the Sixth, has been deſirous to 


make Friendſhip ſucceed Enmity, in order to avoid 


any more Blood- ſhed, and with a View of procuring 
Tranquility to his Subjects: : The Mediation of 


France, having been required and accepted for this 
Purpoſe, the Marquis de Yilleueuve, his moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty*s Ambaſſador Extraordinary at the Or- 


zaman Porte, not only fulfilled the ſaid Mediation, 


but even acted in the Beginning as his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty's Plenipotentiary, by Virtue of the full Powers 


| ſent to him for that Purpoſe ; but the Ottoman Arm 


arriving afterwards before Belgrade, his Imperial and 


Catholic Majeſty, with a View of reſtoring more 


ſpeedily Peace and Tranquility i in his Provinces gave 


us his full Powers to negotiate and conclude it; pur- 
ſuant to which we went to the French Embailador's 


Tent in the Ottoman Camp, and, after divers Con- 
ferences held, in Conj unction with the ſaid Embaſ- 


ſador, 
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ſador, and by the Conſent of the moſt Magnificent 
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Mehemed-Baſhaw, Grand Vizir, with the moſt. 


happy Ali Baſhaw of Boſnia, Ali Baſhaw of Romelia, 
and in the Sight of Haſſan-Aga, Aga of the Janiza- 


ries, &c. the following preliminary Articles were a- 


greed upon, under the Guaranty of his moſt Chri- 


ſtian Majeſty, and by the Mediation of the ſaid Em- 


baſſador. | 
I. The Fortreſs of Belgrade, which the Imperial 


Arms took in 1717, ſhall be reſtored to the Ottoman 
Empire, with its antient Incloſure, the Reparations 
made thereto, and the Works inſeparably attached 


to it: The Powder Magazine, Arſenals, Caſerns, 
and all the publick and private Edifices extant in the 
City, ſhall be left to the Ottoman Empire. The 


reſt of the new Fortifications, Walis, little Forts, 


as well of the Caſtle as the Town, as far as the Co- 


vert-way and Glacis, both incluſive, as likewiſe the 
oppoſite to them on the other Side of the Danube 


and the Saave, ſhall be demoliſh'd, upon Condition 
that no Damage be done to what is ceded. 


II. The Fortreſs of Sabatſch ſhall likewiſe be re- 
ſtor'd to the Ottoman Empire in its former State, and 


upon the Conditions ſtipulated in regard to Belgrade. 


All the Artillery actually in Belgrade and Sabatſch, 
together with the warlike Stores, Proviſions, and 
' ſuch like Things that may be removed, including 


the Men of: War and other Veſſels in the two Ri- 


vers belonging to his Imperial Majeſty, ſhall remain 
in his Poſſeſſion; and, in Exchange, all that is ſti- 


pulated above concerning the ſaid Places of. Belgrade 


andf Sabat ſeh, ſhall be left to the Porte. 


III. His Imperial Majeſty cedes the Province of 
Servia, wherein Belgrade lies: The Danube and the 


Saave ſhall be the Bounds of the Provinces belonging; 
to the two Empires; and as to the Limits of Boſuia, 


they 
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they ſhall be the ſame as were ſettled by the Treaty: 
of Carlawits. 


IV. His Imperial Majeſty cedes to the Porte all: 
the Auſtrain Falachia, including the mountainous. 


Part: He likewiſe gives up the Fort Periſchan which 


he built there; but the Porte ſhall demoliſh it, and 
never fortify it again. 


V. The Iſland and Fortreſs of Orſova, with Fort 


St. Elizabeth, ſhall remain in the Hands of the Grand- 


Signor in their preſent Condition. The Bannat of 
Temeſwacr ſhall likewiſe remain entire in his Imperial 


Majeſty's Poſſeſſion, as far as the Confines of the 
Auſtrian 275 lachia, except the little Plain over a- 


gainſt tne Ifland of Or/ova, which is ſhut in by the 


Rivulet of Zerna which runs from Meadia, by the 
Danube, by another Rivulet which ſerves as a Limit 


to the Auſlrian Malachia, and laſtly, by the firſt 
Hills of the ſaid Bannat, & e. which ſaid Plain is to 
remain to the Porte; nevertheleſs it is agreed, that 


if the Turks can turn aſide the Courſe of the whole 


River of Zerna, ſo that it may run upon the Back. 
of Old Orſeva, in this Caſe the Town of Old Orſa- 
va, not including its Territory, becoming contigu- 
ous to tie ſaid little Plain, ſhall belong to the Porte, 


but ſhe ſhall never fortify that Place; and for the 


Purpoſe aforefaid the Porte ſhall have a Year grant- 
ed to her for turning aſide the Channel of the ſaid: 
River of Zerna, which if not perform'd within the 


ſaid Term, ſhe loſes her Right to the ſaid Town of 
Old Orſova, which ſhall then remain in the Emper- 
or's Hands. The Fortifications of. Meadia, which:

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CONCLUSION 


Within five Days after the Signing of theſe Preli- 
minaries, without including the Day on which they | 
were ſigned, the Demolition of the Fortifications of 
Belgrade ſhall be begun, and ſhall be continued, with- ;

be appointed by the Porte. All poſſible Means ſhall 1 
be uſed for having this Demolition executed accord- :

In Ten Days after ſigning the Preliminaries, Con- 
ferences ſhall be held for concluding a definitive 
Treaty. 


When the Preliminaries, which are to ſerve as the 


_ Baſis of a definitive Treaty, ſhall be accepted and 
ſigned, Conferences ſhall in like manner be imme- 


diately after held for endeavouring to conclude a 


Peace between the Ottoman Porte and her Majeſty 
of all the Ryffias, by the Interpoſition of his Excel- 
lency the Ambaſſador and mediating Plenipotentiary 
of France. 

This Preliminary Treaty was ratified in common 
form by the Two Powers concerned; but as it was 
not very honourable far the Emperor, the following 
Declaration was afterwards printed and publiſhed at 
Vienna, viz. 

The Imperial Court will ſoon ack. known to 
the World what has happen'd reſpecting the Preli- 
minary Articles of Peace concluded with the Ottoman 
Porte; in the mean Time his Imperial and Catho- 
lic Majeſty has already written to the Empreſs of 
Ruſſia, and has not only declared to the Ruſſian En- 
* at this Court, in a, particular Audience given 
him 
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him for that Purpoſe, his Diſpleaſure at what has 


been done without his Knowledge, and contrary to 
his Intention; but has likewiſe order'd all his Minifters 
at foreign Cou rts to declare, that Count Newperg went 
to the Turkiſh Camp without his Knowledge, much 
leſs by his Order; that as well in what relates to Bel- 
grade, as inall and every one of the other Articles, and 


particularly in the yieldingto the ſtrangely precipitate 


Execution of them, the faid Count has not only 
very much exceeded the Limitations of the full 
Powers entruſted to him, but even acted directly con- 
trary to the Orders therein contained; fo that nei- 
ther his ſaid Imperial and Catholic Majeſty, nor his 
Miniſtry, are in anyFault, having had no Part there- 
in; for they had not the leaſt Information of what 
was tranſacted in the Turkiſh Camp till after the 
Thing was done, and after the precipitate Execu- 
tion; and conſequently it being become impoſſible 
to apply any Remedy, his Imperial and Catholic 


Majeſty does on the one Hand highly difapprove the 


preliminary Articles ſo conchided, and will not fail 
at a proper time to do what Juſtice requires; and on 
the other Hand, purſuant to the Ratifications which 
have already paſſed, and he will ſacredly fulfil, and 
firmly obſerve and keep what is agreed upon with the 
Ottoman Porte.

At the ſame Time his Imperial Majeſty wrote 
the following Letter to the Czarina. 

While I am writing this Letter to your Impe- 
rial Majeſty, my Heart is filled with the moſt 


exceſſive Grief. I was much leſs touched with 


the News of the Stege of Belgrade undertaken by 
the Enemy, and the Advantages they had gain- 
ed, than with the Advice I have received con- 
cerning the ſhameful Preliminary Articles conclud- 
ed by Count Neuperg. [ Here 
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: [Here the Emperor gives a ſhort Account of the ill 
Conduct of the Velt Marſhal Wallis and Count Neu- 


perg, which being at full Length in the Reſcript fol- 


lotbing, it is needleſs to inſert it here.] 


We cannot find in the Hiſtory of paſt Ages any 
Veſtiges of ſuch an Event as has happened in our 
Days. —I was on the Point of perventing the fatal 


and too haſty Execution of theſe Preliminarles, 


when J heard that they were already partly executed, 
even before the Deſign had been communicated to 
me: Thus I ſee my Hands tied by thoſe who ought 


to glory in obeying me. All thoſe who have ap- 


proached me ſince that fatal Day, are ſo many 
Witneſſes of the Exceſs of my Grief; and though 


1 have many Times experienced Adverſity, yet I 


never was ſo much afflicted with any Thing as with 


this Event. Your Majeſty has a Right to complain 
of ſome People who ought to have obeyed my Or- 
ders; but I had no Hand in what they have done. 
_ "Though all the Forces of the Ottoman Empire were 
turned againſt me, I was not caſt down, by {till did 


all that lay in my Powerfor the Good of the com- 


mon Cauſe. I ſhall not, however, fail to perform 
in due Time what avenging juſtice requires of me. 


In this diſmal Series of Misfortunes, I have ftill one 


Comfort left, which is that the Fault cannot be 


throwa upon me. It lies entirely upon ſuch of 
my Officers as ratified the wretched Preliminaries 
without my Knowledge, againſt my Conſent, and 
even againſt my expreſs Orders to the Contrary : 
But, nevertheleſs, I ought to conform to what has 
once been ratified, though unjuſtly. We muſt kee 

Faith inviolably, even with Infidels, while they ob- 
ſerve it on their Part. However, the happy Suc- 
ceſs of your Majeſty's Arms before Choczim, ought 
to procure you more advantagious Conditions of 


Peace than you could have obtained before; and. I 
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do not doubt but the Peace between your Majeſty 
Time with mine. 


fortunately attach me to your. 
withſtanding all the Machinations of thoſe who wiſh 
to ſee them diſſolved. I am the firſt to own, that 
the Counts Wallis and Neuperg are highly guilty ; .

but your Majeſty will diſcover more and more the 
Sincerity of my Sentiments for you, in which I have 


not failed, nor ever will fail in the leaſt.

As Complaints multiplyed 
upon this Head, he at laſt took a Reſolution to ad- 
vance ; but he was ſo late in taking it, that the In- 
fidels had prevented him at Semendria and Crotzka, 
At ſeveral different Times he had been ordered, that 


incaſe the Prime Vizar ſhould advance tiirda him, 
he ſhould avoid coming to an Engagement, before 
having aſſembled all his Forces; but after having 
let ſlip the precious Time, under Pretence of wait- 


ing for the Body of Troops commanded by Count 
Neuperg. he took ſuddenly the Reſolution, by a Sort 


of Conduct diametrically oppoſite to his Inſtructions, 
not only not to wait for that Body, but to attempt an 
Attack with eighteen Companies of Grenadiers, and 
the Cavalry only which he had along with him; 
and that in a Ground where he was ignorant of the 
Difficulties he had to encounter before he could bring 


the Troops to Action. 


This Reſolution he com to + this Court, 


by a Letter of the 21ſt of July, and under Pretence 


of an imminent Danger, he immediately put it into 
Execution; ſo that we had no Account of it here till 


the 25th, whereas the Attack was made on the 22d 
by Break of Day. 


Nevertheleſs, f in all human Appearance, the Turks 


would have been forced from their advantageous 


Poſt by the Bravery of the Troops, if thoſe Troops 


had been conducted in a different Manner ; but the 


| were not allowed Time to form, and the Attack

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was made againſt all the Rules of War, a Fault 
which ſuch an experienced General as Count Wallis 


could never have been ſuſpected of. The Succeſs 
was anſwerable to the Irregularity of the Attack; 
and it is even ſurpriſing, that after the Horſe had 
been repulſed and put to the Rout, the Foot alone 
ſhould have been able to put a ſtop, in the Middle 
of Victory, to an Enemy ſo active and quick as the 
Turks are. Thus the bad Succeſs of the Affair at 
Crotzka ought not to be imputed to the Troops, 
but to the General ; and the Behaviour of the Infan- 
try is a ſufficient Teſtimony of what might have 
been reaſonably expected, if, without even waiting 
for the Body commanded by General Neuperg, 
which was in the Neighbourhood, the Attack had 
been made, according to the Rules of War, by the 
Horſe and Foot ranged in Order of Battle. 

The Number of killed and wounded being at moſt 
but 6000 Men, and Count Ne cuperg's Body of 
Troops, after their joining, being a Reinforcement 
of double that Number, it was not at all impoſlible 
to have prevented the unlucky Conſequences that 
enſued from that Affair, if the General had applyed 
himſelf, as he ought to have done, to the reinforcing 
of the Army, by every Method that could be ima- 
gined, inſtead of applying himſelf as he did, to 
ruin it {till farther ; for by the following continual 


- Marches, it ſuffered more than it did by the Fire of 
the Turks in the Engagement at Crotzta; and he had 
no Thoughts of reinforcing it, till after having loſt - 


all the Means he could conveniently make uſe of for 
that Purpoſe. Count Wallis might even have im- 
proved much more than he did the Advantage gain- 
ed over the Turks at Pancxova, if he had not ne- 
glectèd the Meaſures he ought to have taken, and 
that even without going to Vipalanca, Seer to 
5 We Advice of all the Generals. We 2 
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It was impoſſible to find a Remedy for all theſe 
Overſights, and the more ſo, becauſe it could never 
have been believed, that Count Wallis could be 
guilty of them, ad! becauſe it was impoſſible to un- 
derſtand thoroughly his Accounts; for he was al- 
ways more full in the Letters he wrote to others, 
than in thoſe he directed to us or to our Council of 
War. His Letters, and the Accounts he ſent were 
nothing but a Heap of Contradictions : He never 
gave a Categorical Anſwer, neither to the Orders 
ſigned by our own Hand, nor to thoſe ſent him by 
our Council of War. What he approved by one 
Courier, he condemned by the next; and oftentimes 
the ſame Courier brought Diſpatches of different 
Dates, which it was impoſlible to reconcile. | 

He rendered himſelſ no leſs culpable with regard 
to the Buſineſs of Peace. He had no other Sort of 
full Power than has been uſually given to the Gene- 
rals of Armies employed againſt the Turks : He em- 


broiled the Whole, having done many Things oe. 


his own Head, without waiting for our Anſwer, and 
others contrary to the poſitive Orders he had upon 
the Subject; ſo that we were obliged to forbid his 
meddling himſelf any more in the Affair of Peace, 


ordering him at the ſame Time to apply himſelf with 


all poſſible Attention to the Buſineſs of the Milt- 
tary, particularly the Preſervation of the Troops, and 
to put his Full Powers into the Hands of Count 
Neuperg, by an Inſtrument of Subſtitution conceiv- 
ed in the uſual Terms. We the more willingly de- 
termined in favour of the latter, becauſe, after the 
Peace of Paſſarotuitx, he had been employed in re- 


gulating the Limits with the Turks, and had acquit- 
ted himſelf as ought of that Commiſſion. : 


Before receiving this Order, Count Wallis had 
already, without our Knowledge, ſent the Count de 
rs ſeveral Times to the Prime Vizir; and had 


engaged 
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— himſelf in a Correſpondence with that 
Prime Miniſter, very inconvenient and even dan- 
gerous in many Reſpects, but principally with re- 
gard to Belgrade; which among others was the 
chief Motive that engaged us to forbid Count Wal- 
[5's meddling himſelf any farther in the Buſineſs of. 
Peace, or to entertain any Correſpondence relative 
thereunto. 

Two Days after the lueky Affair of Panczova, to 


wit the 2d of Auguſt, Count Wallis wrote, not to 


us, nor to our Council of War, but to a particular 
Friend, and gave him to underſtand, that Belgrade 
was abſolutely loſt, and that neither the Officers nor 
Soldiers could be any longer depended on, both the 
one and the other having loſt all Courage ; and that 
Affairs being thus in a deſperate Situation, a Mo- 
ment ought not to be loſt in purchaſing a Peace at 
the Price of Belgrade, He repeated the ſame 
Thing in ſeveral other Letters he wrote ſince ; and 
even to us, he at laſt communicated the fins in 
Terms ſtill more poſitive, by adding thereunto,, 
that the Queſtion was not about Days, but about 
_ Hours. 

It is eaſy to imagine, that we were ſtruck with 
theſe Advices. Scarce had we received the News 


of the Action at Crotzka, when, having Reaſon to 


be diffident of the Conduct of Count Wallis, we 
ordered the principal Generals of our Army, as well 
as the Baron de Suckow, Commandant of Belgrade, 
to ſend-us in writing'their Sentiments upon what 
related to the Preſervation of that Fortreſs. But to 
this Hour we have not yet received the Sentiments 
of the latter ; and thoſe of the other Generals were 
. not' ſent away till the 14th of Auguſt, and conſe- 
quently were not received by us till the 20th of the 
fame Month. 


Thou gh 
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Though Count IWallis repreſented continually, by 


his Relations and private Letters, the Danger to be 
more great and more prefling, we could not ſuffer 


ourſelves to be prevailed upon to conſent to the Ex- 
pedicnt which he ſo earneſtly propoſed, out of a juſt 
Diffidence which we had conceived of him; bug on 
the contrary, we took the firmer Reſolution not to 
let him have any Part in the Negociation, We 
did however (though contrary to our own Mind, 
and ſolely that we might have nothing to reproach 
ourſelf with before God and the World, whatever 
might happen) think it neceſſary to be informed whe- 
ther what the ſaid Count had ſo often repeated, was on 
ood Grounds or not; and we authorized Count 
euperg, in the greateſt Extremity that is to ſay, 
in Caſe there were abſolutely no means left to fave 
Belgrade, to grant (in Exchange for Advantages 
which we ſpecifically preſcribed to him, for the Se- 
curity of our moſt faithful hereditary Dominions 
Part, but very far from all, of what he has yielded 
to the Turks. His, Count Neuperg s, Hands were 
tied up in the ſtrifteſt Manner that is humanly poſ- 
ſible to be contrived, by his Orders and Inſtructions : 


And it is impoſſible for him to produce any Thing 
that is ſigned with our own Hand, to Juſtify the 


leaſt Part of what he has agreed to, or in any wiſe 


to excuſe it. We never had a Thought to permit 


him, much leſs to order him, to go into the Turk! 
Camp as he did. There is not a Word of it in our 


Letter of the 11th of Auguſt, yet that is the only 


one which he received before he went thither, from 
which ſo many Evils have ſprung. But without 
aſking, and much leſs waiting for, our Will and Plea- 
ſure ; even without giving Us any Notice of it, 
he went-intg..the Camp of the Turks the 18th of 
Auguſt, and by omg Logs delivered himſelf into 
their Hands, before he * begun to treat with 


them; ; | 
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them ; for he did not ſo much as provide for his. 
own Security by demanding Hoſtages as is the Cu- 
ſom ; and what is hardly credible, though it be 
but too true, we know not to this Hour what pre- 
ceeded his going into the ſaid Camp, what paſſed there 
nor any thing relating thereto, Count Wallis juſt 


took Notice in a Letter of the 18th of Auguſt, that 


is to ſay, the ſame Day the thing was done, that 
Count Neuperg was gone into the Turkiſh Camp; 
ſo that we did not know it till the 23d, and then 
in general Terms, when the Evil was paſt all 


Remedy. 


Our Council of War having informed us, that 
Baron Suctow, that valiant Officer, in a Letter of 


the 14th of Auguſt gave Aſſurance, that if Wallis's 


Army came and encamped at Semlin, he would un- 
dettake to defend Belgrade certainly to the End of 
September ; though Count Wallis had declared two 


Pays before that the Place was abſolutely loſt ; we

i to Negociation; becauſe all depended upon the 


Preſervation of that Place. So that the 23d of 
Auguft he ws ſuſiciently given to underſtand, that 
the Caſus Extremitatis, did not exiſt; and that he 
could mot be authorized to go further than wat had 
been traced out the de Winter in the Plan 
of Pence, by which Orſeva was to be demoliſhed, 
arg Strvia to remain to Us as far as the Morada. 
Ibis Letter af our own Hand-writing, dated the 
bt and ought to have come to 
Count Neuperg the 28th, and conſequently Time 
enough before the fatal figning of Wie Preliminaries :

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And according to Count Walliss Letters, it did ac- 
tually come to him then, unleſs it was intercepted 
and kept from him by the Turks. 

But what is moſt unaccountable is, that Count 
Neuperg did not write one Word during all the Time 
he was in the Tur&;/þ Camp, of any thing that paſ- 
ſed in the important Tranſaction of the Peace, nei- 
ther to us nor to the Council of War, nor, for ought 
we can learn, to any Perſon whatſoever :. Which 


he now ſeeks to excuſe, pretending it was for fear of 


rendering himſelf ſuſpected by the Turks ; and yet he 
has gone on in the ſame Way ſince, excepting that 


with a defective Copy of the Preliminaries, he ſent a 
Relation that was very brief and yet inſignificant, ' 


and did not ſetin a clear Light any one Point of his 
Negociation.  - 

Even Count IVallis himſelf, in his "Ra of ths 
24th, 25th, and 26th of Auguſt, expreſſed a very 

reat Surprize at ſo extraordinary a Silence. Whick 
ene being received from Wallis by an Expreſs, © 
we ſent on the-41ſt to Count Neuperg ftrict Orders, 
in ſuch peremptory Terms, that he has own'd he 
perceived in them before-hand, how extreme our 


Indignation would be at what he in the mean Time 


bad already done before he could receive them. Vet 
this could not with-hold either him, or Count Wal- 


_ lis, from precipitating the Execution of what had 


been agreed; tho' thoſe Orders came to them before 
the Term fixed (a thing never before heard of) for 
Beginning the Execution before the Ratification. 
The 2d of September we received Letters from 
the Turki/h Camp, not from Count Newperg, but 
from the Marquiſs de Villeneuve. By theſe Letters 
we learned, that Count Neuperg, without the leaſt 
Regard to our Orders, and conſequently in manifeſt 
Violation of the full Powers which Count Vallis 
bad delegated to him, oe. ! in entering upon the 
„ 2 h Ne- 
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Negotiation, at firſt offered the Turks to reſtore to 


them the City of Belgrade demoliſhed, though the 
Marquiſs de Villeneuve had ſignified to them the con- 
_ trary, conforming himſelf in this to our Intentions, 


which we had communicated to him. This News 
ſurpriſed us more than can be exprefſed, and by the 
unanimous Advice of our Miniſters, we diveſted 


Count Neuperg of the full Power that had been 


given him for negotiating. But this Precaution, 
and many others, which it would be tedious to re- 
late, were partly uſeleſs, and partly too late. In 
eight Days after we had the News of Count Neu- 
perg's having repaired to the Turki/h Camp, we 
were appriſed, that he had there concluded and 
ſigned Preliminaries, which were in every Article 


 expreſsly contrary to thoſe clear and limited Orders 
that had been preſcribed to him; and to finiſh the 
Misfortune he agreed with the Turks, that theſe 


Preliminaries ſhould be carried into Execution, be- 
fore it was poſlible to give us any Account of them. 


We have already faid, that upon the falſe and 


artful Accounts, by which we are aſſured that Bel- 


grade was. infallibly loſt, and that Things were in a 
deſperate Situation, we had allowed ourſelves to be 


induced, contrary to our own Opinion, and in or- 


der to have nothing to reproach ourſelves with, to 


give Count Neuperg an Authority to yield up the 
City of Belgrade to the Infidels, but this only in the 
Caſe of the laſt Neceſſity, and in ſtipulating ex- 
preſsly, as a Condition fine qua non, the Demolition 
of Or ſova, and the Surrender of the whole Bannat 


of Temeſivaer ; and that having been afterwards in- 


formed, that theſe Accounts were void of all 

Foundation, we had given Count Neuperg timely 

Warning, to wit, upon the 23d of Auguſt, that 

this Caſe of the laſt Neceſſity did not exiſt. In Ef- 

fect, this Caſe not only did not exiſt, but Count

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Neuperg might and ought to have known before us? 
and before his repairing to the Turkib Camp, the 
contrary of what had been ſo falſly related to us, by 


ſiniſtrous Methods, and in a Manner that deferves 


the moſt exemplary Puniſhment. 


General Sucht, who, ſo far as depended upon 


him, has, by his vigorous Defence, ſo well deſerved 


of us, of our Houſe, and of all Chriſtendom, had 


already, by his Letter of the 14th of Auguſt, as be- 
fore- mentioned, given Aſſurances, that he would 
preſerve the City of Belgrade t 
tember at leaſt. From that Time Things did not 
become worſe, but on the contrary, took a better 
'Turn, and at the Time of concluding the Prelimi- 


naries, ſo far from there being any extreme Danger, 
there was not only no immediate Danger; but on 


the contrary, there were Hopes well founded, and 


almoſt certain, of preſerving the Place, and even 


perhaps by the total Ruin of the Infidel Army. 
The Enemy, after ſve Wees open Trenches, were 


as yet 5 or 600 Paces from the City: The Breach 


they had made, was not conſiderable; and the In- 
trenchment that had bern made behind that Breach, 


was fo ſtrong as the Baſtion was before the Breach 
Was made. The Garriſon of the Fort of Borcea had 


twice repulſed thoſe that had aſſaulted it: The oppoſite 
Bank of the Danube was ſecure; and by the March 


of the Army towardsSemlin,in Purſuance of our Orders, 
theTurks had been prevented from paſſing the Saave. 


Now ſuppoſing that Count Neuperg was partly 
2 of theſe Things, becauſe by his own 


ault he found himſelf rather as a Priſoner, than as 


a Miniſter in the Enemy's Camp; yet he ought not 
to have allowed himſelf to be ignorant of at leaſt 
ſome of thoſe Things which it was abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary for him to know, in order to prevent his going 


beyond the Bounds of his fu Powers, and acting

- Upon the 28th of Auguſt, the Count himſelf had 


privately adviſed General Szctow, by the Gentle- 


man named Schwangheim, who returned from the 
Turkiſh Camp, that a vigorous Defence was the 


only Method left for prevailing-upon the Haughti- 


neſs of the Enemy, to agree to reaſonable Terms 
of Peace. But how can this Advice be reconciled 
with the Offer he made them of Belgrade, at his Ar- 
„ Which the Marquiſs de Ville- 


Advice which he privately gave to General Suckow, 
ought to have made him think that there was no- 
thing to be got by making the Offer of this Place, 


or rather that it was not as yet neceſſary to give it 


up; and conſequently he ought to have conſidered, 
that he was not authoriſed either to make the Offer 
or the Surrender. From hence we my ſee, that 
there is good Ground for what was ſaid in the Let- 
ters we afterwards wrote to Count Neuperg, as well 
as in thoſe which were wrote by Count Sintzendorf,

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to wit, that the Prime Vizir would not accept of 


the Offer of Belgrade, unleſs he had loft all Hopes 


of being able to carry it by Force; and as that 


Prime Miniſter agreed to have the Place demoliſhed, 


it is an evident Sign, that he ſaw no Appearance of 
his being able to make himſelf Maſter of it. After 


all, Count Neuperg having his Hands tied up as to 


what related to Be/grade, ought he not, in the Doubt 
he was in, with regard to the Defence which the 
Beſieged might till be able to make, to have ad- 
dreſſed hirnſelf to us, and to have waited our Or- 


ders before going any farther ? This was the leaſt a 


F wa lefs rut than theſe. 


Miniſter could do in Circumſtances leſs important 


Vet 
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. notwithſtanding, Count Neuperg not only 
yielded Belgrade to the Turks, but granted them 
likewiſe other Advantages which exceeded the full 
Powers with which he was provided, and the Or- 
ders that had been given him. He even did not 
reſt here: Without waiting for our Approbation or 
Difapprobation, upon which nevertheleſs depends 
the Validity or Nullity of every Thing negotiated 
by a Miniſter, he agreed toa Term for the Execu- 


tion of thoſe Advantages he had granted to the 


Turks, which was ſo ſhort, that he was obliged to 
deliver them one of the Gates of Belgrade, and did 
actually deliver it, before it was poſlible for us to 
hear of the fatal Concluſion of the Preliminary Ar- 
ticles, a defective and unintelligible Copy of which 
we did not receive till the 7th at Night, being in- 
formed at the ſame Time, that upon, the 6th the 
Demolition of the Place was to be begun ; and we 
have ſince learned that even before that Day they 
proceeded to the Execution. 

Bauch a falſe Step would have been blameable, e- 
ven ſuppoſe Count Neuperg had conformed himſelf 
to our Orders as much as he departed from them; 
but as he had no Regard to them in any one other 
Point or Step of this Negotiation, this Buſineſs can- 


not be looked on but as an Event of which Hiſtory 


furniſhes no Example; and which even yet can be 
ſcarcely believed, though it has but too truly hap- 


pened, and for this very Reaſon it was impoſſible 


either to forefee it, or prevent it. 
It was not with Regard to the firſt only of the Pre- 
liminary Articles of Peace that Count Neuperg was 


1 ty of Miſtakes, in every one of the reſt he was 


likewiſe guilty, and that in a manner almoſt incre- 
dible; ſo that as it was not poſlible to foreſee his be- 
ing guilty of ſuch e it was not e to 
prevent” them. 
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Upon examining the ſecond Article, we found our- 
ſelves entirely diſconcerted. We had, it is true, 


allowed Count Nenperg to offer the Demolition of 


Sabat ſch, but it was upon Condition, that the Turks 


| ſhould demoliſh Orfova, and that we ſhould keep 


Belgrade. It was in this Manner the Marquis de 


Villeneuve had already made the Turks an Offer of 


this, according to our Intentions. Our Inſtructions 
upon this Head being fo clear, and our Orders fo 
preciſe, how could Count Neuperg be permitted to 
vield jointly, - what he was not to yield but ſeparate- 
ly, and at the ſame Time to yield to the Turks Or- 
fova in the Condition it is now in, and to yield Sa- 
batſch in the Condition it was formerly in ? This he 
Ought the leſs to have done, as in all Appearance the 


Prime Vizir might probably have accepted of the firſt 


Propoſitions, in order to get off with Honour from 
his Enterpriſe upon Belgrade How could it be ima- 


gined that Count Neuperg would in every Thing, 


and every where, have done quite contrary. to 
what we had ſo poſitively commanded ? | 
As to what is found ſtipulated in the 3d Article, 


with regard to the Limits of Boſnia, not ſo much as 


one Word had been ever ſaid of it in any one of our 
Letters; and we do not remember that there was e- 
ver ſo much as a Queſtion about it. Could it be

imagined, that a Servant, a Subject, a Miniſter, 


would thus according to his own Fancy diſpoſe of the 
Dominions of his Lord and Sovereign, without hav- 


ing his Leave for ſo doing, and even without having, 
the leaſt Cauſe ? This is certainly beyond all human 
Foreſight. | © 5 * 9 
The Surrender of the Auftrian Malachia, of which 
mention is made in the 4th Article, was indeed a- 


greed to, but this ought to have been upon the Con- 
dition Sine 7 non, that the Highways, which ſince 


the Peace of Paſſarowitz had been again opened, 


ſhould 


\ 
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ſhould be deſtroyed, and that the Turks ſhould not 
hereafter be allowed to repair them. ? Tis true, the 
' Turks, can have no Ground to take Advantage of 
this Omiſſion; but after all it was not lawful for 
Count Neuperg to neglect mentioning what had been 
fo poſitively enjoined him: - - + 

If Count Neuperg was not authoriſed to do what 
he has done with regard to the Iſland and Fortreſs of 
 Orfova, of which Mention has been made above, he 
had ſtill leſs Authority to yield any Part of Temeſwaer, 
or to accept of the Temperament he agreed to con- 
cerning Old Orſova, which is to be found in the 5th ' 
Article. We ſhall paſs over the other Miſtakes, as 
well as the Irregularities and indecent Expreſſions, 
which the Preliminaries are full of, and which it 
would be too long to repeat here. 

'The greateſt . aults are to be met with at the End 
of the Preliminaries. Though according to the laſt 
Advices we received, they were upon the Point of 
concluding a Peace between Ruffia and the Porte, 
Count Neuperg, nevertheleſs, took not the neceſla- 

Precautions, as he ought” to have done, with re- 
gard to the Intereſts of the firſt of thefe two Powers. 
He ſtipulated no Time for the Exchange of the Ra- 
tifications, nor did he fix a Time for the Continu- 
ance of the Peace. Who could ever have believed 
that a Man of Senſe, as Count Neuperg is, fhould 
have appointed the 5th Day for Beginning. the Exe- 
cution of the Preliminaries, and the 10th for Begin- 
ning the Conferences for a definitive Treaty of Peace? 
Even ſuppoſe the Caſe of an extreme Neceſſity, with 
Regard to Belgrade, had really exiſted, (which was 
not ſo) he would not have the leſs contravened the 
Contents of our Letter of the 11th of Auguſt. 

It is this precipitated Execution which aggravates 
the Crime of Count Wallis. For though he had 
been forbid to intermeddle in the Air of Peace,

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* it did not from thence reſult, that he was obliged, 
without waiting our Orders, to proceed, upon a 
ſimple Letter from Count Neuperg, to the Evacua- 
tion and Demolition of the important Fortreſs of 
Belgrade, and ſtill leſs to deliver up one of its Gates 
to the Infidels. All the Rules of War directed the 
contrary, even though we had not fo often and ſo 
ſtrongly recommended to him the Prefervation of 
Belgrade, as well in our own Letters, as in the In- 
tructions of our Council of War. 81 
By this precipitated Execution, all our Delibera- 
tions were rendered uſeleſs, all the Remedies we 
could have Recourſe to were annihilated, and our 
'own Servants took from us the Liberty of rejecting 
what they had been pleaſed to grant to the Turks, in 
Contradiction to our Orders and their full Powers, 
and to the Diſadvantage of our Hereditary Domini- 
ons, and of all Chriſtendom. | 
Even the Turks themſelves could not have found 
Fault, conſidering the Circumſtances above-menti- 
oned, with our having entirely rejected Preliminary 
Articles concluded by a Plenipotentiary, who was. 
in the Condition rather of a Priſoner than of a Mi- 
niſter. In Effect, we had taken a Reſolution to re- 
ject them, by the unanimous Advice of our Mini- 
ters, and fill more from our own Inclination, in 
Caſe the Execution of them ſhould not be begun be- 
fore our Orders for putting a Stop to it arrived. 
- Conform- to this Reſolution, we obſerved to the 
Marquis de Villeneuve, that his moſt Chriſtian Maje- 
ſty's Guaranty could not take Place before our Rati- 
cation; and in like Conformity, we had cauſed. 
draw up a Letter for Count NVeuperg; but when it 
was juſt going to be diſpatched, to wit, upon the 
Toth in the Morning, we received Advice, that they 
Bad already proceeded to the Execution, even be- 
fore- the Time prefuxed.; fo. that nothing more re- 
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mained to be done, but by an involuntary Ratifica- 
tion to give that Validity to the Frelimitrieagehich 
of themſelves they could never have had. 

After what had paſſed, we firmly reſolved to oh 
ſerve the Preliminaries, as religiouſly as if none of 
the Circumſtances we have related had ſubſiſted, and: 


as if thoſe Preliminaries had been as much to our 


Advantage as they are infinitely diſadvantageous for 
us 3 of which we cauſed Aſſurances to be given

The Capitulations, Edits, or Mandates, whicçh 
preceding Ottoman Emperors have granted in Favour 
of the Chriſtian Religion, and of the Roman.

one of the Points granted to the Fathers of the Re- 
demßtion, upon the Emperor's Recommendation, be 
maintained and confirmed in Time coming by his 
Highneſs.

conduct them to the Frontier. And to the end that 
this good Work may be performed on both Sides with 


equal Piety, both Parties ſhall take Care to have the 


Slaves humanely treated in their unhappy vids, 
always until the Time of their Deliverance. - 

XI. The trading Subjects of the two e 
Powers ſhall ſail and traffick ſecurely and N 
in the reſpective Dominions. The Imperial Tra- 
ders failing in their own Veſſels, with Paſſes from 
his Imperial Majeſty, and upon paying the ordinary 
Duties, may- freely go and come, buy and ſell, in 
the Manner ufed in the Ottoman Dominiens, and 
fall there enjoy all the Privileges and Advantages 
enjoyed by the moſt favourite Nations, namely 
the French the Engliſb, and the Hollanders. The 
Traders of the Ottoman Empire fhall enjoy the ſame 

Privileges. and Advantages, with Reſpect to their

Given at the Congreſs near Belgrade in Servia, the 
18th of September 1739. 7 

To this Treaty there was annexed a Declaration 
of the Emperor's, importing, that he does not in- 


tend by this Treaty to derogate from the Alliance 


which ſubſiſts between his Imperial Majeſty and 
Ruſſia; further adding, that though the Peace may 
be on the Point of being concluded between this laſt 
Power and the Porte, the Emperor ſtill reſerved to 
bimſelf, purſuant to the Convention 1tipulated be- 
tween their Imperial and Czarian Majeſties, the Li- 


- berty of furniſhingR#/jia with 30,000 Men, in Caſe, 


contrary to all Expectation, the War ſhould be con- 
tinued between her and the Porte. 


And alſo the following Declaration, viz. 
As a Promiſe was made to the Miniſters of the 


Porte, that, after adviſing with the Engineers, a 
Term ſhould be agreed on, for completing the De- 


molition of the Works of Belgrade, it is by this pre- 
ſent Act declared, as it has been heretofore declared, 
that by reckoning from the Day on which the Gene- 


ral of the Artillery, Baron Schmettau, ſhall bave 


figned 
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ſigned this preſent Act, in three Menths from the 
Day the Fortifications of Belgrade ſhall be complete- 
ly demoliſhed, and the Place ſhall be evacuated and 
delivered to the Ottoman Porte. And ſeeing in a Time 
of Peace and Friendſhip it would not be fit that the 
Ottoman Garriſon ſhould, remain incamped without 
the City, it is agreed that in 45 Days, to be reckon- 


ed from the Day of the ſaid ſigning, one half of the 


City ſhall be evacuated to the Ottoman Porte; 
on Condition, nevertheleſs, that they ſhall not 
on their Side any way obſtruct the Kipulated Demo- 
lition. 

After the ſaid Demolitions ſhall be completed, 
which ſhall be done within the Time prefixed, the 


demoliſhing of the Citadel or Caſtle of Belgrade 


ſhall, according to the Convention, be begun; 
which Demolition, in Purſuance of the Agree- 
ment made with the Engineers, and by Virtue of the 


preſent Declaration, which has been already made, 


and which ſhall be ſubſcribed by the General of the 
Artillery, Baron Schmettau, ſhall be completed 
within the Term of Six Months to be computed 


from the Day of ſubſcribing this preſent AR, after 


which the F ortrefs ſhall be delivered to the 7 


Porte. 


After the ſaid Term of Tix 8 when the 


Demolition of the Fortifications of Belgrade is to 


be entirely finiſned, the Demolition of the Fort near 
the Saave, which belongs to Belgrade, ſhall without 
Delay be begun, and the working upon the ſame 
ſhall be continued without Obſtacle or Interruption. 
In Teſtimony of which we have ſubſcribed theſe 
Preſents with our Hand in the Camp of the Prime 
Vizir, the 17th of September 1739.” 

This Treaty was afterwards ratified in common 
F. orm by both the contracting Parties, and next Day 


. after it was ſigned, the Prime Vixir ſet out for Con

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flantinople, carrying along with him the Imperial | 
Hoſtages that were delivered to him in Purſuance *1 
of the Preliminaries. The Names of theſe Hoſtages | 
were, The Count de Greſs, Colonel of the 
Regiment of Dragoons of Young Savey, the Count 
Cuicciardi, a Captain of the Regiment of Ola 
Dawn; the Count Salm, a Captain of the Regi- 
ment of Saxe- Hildbourghauſen; the Baron Wallis, 
a Captain of the Regiment of Old. Baden; the Sieur | 
d' Herboth, a Captain of the Regiment of Young i 
Dawn ; * Mr. Verrieres, a Lieutenant of the 
Regiment of Old Murtenberg; one of whom, in 
a Letter to his Friend at Vienna, gave the following 
Account of their Journey and Entertainment; viz. 
As the Seraglio of Adrianople is not inhabited, 
the Grand Vizir ſhew'd it to us at our Arrival, 
It is as large as a Town, is encompaſs'd with fine 
Meadows, and has a little Foreſt within it pleaſant 
ſituate. It contains ſeveral Apartments and noble 
Gardens, adorn'd with Caſcades, and hot and cold 
Baths. Tho? this Seraglio is not ſo large as that of 
Conſtantinople, yet it is capable of holding above 
3000 Perſons. As we went from thence we tra- 
ö vell'd thro? a Part of the City of Adrianople, which 
is advantageouſly ſituat&” As the Grand Vizir is 
; troubled with a Ao, the Sultan had ſent a Litter 
„for him, carry'd by 4 Mules; which is a Mark of 
i the higheſt Diſtintion, Nobody in this Country 
being allow' d to make uſe of that Vehicle. Every 
time that the Grand Vizir baited in our Journey, 
he cauſed 15 hot Diſhes, well dreſs'd, to be pre- 
par'd for us; beſides which he procur'd. us the Plea- 
8 ſure of hunting with his two Sens, who knew us, 
and call'd us by our Names. The French Embaſſa-. 
N dor being deſirous to get to Con/tantinople before 
E him, he and we took Leave of the Grand Vizir, 
after on had regal'd us with 8 Sweetmeats, 
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and Sherbet. We ſet out at Midnight, and in four 


Hours time arrived at the Sea-ſhore ; and as we 
paſs'd along it we met the Sultan with a numerous 


Train, who was then going to the Grand Vizir's 
Camp to reverence the Standard of Mabomet. At 
Noon we came to Pera, which is a Suburb of Con- 

Hantinople, where they lodge all the Embaſſadors of 


Foreign Courts, by whom we were all very civilly 
entertain'd, each of them having his ſeparate 
Hotelle, where he is very well accommodated. As 
we were provided with a Houſe to fee the 
Grand Vizir make his Public Entry, we were con- 
ducted to it by the Interpreter of the Porte, during 
which there was ſuch a Silence in the Streets, that 
there was nota Word to be heard. The March was 
begun by the Grand Seignior's Guard in Yellow and 
Red Regimentals, riding two a- breaſt, with each a 
Pair of Colours; attended by the Soldiers who make 


the Attack in Battles, and follow'd by the Capigi 


Baſhas or Chamberlains of the Sultan, two and two 
in uniform Liveries, each follow'd by a Valet on 


Horſeback : The Harneſſes of the Horſes were adorn'd 
with precious Stones and the Houſings magnificently 
the Captain Baſha, or 
Great Admiral, riding "os a ſtately Horſe. The 
Mufti dreſs'd in White was in a Coach, preceded by 
all the Muſſulmen Clergy. Behind the Mufti was 


embroidered. Then mare 


Mahomet's Colours, follow'd by the Grand Vizir, 


and accompany'd by above 2000 Perſons, moſt of 


them with Plumes of Feathers in their Turbans. 
The Prime Miniſter Jook'd up, to ſee if we were at 
the Houſe that was ſet apart for us, and his two Sons 


made us a handſome Compliment. The Grand Vi- 
zir was attended by all his Guards and his whole 


Houſhold. The Proceſſion, which laſted above two 


Hours, was cloſed by Muſick. All the Company

As this Treaty was diſagreeable to we Emperor, 
ſo it was no leſs diſagreeable both to the Army, and 
to the Populace at Vienna; for when News was 
brought to the Army, that a Peace was concluded, 
and that Belgrade was given up, a general Murmur 
aroſe amongſt the Soldiers, and one and all cried out, 
That this Condition ought not ta be kept, and that they 
were ready to ſacrifice their Lives, if the Generals 
would but lead them on again the Enemy; which 
ſhewed that Count Wallis was miſtaken, when he 
wrote to the Emperor, that both the Officers and 
Soldiers had loſt all Courage, and that therefore the 
Army was no longer to be depended on. At Vienna 
likewiſe the News of the Peace was received with 
great Clamours among the Populace, and even the 
better Sort of People reflected with great Vehe- 
mence upon the Marquis de Villeneuve, and upon 
French Mediation, ſo that at laſt the Marquis de 
Mirepoix, the French Ambaſſador at Vienna, thought 
himſelf obliged to complain of it to the Emperor, 
and deſire that he would interpoſe his Authority for 
filencing the People; to which the Emperor an- 
ſwered, that he would inquire into the Matter, and 
give ſuch Orders as the Nture of the Caſe required. 
But this could not put a Stop to the People's Com- 
plaints: Satires were every Day ſpread ahout; two 
of which gave ſo great Offence, the one intitled, 
The Epitaph. of Belgrade, and the other, The Grand 
Vizir's.

The Emperor having threatned at the End of bis 
Reſcript or Manifeſto againſt the Preliminaries, that 
he would, in its proper Time, take ſuch a Reſolu- 
tion as Juſtice ſhould dictate, and the Concluſion of 
the Definitive Treaty, (Peace being at the fame 
time concluded between Muſcovy and the Porte) 
having afforded this proper Time, Orders were diſ- 
patched; the 24th and 26th of September to Field- 
| Marſhal Count Wallis, and to the General Count 
Neuperg, by which the firſt was charged forthwith 
to give up the Command of the Army to the Field- 
Marſhal Baron Seher, and to repair to Zeget, there 
to remain under Arreſt, till his Imperial Majeſty's 
further Pleaſure ſhould be known; and the other was 

charged to repair immediately to Orſeb near Road, 
there to remain under Arreſt till farther Orders.

That the Count de Wallis, by Virtue of a full 
Power with which he was furniſhed from the Em- 
peror, ſubſtituted him in his Stead to treat of a Peace 
with the Ottoman Porte, authorizing him moreover 
to conclude and ſettle ſuch Articles as he ſhould 
think for the Intereſt and Service of his Imperial 
Majeſty, and giving him a Power to agree to and 
fign the neceſlary Treaties without need of any far- 
ther Permiſſion : That conſequently he engaged to 
be alone anſwerable for the Succeſs of the Matters 
treated of ; ſo that if any Articles were concluded 
which ſhould not be conformable to the Emperor's 
Intentions, he alone was to be blam'd ; that he had 
pawn'd his Life upon it; and that in Purſuance of 
ſuch a Declaration the Count de Wallis would not in 
any Reſpect be anſwerable for the Negstiation, nor 
could he be blam' d for it, in caſe the Emperor ſhould 
not be pleas'd with it.

ginning of October in the Vear 1740, finding himſelf 
a little out of Order, the Imperial Court on the 5th 


of that Month went to Halbrun. That and the next 
Day the Weather was very fine, on the 7th began

a ſevere Froſt, and on the 8th in the Morning the 


| Earth was covered with Snow: The Emperor how- 


ever went at Noon to hunt, and ſtaid abroad till Six 


in the Evening, tho' that Night was ſo cold as to kill 
the Vines in that Country; on the 9th he was very 
much indifpoſed, and notwithſtanding he continued 
"out of Order on the Toth and 11th, yet he hunted 
on the xoth and wou'd have done ſo the other two 


"Days had not the Weather been extremely rigorous; 
but as he cou'd not hunt he went however on the 
12th'to view this Stud of Horſes, and ſaid there three 


Hours in the Cold by all which his Diſorder was ve- 
ry much encreaſed. On the 1 3th he reſolved to re- 
turn to the Favorita, though the Weather ſtill con- 
* tinued very ſharp. At his Arrival there in the Even- 


ing he was feveriſh, however that Night and the

Intereſt, and not only the Clergy, but ſeve- 
Tal private Perſons offered to lend her large Sums of 
Money at the fame Intereſt, in order to enable her 
to ſupport her Right againſt all Pretenders whatſoe- 
ver, though at firſt She appeared to be in po Danger if 
one were to judge from the Profeſſions of Princes; 
for upon ber notifying the Death of the Emperor, 
and her Acceſſion to the Throne of Hungary, &c. 
to the Princes and States of Europe, ſhe was acknow- 
Jedged as Queen of Hungary, &c by moſt of them, 
eſpecially by France and Pruſſia, both of whom nat 
only acknowledged her Titles, but declared that they 
would inviolably, and faithfully obſerve their Engage- 
ments with regard to the Pragmatic Sanction: And far- 
ther the King of Prufjia offered to lend her a Body 
of Troops, in Caſe ſhe ſhou'd be attack'd by any of 
the Pretenders to the Auſirian Dominions. 
The EleQor of Bavarts, however, declared imme- 
- diately his Reſolution to diſpute the Succeſſion ; and 
therefore ſent back the Letter of Notification which 
the Queen of Hungary ſent to him, declaring at the 
fame Time that he cou'd not acknowledge her, or 
receive any Letters from her as Queen of Hungary 
or Bohemia; and his Miniſter at Vienna, after having 
notify'd his Maſter's Pretenſions, departed from 
"thence without taking Leave; but before his De- 
parture he delivered the following Proteſt to ſome 
of the Minifters at Vienna. va... 
+ © The Elector of Bavaria in Conjunction with 
ſome other States of the Empire has demonſtrated 
how attentive he has been to maintain his Rights, 
fince his late Imperial and Royal Majeſty of glo- 
* rious Memory demanded of the Empire in 1731

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and of the Order of the Succeſſion thereby eſtabliſhed 
in his Archi-ducal Family. The Acts of the Em- 
pire are a Proof of his Electoral Highneſs' s Care in 
this Reſpect. 

The Emperor had ſome general Matters of Confi- 
deration upon. this Subject in which his Security was 
concerned, and which made it incumbent on him 
to prevent the Dangers to which both might be ex- 
poſed, To theſe Conſiderations were added the 
Rights acquired by the Elector of Bavaria both in 
modern and more diſtant Times. Rights founded 
on particular Diſpoſitions, as well to the Hereditary 
Countries of the Houſe of Au/iria, as to great Part 
of the antient Patrimony-of the Ducal Houſe of Ba- 
varia in Caſe of the Extinction of the Male Branch 
of the Archi-ducal Houſe of Aufiria, His Electoral 
Highneſs being Conſtant to his Principles, thought 
himſelf obliged, from the Time that the Guaranty of 
the Pragmatic Sanction was propoſed to the Empire, 
to neglect no Opportunity, to ſecure himſelf and his 
Family, againſt the Prejudices that might reſuft from 
the Acceptance of the ſaid Guaranty. 

Nobody can be ignorant that the Pacts, 
Acceptations, or the reſpective Renunciatignef! 
the Electreſs of Bavaria made before her Marriage, 
and which the Elector her Huſband had confirmed, 
neither give nor can give any Weight to the Prag- 
matic Sanction; and the bare Peruſal of thoſe + M 


"= ſufficient to eſtabliſh this Truth, The Electreſs 


in Quality of an Imperial, Royal, and Archi-ducal 
Princeſs, has only renounced and could only renounce 
the Rights derived to her as Arch-Ducheſs of Au- 

Aria; ſhe cou'd not renounce thoſe particular Rights 
which were acquired before-hand. to the Houſe of 
Bavaria as is already ſaid, and of which there was 
not the leaſt Mention made at that Prince's Mar- 
| dars The Elector therefore might without the 
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leaft biene confirm thoſe . be- 
cauſe they had no Manner of Influence over that 
Prince's Rights, and Proviſion had already been 
made in another Way for his Electoral Family.

Countries have been ſummoned to come .and pay 

Thefe Diſpoſitions clearly prove that the moſt ſe⸗ 
rene Arch-Ducheſs Maria Thereſa according to the 
Order of Succeſſion eſtabliſhed by the Pragmatic 
Sanftion, challenges to herſelf the Poſſeſſion of all 
the Kingdoms and Dominions of the Imperial Suc-

of the Succeſſion in his Poſterity among the Females 
as well as the Males: That by Virtue of this Diſpo- 
ſition the eldeſt Daughter of the ſaid Emperor and 
her Deſcendents, were immediately to ſucceed, on 
Failure of Males of the 4u/frian Family: That 
this being now the Caſe, his Electoral Highneſs of 
Bavaria claims his Right; and as he deſires nothing 
but what in Juſtice belongs to him, he demands a 
Sight both of the Will and Codicil of the Emperor 
Ferdinand the Firſt, which can't ſurely be denied 
kim, as they are common Inftruments..

and therefore occaſioned a general Surprize. 
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CHAP. IX. 


The Diſpute between the King of Pruſſia 
and Queen of Hungary in Regard to 
Sileſia; and the Beginning of 1 the * 
War in Germany. 


"HE Houſe of die had long ſince ſet 
up a Right to ſeveral Lordſhips in S:lz/a, 
which for many Years had lain dormant, or, as the 
Auſtrians pretend, had been given up for a valuable 


Conſideration. As this was denied by the King of 


' Pruffia, he thought this a proper Opportunity for 
alerting the Rights of his Houſe, and therefore, 
as ſoon as he heard of the Emperor's Death, he be- 
gan to recruit and aſſemble his regular Troops, of 
which be had then about 100,000 in Pay. At firſt 
no Notice was taken of it, becauſe all the Princes 
in Germany were doing the ſame, in order to be 
ready for the worſt: Nay, it was even thought that 
he was preparing to aſſiſt the Queen of Hungary, in 
eaſe the Duke of Bavaria ſhould diſturb the Tran- 


qullity of the Empire, by attacking her. His Pre- 
5 parations

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parations were carried on with ſuch Expedition, 
that ſoon after the Middle of November, Orders 
were given for one Squadron of the Gens d' Armes to 
hold themſelves ready to march. At the ſame time 
Orders were given ſor providing a Train of Artillery, 


conſiſting of twenty Cannon, three Pounders, four 


twelve Pounders, and eight mortar Pieces. with a 
proper Number of Gunners, Bombardiers, &c. and 
all the Horſes for the Train to the Number of 1600, 
arrived at Berlin by the 25th, 'on which Day the 
Regiment of Sidoto and the Squadron of Gens d' Armes 
received their Route, and began to move towards 
Frankfort on the Oder, as did next Day the Mar- 
grave of Bareith's Regiment of Dragoons of ten 
Squadrons, which was not included in the Body of 
Troops firſt ordered to hold themſelves in a Readi- 
neſs to march ; and on the 5th of December the Train 


of Artillery ſet out from Berlin in order to follow the 


Troops. 

The Route taken by theſe Troops was a Surprize 
to the Publick, becauſe it from thence appeared, 
they were not deſigned for the Support or Aſſiſtance 
of the Queen of Hungary; but the Myſtery was 
ſoon unfolded by the following Declaration, which 
was delivered by the King of Pruſſia to the foreign 
Miniſters at his Court on the 6th of December, 


1740. 


The King of Pruff ja, by A his Forces to 
enter into Sileſia, has not been induced to take this 
Step from any ill Deſign againſt the Court of Vienna, 
and much leſs with a View to diſturb the Peace of 
the Empire. 

His Prufian Majeſty foujnd himſelf indiſpenſably 
obliged to have Recourſe without Delay to this Pro- 
ceeding, for vindicating the inconteſtable Rights of 
his F dns to this Duchy, founded upon antient 


Hy L 3 Con- 
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Conventions of Family and Confraternity, between 
the Electors of Brandenbourg and the Princes of Si- 
lefia, as well as upon other honourable Terms. 

The preſent Circumſtances of Affairs, and the juſt 

Apprehenſion he has of deing defeated by ſuch as 

form Pretenſions to the late Emperor's Succeſſion, 

have required Diſpatch in this Caring, and Vi- 
zour in the Execution of it. 

And though theſe Reaſons did not . the King 
to expoſtulate the Matter previouſly with the Queen 
of Hungary and Bohemia, yet they will never divert 
his Pruj/ian Majeſty from ftrenouſly eſpouſing the In- 
tereſts of the Houſe of Auſtria at all Times, and from

At the 5 time he ſent the following Inſtructi- 
ons to his Miniſters at all the foreign Courts, vir, 


As Mankind may be apt to form various Con- 
Jectures of the Motives for bringing my Troops into 
the Duchy of Sileſia, I ſend you the Declaration 
hereto annexed, which J have cauſed to be made to 

the Miniſters reſiding at my Court. You will take 
Care to make the beſt Uſe you can of it for my 
Service in the Place where you are. 
The Thing I would thereby demonſtrate is, that 
my Intention is abſolutely not to diſturb the Peace 
of Europe, and much leſs that of the Empire.

did not endeavour to improve them at a Juncture 
when every other Reaſon might avail to put me u- 
nit. 

I have declared the Motives for this Proceeding 
to the Court of Vienna, in a Manner which will 
ſhortly convince not only all Germany, but the reſt 
of Europe, of the Sincerity of my Intentions with 
regard to the preſent State of Affairs. 
 You'will therefore take Care to repreſent thele 
Matters in ſuch Places as you think moſt proper, 
and in the beſt Manner, for diſſipating the ground- 
leſs Ideas that may be formed upon this Subject. 
When you let me know the Declaration and Judg- 
ment formed thereupon, you will alſo ſend a Dupli- 


cate of your Account to ſuch as have the Cate of 


foreign Affairs at my Court, & c. 


His Bi or Propoſitions at the Gries: of 
Vienna, referred to in the above Inſtructions, together 
with that Court's Anſwer, we had foon after in a 


Memorial from the Queen of Hungary to the Diet 
at Ratisbon as follows. 


The firſt Order of his Prufſian Majeſty was to 
his Miniſter the Baron de Berck, which, though da- 
ted the 15th of November, was not notified by the 


Baron till the 17th of December laſt, and then no 


Part of it was read but the Preamble, whereof a 
Copy was refuſed. This Order was grounded upon 
the Tendon of an Attack from the Elector of 
Saxony, and another.

was taken down in Writchg with the Conſent of 


the Baron aforeſaid, and the Count de Gatter, to 
whom it was afterwards read over, and they found 


it conformable to the King of Pruſſia's Inſtructions.

Fou will naturally imagine, that for ſuch ſubſtan- 
tial Services upon ſuch hard Terms, I ought ſurely 
to expect a proper Security for indemnifying me 
from all the Hazards I may expoſe mylelf to in the 
Affair I willingly imbark. 

In ſhort, what I want is the entire and abGilate 
Ceſſion of all Sileſa, not only as my Right but as 
my Reward for the Toils and Hazards which I may 
incur, in the Career that I am enter'd upon for the 

Safety and Glory of the Houſe of Auſtria. 
His Prugian Majeſty's ſecond Diſpatch was to the 
Count de Gotter, and dated December. 
By your Account dated the 26th inſtant, juſt 5

Proofs, will undoubtedly judge of yourſelves, that 
we could not act otherwiſe than we have done. Vou 
will likewiſe be perſuaded, that we by no Means de- 
ſign, as we proteſt before God, to prejudice any Per- 
ſon, much leſs the Archi- ducal F. amily of Auſiria, 
with whom we will concert the Affair in Diſpute, in 
ſuch a manner as ſhail be to their Satisfaction. We 
ſhall alſo be glad to employ the Forces and the Means

Mean Time, I have neglected nothing to con- 
vince the King of Pru/ia of my ſincere Diſpoſition 
to cultivate his Friendſhip. With this View I ſent 


the Marquis de Botta to him, to concert and ſettle” 
the moſt proper Meaſures for tying the Bands of that 


Friendſhip and good Neighbourhood. The Inſtruc- 
tions of that Miniſter were only limited by the bare 
Reſtriction of not contracting Engagements that 
might be prejudicial to any one whatſoever, or con- 
trary to the Pragmatic Sanction, fo ſolemnly guaran- 
teed by the late King of Prugja at the Diet of the 
Empire. Theſe Advances on my Side had no more 
Effect than the Repreſentations of ſeveral Princes. 
The Opportunity which offered ſo favourable to 
Views already formed, the Deſign of invading ano- 
ther's Patrimony, and the Deſire of diſturbing the 


Peace of his Neighbours, prevailed with him above 


all other Conſiderations. Conſequently let any one: 
judge what Fate other Dominions may expect, if 
thoſe Princes who have the e and Safety of the 

| ub 
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Public at Heart, don't unite their Forces and Coun- 
ſels to ſtop the Courſe of ſuch Enterprizes. 

My Intereſts are not the only ones at Stake upon 
this Occaſion, but thoſe of the whole Empire, and 
of all Chriſtendom. Setting private Intereſt aſide, 
it is the general Intereſt of all the Chriſtian Princes. 
not to ſuffer the Bands of Civil Society to be broke 
with Impunity. I know your Majeſty has the ſame 
Sentiments as I have upon this Head, and that you 
have nothing more at Heart than to preſerve an U- 
nion in the Empire: And as that Union is expoſed 
to extreme Danger, I don't pauſe one Moment to 
have Recourſe to your Majeſty, whoſe Friendſhip, 
Alliance, and royal Word I depend on, as well as 
your Conſtant Cares tor the Public Tranquility ; to 
the End that by Virtue of that Friendſhip which I 
ſhall always carefully cultivate, and of the Alliances 
which unite us, it may pleaſe your Majeſty ſpeedily 
to concert with me the ſureſt Meaſures to cut up 
the Evil by the Roots, before ia feſters and ſpreads

As for my Part, I ſhall oppoſe the preſent Danger 
with all the Forces that God has put into my Hands. 
I expect no other Rewards for my Efforts for the

And as by ſo doing we have no Manner of Inten- 


tion to prejudice or diſoblige her Royal Majeſty the 


Queen of Hungary, with whom we have reſolved and 
earneſtly wiſh to maintain a ſtrict Friendſhip, as well 
as with all the Auſtrian Family, and after the Example 
of our glorious Predeceſſors to the Crown and the 


Electorate, to contribute to their true Intereſt and 


Preſervation : And as it will appear plain enough in 


due Time that this has been our only View, becauſe 


we are now about explaining our Intentions upon this 


Head to her Majeſty the Queen of Hungary; there- 
fore all and every the Inhabitants of the Duchy of 


Silesia, and the Provinces and Countries therein in- 
corporated, of what Rank or Condition ſoever they 
be, may be aſſured that they have no Hoſtility to fear 


either from us or our Troops, but that, on the con- 
trary, they ſhall find the full Effects of our Royal Pro- 
tection, and powerful Support, by being maintained 
in the Enjoyment of their lawful Rights and Prero- 
gatives, Liberties and Privileges, Public and Private, 
Eccleſiaſtic or Civil, of whatſoever Religion, Rank, 
or Dignity they are, and on all Occaſions that ſuch 


Protection ſhall be neceſſary. And we ſhall take Care 


that our Troops obſerve the beſt and ſtricteſt Diſci- 


pline, 
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pline, to the End that no Man be moleſt= d or diſturb- 
ed by them in the Poſſeſſion of his Property. 2 


On the other Hand, as we are come into Silęſa 
without any View of committing the leaſt Hoſtility 


there, but purely for the Good of the Inhabitants, for 


the Preſervation of their Eſtates and of the Peace of 
the Country, which is as neceſſary for them as for us, 
we perſuade ourſelves and firmly truſt, that theſe gra- 
cious and friendly Offers and Declarations will make 
them cautious of doing or attempting any Thing in 


any Manner whatſoever againſt us arid ours, and of 
undertaking any Thing that may oblige us hereafter, 


againſt our Wills, to have Recourſe to other Mea- 
ſures, which might be attended with ſuch fatal Con- 
ſequences as they could thank none but themſelves 
for.

That the Pre- 
parations of War which his Prugian Majeſty has late- 
ly cauſed to be made having given Grounds to en- 


quire after their Deſtination, very ſtrong Aſſurances,

In witneſs whereof v we have ſigned thepreſent Ma- 
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tention to live in a perfect good Intelligence with ber 


Majeſty, which 'tis impoſſible to believe, as that 
Prince has cauſed his Troops to enter into this Duchy, 
againſt the Law of Nature and of Nations, and to 
the Prejudice of the Conſtitutions of the Empire and 


of the Golden- Bull. That the Regency has neglected 
nothing to preſerve” the Friendſhip and good Neigh-

- bourhood of the King of Prufſie. That the Marquis 


de Botta, who went from Vienna to Berlin, was pro- 
vided with neceſſary Inſtructions to preſerve that good 


Underſtanding in ſuch Manner as ſhould not be inju- 


rious to the Rights of the Queen. That the King of 
Pruſſia cannot form upon Silaſia any kind of Preten- 
ſions which have not been aboliſhed by the moft ſo- 
lemn Treaties ; and that upon the Offer which he 
made of his Troops to the Queen, her Majeſty ſent 
Orders to the Marquis de Botta to declare, that ſhe 
had no Intention that the Pruian Troops ſhcu'd enter 
into Sileſia ſo: long as ſhe could ſupport her Rights 


without them. That the Queen, in theCircumſiances 


ſhe is in, could never have expected that the King of 


| Pruffia would have entered into her Dominions with 


ati armed Force, after the many Aſſurances of firm 
Friendſhip and good Underſtanding. which ſhe re- 
ceived from that Prince, even at the T ime when he 


was employed in making the Preparations that he is 
now uſing to diſturb the Repoſe of the Empire, con- 
trary to Treaties of Peace, and to the Conſtitutions 


contained in the Golden- Bull, which expreſly for bids all 
Princes from entering with an armed Force into any 


Territory, without having previouſly communicated 


the Reaſons thereof to the Sovereign. That the Queen 
being informed the King of Pruſſia's Preparations of 


War were levelled at Sileſſa, could not preſently be- 
lieve it, being ſo thoroughly perſuaded of the good 


Intentions of his Pru/ian Ma e ty; and that hearing of 


its being currently reported that ſhe was in Agree- 


ment 
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ment with that Prince-in Relation thereto, and con- 
ſidering that a Rumour of this Nature was as injurious 


to her Honour as to the Proſperity of her Kingdoms 


and hereditary Countries; and that very diſadvantage- 


ous Suſpicions would reſult from it, as well in her 

own Dominions as out of them, her Majeſty has ſent 
Orders to the Regency, that as ſoon as the Pruſſian 
Troops ſhould enter into that Duchy, under what 
Prater ſoever, this Declaration ſhould be publiſhed. 

That moreover, as the Queen is perſuaded that the 
King of Pru/ia may have been induced to take this 
Step by the Advice of ſome evil- minded Perſons, ſhe 
hopes, from the Equity of that Prince, that he will. 


not deny to withdraw his Troops; and that in Cafe his 


Pruffan Majeſty ſhould refuſe to do ſo, the Queen de- 
clares to her own Subjects, and to thoſe of foreign 
Powers who have any Mortgage upon Sila, that 
ſhe cannot take upon her to anſwer the evil Conſe- 
quences, which may reſult there- from, proteſting 


before God, before all the States of the Empire, 
and before all Chriſtendom, that ſhe never intended 


to conſent to the introducing any Novelties in 


the Duchy. of Slee. 


As the Queen of Hungary had but few Troops ir in 
Sileſia, and as verxfew of the Towns were fortified, 


the Prufſians met with no Oppoſition in their March, 


except at Glogaw, where there was 2 ſmall Garriſon 
commanded: by Count HYenceflaws Mollis, who ſhut 


the Gates againft the Pru/jans, and reſolved to de- 


fend the Place to the laſt Extremity, therefore the 


King of. Pruga thinking it neceſſary to get to Breſ- 
law the Capital of Sileſia as ſoon as poſſible, left a 


Body of his Troops to block up Glagaw, and pro- 


ceeded with the reſt of his Army towards Breſſato, 


near to which he had approached at the End of this 


Vear; and as Troops were ordered to march from

Theſe were the manifeſt Collenuences of the 
Emperor's Death, and as the other Occurrences re- 
lating to any of the Auſtrian Dominions, or indeed 


to any other Part of Germany, except Prugja, were. 


of no great Importance, I ſhall paſs them all over, 
and next obſerve, that on the '31ſt of May died 
Frederick William, King of Pruſſa, in the 52d 


Year of his Age, and was ſucceeded by Frederick 


Charles his eldeſt Son, now King of Pruſia, who 
began his Reign as all wiſe Kings do, with a great 


many popular Regulations, Actions, and Speeches, 


but what recommended him moſt to his People, and 


indeed to the whole World was his Behaviour to his 


Conſort Queen, of which we had the following Ac- 


count in a Letter from Berlin, containing a ſhort 


but juſt Character of this young Monarch. 


Since our new King bas mounted the Throne, 
People have been generally in Expection, that ſome 
Steps would be taken which would diſcover an In- 
tention in him to diſſolve his Marriage. Perſons 
who are moſt intimate wiih him believed, that ſome 
celebrated Univerſity in Germany would be conſulted 
upon the Poſſibility of the Diſſolution of this Mar- 
riage ; but the Day that the Queen, accompanied 
by the Queen Dowager, came to the King at Char- 


lottenburg, every Body who was preſent at their 


Meeting was agreeably ſurprized to hear his Majeſty 
addreſs himſelf to the Young Queen in the follow- 
ing Manner : You are ſenfible, Madam, that your 


becoming Princeſs Royal was contrary to my Incli- 


nation, but having obſerved the Amiableneſs of your 


Character, and the Regard that you have manifeſted 


for my Perſon, I find myſelf under a Neceſſity to 


make you an equal Return of Friendſhip, and now 
therefore, 
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therefore, as I am a King, I acknowledge you 
for my Queen Conſort, and for my lawful Wife. 


Conformable to this Declaration, the King has 
cauſed the Queen to be acknowledged as Queen 


Conſort, and in the Evening went into her Apart- 
ment, in order to partake of her Bed. His Ma- 


jeſty is even adored-by his Subjects, who already pro- 
miſe themſelves the Effects of the moſt happy Reign 
from the Preſages of its pleaſing Commencement. 


It is remarkable in many Inſtances, that this Prince 


is inflexibly ſteady in whatever he has maturely re- 
ſolved upon. He diſcovered on many Occaſions, 
in the Life-time of the late King his Father, to what 
a Degree he was capable of governing and reſtrain- 


ing his Paſſions. Thoſe who have ſtudied the Cha- 
racter of this Prince, ſay, that he has a great deal of 


Courage, is of an enterprizing Genius, admires Mag- 
nificence, and has the Love of his Subjects greatly 
at Heart: It may indeed be truly ſaid, that by every 


Act of Beneficence which he ſhall beſtow upon 


them, he will make them the more effectually per- 
ceive the Contraſte that there is between his Diſpo- 
ſition towards them, and that of the late King his 
Father. The latter followed in every thing the Ad- 
vice of the Counſellor Ecard, which, in moſt Re- 
ſpects, was diſadvantageous to his Subjects: Tis 
for this Reaſon that the King has ordered him quit 
his Dominions. 


This young Prince ſhewed himſelf ſoon of an en- 
terprizing Genius indeed, and ſuch an one as ſeems _ 


at preſent to balance the Affairs of Europe, having 


ſuddenly appeared very near Bre/law, the Capital of 


Sileſia. He entered that City the 2d of January, 
attended by only 3o of his Life-Guards and was re- 
ceived, as Kings uſually are with great Demon- 
frations of J oy 3 for as his Army was in the Neigh-

burhood, none of the Diſcontented durſt ſhew their 
Uncaſineſs: He immediately promiſed the Inhabi- 
tants, that they ſhould enjoy all their antient Privi- 
leges, particularly that of not having a Gariſon in 
heir City, upon Condition however, that his Troops 
ſhould have a free Paſlage through the City, that 
they ſhould lodge in the Suburbs, that they ſhould- 
be Lowes to erect Magazines there, and that the 
City ſhould engage not to receive any Gariſen of 
Auſtrian Troops ; all which Conditions they agreed 
to. He likewiſe promiſed his Indulgence and Pro- 
tection to the Roman Catholics of the whole Pro- 
vince of Sileſi a; but nevertheleſs, when. he found 
any large Magazines of Corn or other Proviſions in 
any of their Religious Houſes, he very juſtly took 
the Liberty to make free with them, telling them, 
he never heard that the Apoſtles, whoſe Example they 
pretended to follow, had ever any Magazines. 

Before I enter into a Detail of. the Operations of 
War between theſe two Potentates, I ſhali add a 
few more of thoſe Pieces that were publiſhed for

Therefore, whenever other Pretenders go to 
overthrow the aboveſaid Regulation, and form Pre- 
tenſions to that Succeſſion in order to cut out the 
Female Deſcendents of the laſt Male, as the Houſe of 


Pretenders, who have not yet pull'd off the Maſk, 
may do, the Powers Guarantees of the Pragmatic 
Sanction are then bound to maintain that Order 


of Succeſſion in the Houſe of Auſtria, againſt all 


thoſe who would overturn it, and intrude them- 


ſelves in Quality of Succeſſors to that Houſe. _ 


'This is the Caſe in which the Maritime Powers, 
France, Ruſſia, and other Guarantees find them-

It is not ſo with Reſpe& to thoſe who, Ex Furs 
particulari & proprio & ex pactis providentiagque Ai.

who have no Deſign upon the Whole of its Heritage, 
nor upon the Order of Succeſſion eſtabliſhed in that 


Family.

It would be acting againſt Nature, againſt the Aim 
and true Senſe of the Guaranty of the Pragmatic 


Sanction, if the Powers who charged themſclves with 


it, would apply it indiſtinctly to the particular Pre- 


tenſions which one or the other Pretender might 


have upon the Houſe of Au/tria, from which the 


latter, under Colcur of a Family Diſpoſition, can 
no more deviate from, than any other can-lawfully 
derogate (by what is called Fatum Proprium) from 


the Rights of a third Perſon ; for in ſuch a Caſe 
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there would be no more Juſtice to be expected, 
if it depended upon the Will and Pleaſure of a 
Potentate to make ſuch Regulations as would ſhut 
the Door againſt any that had well-grounded Rights 
to claim. X 
Such is the Situation in which the Powers, Gua- 
rantecs of the Pragmatic Sanction, are at preſent in 
Kegard to his Majeſty the King of Pruſſia, as to the 
particular Rights and Pretenſions which his Houſe 
and his Anceſtors have had upon the Houſe of 4uſ- 


- tria, and which are abfolutely diſtinct and indepen- 


dent of that Order of Succeſſion. 

If his Majeſty had Deſigns upon the whole Suc- 
ceſſion of that Houſe, or ſhould attempt, in Fa- 
vour of a third Perſon to overturn the Order e- 


ſtabliſhed, the Court of Vienna would then have a 


Right to claim the Guaranty of the Pragmatic | 
Sanction. 


But as his Majeſty does not attack either of theſe 
two Objects, but confines himſelf to the Purſuit of 


bis own private Rights, Jure privato, by ſuch Me- 


thods as the Cuſtom of all Nations authorize be- 
tween Princes Who acknowledge no Judges upon 
Earth, all that other Potentates can do on this Oc- 
lion, is to employ their Interpoſition and good 
Offices to bring about an Accommodation. The 
Guaranty of thoſe Powers, whoſe Aim was to 
maintain the Order of Succeſſion of the Houſe of 
Auſtria, is no ways prejudiced by the private Pre- 
tenſions of his Pruſſian Majeſty ; and, conſequently, 


the Performance of the Alliance and Engagement, 
wrongfully claimed by the Court of Vi zentia, cannot 


take Place 1 in this Affair. 


As the King of Prufſia' a's . had, by Trea- 
ties in the Veag 1686 and 1694, ſurrendered, to the 
Houfe of Austria all their en to Sillſia, the

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great Difficulty was to evade this Objection to his 


laim, for which Purpoſe, the alle wing Detail of 
thoſe two Treaties was publiſhed, ' VIZ. 


A Treaty was concluded at Berlin in 1686 be- 
tween the two Courts, whereby it was ſtipulated 
that the Elector ſhould renounce the Pretenſions of 
his Houſe to the Principalities of Fagendorf, Lig- 
nitz, Brieg and Molau, upon Condition that the 
Emperor ſhould yield to the Elector the T erritory of 
Schwibus. | 

The Intentions of the Elector in this Treaty were 
ſincere, being willing to unite himſelf in the moſt 
intimate Manner, and put a final End to the Diffe- 
rences with the Imperial Court, in order to ſupport 
the Syſtem of Europe. In ſhort, the Rights of the 
Houſe of Brandenbourg to Sil:fia would have never 
more been mentioned, excepting in Hiſtory, if the 
Court of Vienna had proceeded 7 in this Negotiation 
with the ſame Openneſs as the Elector. 

But whilft an Accomodation was publickly ne- 
gotiating with the Father, Endeavours were uſing 
privately to deceive the Son. The Baron de Frey- 
tag, wao was cha"ged with this ſecret Negotia- 
tion, dexterouſly ſucceeded, by means of certain 


 Intrigues which were then carrying on at Court, to 


intimidiate the Electoral Prince, ſince King of Prof- 


fia, Frederic I. by infinuating to him, that the Im- 
perial Court would certainly enter into Meaſures 


oppolite to his, unleſs he would engage to give up 
to it, upon his Acceſſion to the Regency, the Ter- 
ritory of Schwibus, which the Emperor was going 
to cede to the Elector his Father, but by making 
ſuch a Promiſe he might expect to be powerfully 


protected and ſupported. He was not permitted to 
communicate this Affair to any Body, being threat- 
encd with an eternal Hatred on the Part of the Em-

peror, if any of his Father's Miniſters were ma de 
acquainted with it. 


By theſe Artifices the Prince, deſtitute of Coun- 


ſe], was eaſily induced to fign the Promiſe required 
from-him by the Baron de Freytag. 


But after his coming to the Regency, having 


propoſed the Thing to his Miniſters all the Council 


unanimouſly declared, That he was in no Sort bour d 


by that Promife as wall becauſe it was contrary to the 


Conſtitutions of his Houſe, as by Reaſon of the illicit 


Means whereby it was extorted from him. 


Application was thereupon made to the Court of 


Vienna, and the Invalidity of this Engagement was 
proved to it z but to no Purpoſe : It was impoſſible to 
make it hearken to Reaſon. It even threatened to 
take by Force of Arms the Territory of Schwibus, 


in Caſe the Reſtitution of it. was delay'd. So that 


this Prince to the laſt Degree jealous. of his Word, 
determined to give up the Territory in Queſtion, 
in Conſideration of a ſmall Sum of Money. _ 
The Court of Vienna, however, by cauſing in this 
Manner the late King of Pruſſ to loſe a little Do- 
minion, voluntarily deprived itſelf of much more con- 
ſiderable Advantages, which the above Treaty ſe- 


cured to it; and particularly the whole Effect of 


the Renunciation made in its Favour of the Rights 
of the Houſe of Brandenbourg to the Principalities 
of Lignitæ, Brieg, Woldau and Fagendorf, Ec. for 
it is an univerſal acknowledged Maxim, That as 
foon as any contracting Party departs from the Condi- 


tion of his Engagements, the other is no longer bound 
by his. 


Now in the preſent Treaty i it Is  expreſly Ripu- 


lated. That as an Equivalent for the Pretenſi- 
ons of the Brandenbourg Family to the Principalities 
and Lordſhips above- mentioned, the Territory of 
$:/xvibus ſhould be + and transferred to it

for ever to enjoy the ſame with territorial Supe- 
riority, and all the Prerogatives thereto belonging : 
And it was upon this Condition only that the E- 
lector Frederic William renounced the Right which 
his Family had to the Principalities and Lordſhips 
above-mentioned. Therefore the Court of Vienra 
having in the Manner above ſpecified forced King 
Frederic I. to give back the Territory which was: 
the Price and Condition, -/ine qua non, of the Re- 
nunciation, it undeniably follows that the Renunci- 


ation thereby abſolutely loſes all its Force, and- 
that the Royal and Electoral Family of Branden- 


Bourg are no more bound by it, than if it had ne- 
ver been made; ſo that Thanks to the Artifice and 
Avarice of the Court of Vienna, the Royal and 
Electoral Family of Brandenbourg, ſince it was forced 
to ſurrender back the Territory of Schwibus, , has

T was in this Light that the late King Frederic I. 


viewed this Affair when he was prevailed on by 


the Importunity of the Court of Vienna to yield 
them the Territory of Schwibus : So that he was 
far from promiſing any thing in the Name of his- 
Succeſſors, or from renewing upon this Occafion- 


that Renunciation which was contained in that 


Treaty of Surrender; a Renu ci tion which was in- 
diſpenſably neceſſary, if it had been intended that 


natwithſtanding the Reftoration of Schwibus, the 
Renunciation, which was only made in Conſideration 


of an Equit alent, ſhot]: have retained the leaſt De- 


gree of Validity. He explained himſelf clearly a- 


bout it to his Miniſters, when they preſſed him to 
infiſt upon his Rights: I /hall be as good as my 
Ford, ſaid he, I muft and will. As to the ſuing 
for my Rights to Sileſia, I leave that to the Care of 
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my Paſterity, whoſe Hands I cannot nor will not bind 
in the preſent Circumſtances, when tis neceſſary for me

Theſe memorable Words ſeem to bave been a 
Preſage of the preſent Juncture. The Male Line of 
Auftria being extinct, that Family now deprived of 
the Luſtre of its Imperial Diadem, which hereto- 
fore rendered its Will and its Deciſions as Oracles, 
having been Judge and Party in its own Cauſes; 


that Family being now, I ſay, reduced to a Level 
with others, and no longer in a Condition to impoſe 


its Authority upon them, cannot take it amiſs, 


that they who have been unjuſtly oppreſſed, and fo 


long deprived by a greater Force of an Eſtate which 
lawfully belonged to them, ſhould endeavour at laſt 


-to recover it. 


This is the very Caſe of the King of Pruſta. His 

Tajeſty having fo clear and indiſputable a Right to, 
the greateſt Part of Sileſia, would be wanting to 
hümfelf, as well as to his royal Family, and to 
all his Poſterity, if he was ſo negligent of them as 
to ſuffer himſelf to be out- witted by other Pretend- 
ers. This it is that has determined him with all 
Diſpatch and Vigour to put himſelf in Poſſeſſion of 


the Dominion: uſurped from his Family. - 


The King's Intention is by no. Means to invade 
the Rights of the Houſe of Auſtria, nor to diſturb 
the Order of the Succeſſion eſtabliſhed by the Prag- 
matic Sanction. His Majeſty is only recovering 
what the Court of Vienna has for near a Century 
unjuſtly detained from his Anceſtors, and though he 
demands a juſt Equivalent for the Revenues of which

ved them, he will never be averſe to a reaſonable 
Accomodation. | 


And a Pamphlet having 1050 publiſhed at Vienna, 
intitled, An Information againſt the King of Pruſſia's 
Pretenſions to the four Duchies of Sileſia, which ſtated 
and examined the Queſtion, whether the King of 
Pruſſia ought not to have declared War againſt the 
Queen of Hungary, before he ſent his Troops into 
Sileſia? An Anſwer to this Pamphlet was publiſhed 
at Berlin, which, as to this particular Queſtion, ran 
thus : The Author of the Information abovemen- 
tioned, makes a great Noiſe about this Queſtion, . 
eſpecially ; in the Beginning of the Piece, which is 
given as an Anſwer to the Expoſition of his Pruſ- 
ſian Majeſty's Rights. He exaggerates and accuſes 


the King of violating the Laws of Nature 


and Nations, in making an Irruption into Sie- 
ſia, at the ſame Time that he promiſed the ſincereſt 
Friendſhip to the Queen of Hungary, and affured 
moſt of the Courts of Europe that he had no De- 


ſigns prejudicial to that Princeſs. 


This Imputation is ill grounded: It is well knoWn 
that the Emperor's Death put the Affairs of Europe 
in a pretty dangerous Situation, ſeveral Pretenders 
having put in for the Provinces included in Silefia, 


This is what induced his Pruſſian Majeſty to ſend 


his Troops thither, not only to cover the Provinces 
he holds in that Country, and which border on his 


all thoſe who formed Pretenſions to Sileſia 
However, before this Step was taken, the King 
notified his Deſign to the Miniſter of Hungary and 


other Dominions, but alſo to be in | againſt 


Bohemia, then at Berlin; he even gave Notice of it 


at Vienna; and after he had entered Sileſia, a conſi- 
derable Time elapſed before he would ſuffer the leaſt 
Hoſtility to be committed. He ſent to the Caurt of 
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enna the Grand Marſhal Count Gotter, the better 
to convince her that he had nothing but pacific In- 
tentions, and to lay before her the Rights of the 


Houſe of Brandenbourg. In ſhort, he gave Count 
Gotter full Power to confer with the Vienna Miniſtry, 
and made Propoſals, which in all Appearance ought 
to have been favourably received. Nevertheleſs the 
King was deceived in his Expectations: The Court 
of Vienna, far from doing him Juſtice, and reliſhing 
his Propoſals, rejected them with Diſdain, and de- 
clared that ſhe would look upon the King of Pruſſia 
as an Enemy as long as he remained in Sileſia, and 
immediately ſhe began to aſſemble Troops in order 
to drive him out. Theſe Proceedings made his Ma- 
jeſty take leſs pacific Meaſures ; and he began to 
aſſert theJuſtice of his Cauſe in a more effectual Man- 
ner than he had done before, . 
The Detail of theſe Circumſtances proves that the 
King tried fair Means, before he employed Force, 
in order to obtain the Reſtitution of what belongs to 
him; and the Demands he made, may, according 
to the Law of Nations, ferve inſtead of a formal 
f rr. | 
Me have already ſhewn that, by the Court of 
Namaà s Confeſſion, there is no Need of a Decla- 
ration of War, when a Prince only claims his Pro- 
perty : This is the King of Praſia's Caſe : The 
Right of Property, which his Houſe enyoys with 
Reſpect to the four Duchies of Silgſia abovemen- | 
tioned, is indiſputably founded on a Donation by 
Reaſon of Death, as well as on a Treaty of Con- 
fraternity confirmed by the Homage paid him by the 
States of the Country. This, according to the 
Court of Vienna, is enough to be diſpenſed with 
item the Formality of a Declaration of War, &c, 
And, upon the Author of the Information's- al- 
lerting that the Electoral Houſe of Brundeubourg |

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fo much the more obliged to perform the Engage- 
ments of: the Treaties of 1686 and woch becauſe 
thoſe two Treaties tended ſolely to the Intereſt of 

that Houſe, and that the Electors of Brandenbourg 

reaped conſiderable Benefits from them, the Court 
of Berlin anſwers as follows: 

Moſt of thoſe pretended Advantages were very 
inſignificant, whereas thoſe reaped by the Court of 
Vienna, from the 7 5 Treaties, were real. The Ti- 
tle 0 eo the Duke of Pruſſia, which the Emperor pro- 

d in the new Treaty, was a neceſſary Conſe- 
quence of the Peace of Oliva. The Expectanes 


on Eaſt-Frieſland was given according to the Tenor 


of the Emperor's Letters, and, in Purſuance of the 
Promiſes made by the Empire to the Elector, to 
indemnify him for the Loſſes he ſuſtain'd on its 
Account. The Advantage of haying obtained the 
Admiſſion of an Aulick. Counſellor of the reformed 
Religion is but a mere Trifle, ſince the faid Coun- 
ſellor was always obliged to withdraw from the Af- 


ſembly when any Affairs relating to the Houſe of 


Brandenbourg came under Deliberation. The Debt of 
Lichtenſtein, which ſhould have been above a Mil- 
lion, but was reduced to 240,000 Crowns, Item, 
the Sum of 250,000 Florins paid after the new Trea- 
ty, cannot be deemed an Equivalent for the four 


Duchies, ſince that Sum does not come up to a 


twentieth Part of the Revenues which the Houſe of 


Auſtria bas drawn from thoſe Provinces. 


But the chief, and indeed an unanſwerable Ar- 
gument, which the Court of Vienna inſiſted on, was, 
That if the King of Prcſia had Pretenſions to any 


Part of Silzfia, he ought to have entered his Claim, 


and ſubmitted to the Deciſion of the Diet of the 
Empire, This was, indecd, as I have faid, unan- 


| ſwerable ; but the Misfortuns of the Empire is, 


that its Micxabers are too powerful to ſubmit peace- 
ably 
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ably to the Determinations of its Head; I mean the 
Diet ; for the Emperor, properly ſpeaking, is no 
more than the Preſident of that Aſſembly. This is 
a Misfortune which will attend all Societies, where 
any particular Member is poſſeſſed of ſo much Pow- 
er as to be able to oppoſe or diſpute the Determina- 
tion of the Head Perſon or Court, with any Proba- 
lity of Succeſs; which became the Caſe of the King 
of Pruſſia upon the Death of the late Emperor: A 
wr Caſe which might eaſily Have been foreſeen, and a 
_ Caſe which both the Court of Vienna, and the ſin- 
| 18 cere Guarantees of the Pragmatic Sanction, ought 
do have taken Care to prevent, or to apply a Cure 
_ as ſoon as poſſible after the Caſe happened. But in- 
_ ftcad of this, the Court of Vienna prepared for War, 
which has involved almoſt all Europe, and brought 
the Houſe of Auſtria to very hazardous Circumſtan- 
Prince Charles, whoſe gallant Behaviour in the 
Turkiſh War, had juſtly deſerved his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty's Regard, as well as render'd him the Delight 
of the Soldiery, having ſignaliz'd himſe} in ſeveral 
Actions, more particularly at the Battles of Crotzka 
and Parnczova, and at the Siege of Belgrade, where 
he had. the Command of ten Battalions, being poſted 
between Marſhal Wallis and the Prince of. Saxe- 
Hildburghauſen, to prevent the Enemy from carry- 
ing on. their Approaches. The Emperor in Conſi- 
deration of his fignal Services, even whilſt he was 
abſent from / ienna, promoted him to the Rank of Ge- 
neral of the Artillery, and as a diſtinguiſhing Mark 
of his Favour, join'd him. to the Generals Romez and 
Suckeow the Commandant of Belgrade, who ſo re- 
markably exerted himſelf in the Defence of that 
important Fortreſs. | . 
1 From the Concluſion of the Turkiſh War, no 
= military Operations were carried on, notwithſtand- 
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ing which, this magnanimous Prince applied him- 
ſelf to ſtudy that in Theory which he has fince re- 
duced into Practice; and this Attempt of the King 
of Pruſſia ſoon brought him into Action. His Af- 
fection to the Queen, as his Brother's Wife, and 
his ardent Thirft after military Glory, quickly made 
him a Party 'in the Diſpute, and he ſet out with a - 
conſiderable Command in the Army that was aſſem- 
bling to oppoſe his Prugian Majeſty's Progreſs in

The Diſpoſitions to 


be made for that Purpoſe were given them in Wri- 
ting, and then the Captains that were to lead on 


the firſt Detachments, were ſhewed what Places 


they were to enter at.

with the leaſt Noiſe poſſible. At 8 o' Clock the 


Froops began to put themſelves under Arms, and 


at 9 they defiled from the Villages to the Poſts that 


were aſſigned them, a Mile from the Town, at 


which they arrived about 10, with the greateſt Or- 
derand Silence imaginable. At three Quarters paſt 
II they all advanced very ſoftly to the Foot of the 
Glacis, where we arrived preciſely as the Clock 


ſtruck 12. That Moment al the Troops ad vanced 


full Speed to the firſt Paliſadoes, and without Heſi- 


tation leaped over them, to throw themſelves into 


the covered Way. Immediately ſome ſmall De- 


tachments ran to the Right and Left, to diſarm eve- 


ry Enemy they could find. Then it was our At- 
tacks were expoſed to a Fire from the Ramparts, 
which at the ſame Time gave the Alarm to the 
Town; but this did not hinder our Troops from 
puſhing on, for in a Trice they deſcended into the 
Ditch, and advanced to the Foot of the Rampart, 


which was 34 Feet high, with a Slope of 10 Feet, 


and, by Conſequence, very troubleſome to climb, 
i eſpecially after a Froſt of two Days, which AA" 


it very flippery Footing. Notwithſtanding this we 
undertook the Aſcent. Prince Leopold, and the 


Margrave Charles, with 5 or 6 others, were the 


firſt that got to the Top of the Courtine, and I had 


the Honour to follow them; but we were not alone 
there long, for the ſecond Battalion of Prince Leo- 
pold's Regiment, as well as four Companies of Gre- 


nadiers, quickly came up and joined us; one of 


which Companies immediately ſeized a Baſtion on 
the Right, while another did the ſame on the Left. 
With the reſt we advanced on the Left to the Caſtle, 
of which there was a Neceſſity of breaking down 
the Gate, and a dozen Carpenters were ſet about 

it; but as ſoon as they had made ſome Holes 3 2 it,

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 Whereupon three of the Grenadiers ſtood Centry 
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there came a Shower of Bullets through, which kil- 
led four Men. We were obliged for this Salute to 
the Generals Wallis and Ræyski, who poſted thither 
with the Grenadiers, but they did not ſtay long; 


for Prince Legpold cauſing the Fire to be returned 


through the ſame Chaſms, by which General Reysti 
received two Wounds in the Rim of his Belly, the 
Grenadiers fled with all Speed, and General Wallis 
was obliged to follow them. Then the Gate was 
laid open, and we entered with Beat of Druin into 
the Caſtle, and from thence into the Town. 80 


much for what paſſed at our firſt Attack: The two 


others were executed with the ſame Vigour and 
Diſpatch 3 inſomuch that the Heads of all the Co- 
lumns arrived much about the ſame Time in the 


Streets of the Place, according as they met with 


more or leſs Reſiſtance. All that was made upon 


the Rampart was defeated by our Men with Bayonets 


fixed at the End of their Muſquets. But to tell 


you the Truth, the Conſternation was ſo great a- 


mong the Enemy, that ſeveral begged Quarter, As 


you will eaſily judge by what follows: Four Grena- 
diers of Glaſenap's Regiment. which were the laſt 
that came upon the Rampart, having milled their 


Company, went to the Right inſtead of the Left, 
and came to the Neck of a Baſtion, where one of 
the Enemy's Captains was peſted with 52 Men. 
Being a little ſurprized at firſt, as you may paturally 
imagine, they thought of retreating ; but on a ſud- 


den they reſolved to act the Part of Deſperadoes, and 
to go and attack them; and accordingly they puſhed 


on with their Bayonets, and called out to the En- 


my to lay down their Arms, which ſtruck them 


with ſuch. a Panic, that, being moreover deceived . 
perhaps by the Darkneſs of the Night, they obeyed, 


over.

In fine, while the Grenadiers were clearing the 
Ramparts, the Battalions entered the Town by the

How many Men (continues that Officer) do you 
think we loſt ? You will hardly believe me, but I can 
aſſure you, that we had only 3o or 40 private Men 
Killed, and though there may be 50 or 60 wounded, 
it was for moſt part with Caltrops, which is of very 
little Conſequence.

the following Manifeſto was communicated by his 


Pol Majeſty to the ſeveral Courts of Europe, viz. 


4 1 HE King of Poland, Elector of Saxony, no 
ſooner heard of the Death of the Emperor 


Charles VI. but taking mure to Heart the Pre- 


ſervation of the Public Tranquility, than his own 
private Intereſt, and that of his Royal Houſe, he 
propoſed to bimſelf, above all Things, not to give 


any Handle for raiſing 'Froubles in the Empire ; his 


Quality of Vicarlaying him under a more particular 
Obligation to prevent every Thing that might di- 
ſturb the Order and Peace of it. 

With this View he did not heſitate to declare, that 
he would continue to conform to the Regulation eſta- 
bliſhed by the Pragmatic Sanction, accepted and 
guarranteed by moſt of the European Powers, Nei- 
ther did he form any Oppoſition, when the moſt 
ſerene Arch-Ducheſs, eldeſt Daughter of his Impe- 
rial Majeſty, took the Reins of Government over 


all the Auſtrian hereditary Dominions: He even 


gave that Princeſs the Titles ſne affumed in Virtue of 
the Pragmatic. ' 

But at the Time his Poliſh Majeſty made this 
Declaration, he added as a Clauſe, that it was upon 
. Condition, that this Pragmatic ſhould - wy. 

erve 
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ſerved and maintained in its full Vigour and Extent, 
and that no Potentate whatſoever ſhould make the 
leaſt Breach in it. He moreover delared, that he 
would not, in this Caſe, be the only Perſon exclu- 
ded from a Succeſſion, which ought to have fallen 
entirely on him and his Houſe, by Rights preferable 
to all others; Rights which are of ſuch a Nature, 
that they cannot be injured nor weakened either by 
the Pragmatic Sanction, which is null in itſelf, or 
by any ſubſequent Acts relating to itz as is more 


amply demonſtrated in another Manifeſto drawn up 


for this Purpoſe. 

If the King of Poland, Elector of Saxony, did 
not think fit to ſet forth his Rights immediately up- 
on the Emperor's Death, the Motives to that 
Prince's Caution was to prevent the Troubles which 
ſuch a Step might have occaſioned in the Empire, 
with the Adminiſtration of which he is partly en- 
truſted during the Vacancy of the Imperial Throne. 
But ſince all Hopes of obtaining ſo laudable and ſo 
deſirable an End as that which he propoſed, are va- 
niſhed ; ſince all the Methods he employed, and all 
the Pains he took to preſerve Order and Tranquility 
have been fruitleſs ; ſince he perceived at laſt, that 
the Pragmatic Sanction, by the Shocks given to it, 
was become but a very weak Barrier; his Poliſb 
Majeſty conſidering that his great Moderation, ac- 


| knowledged by the whole World, has hitherto ſerved 


only to make him neglect confiderable Advantages, 


which a contrary Conduct might have procured him, 
he thinks himſelf in the Caſe, wherein, purſuant to 


the conditional Declaration above-mentioned, ke 
cannot, without being wanting in his Duty to him- 
ſelf, and doing irreparable Damage to his royal and 
eleQoral Houſe, delay any longer to uſe the Me-

November the 22d, The Saxons having joined the 
Burian and: French near Prague, the Capital of 


Bohemia, and their Army being then near 60,000 


ſtrong, it was reſolved to attack that City, and to 
endeavour to make themſelves Maſters of it without 


any regular Siege, by ſcaling and ftorming. This 
was put in Execution in the Night between the 
25th and 26th, by three different Attacks, and there 


being but a ſmall Garriſon in the Place, and few of 
the Inhabitants willing to venture their Lives in De- 
fence of their native City, the Enemy ſucceeded in 
their Attempt. and made the Governor and Garrifon 
Priſor.e's of War. 
When this important City was taken, the Auſtrian 
Army which had aſſembled in Moravia, under the 
Command of the Duke of T; uſcany, and his Brother 
Prince Charles of Lorrain, was but three Days 
March from it, fo that if the Citizens had vigoroully 


and bravely aſſiſted the Garriſon in repelling the | 


Aſſault, they might have prevented the Ruin and 
Miſery afterwards brought upon them, and might 
have ſeen a moſt bloody Battle tought, and perhaps 
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1 complete Victory obtained by their Sovereign un- 


der their Walls; but when the Duke of Lorrain 
heard that the City was taken, he wiſely retired 
from arr Army fluſhed with Succeſs, and reſolved to 
wait for a more favourable Opportunity of attacking 
them. 

At this Point of Time the Queen of Hungary 
may juſtly ſaid to be in the utmoſt Diſtreſs, retired 
from her Capital of Vienna, and even entertaining 
the melancholy Thought of being obliged to retire 
from Presbourg, and fly to the utmoſt Bounds of 
Chriſtendom ; her Enemies every where triumphant, 
and every where too numerous for her Armies to 
encounter; and her Allies, notwithſtanding their 
ſolemn and late Engagements, reſolved to do nothing 
but negotiate away her Dominions, or at leaſt the 
greateſt Part of them. Yet in theſe Circumſtances 
ſhe did not deſpair, and Providence co-operating 
with the Conduct of her Generals and Bravery of 
her Troops, ſoon brought her Relief; for towards 
the latter End of the Year, her Troops obtained 
ſeveral great Advantages over her Enemies, of which 
ſhe had the firſt Accounts by the three following 
Letters, viz. from the Great Duke her Husband,

— The firſt was as follows. 


HE 22d Taftant: ( December) we. MARY our

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Count Kevenhulltr's Letter is to the following 
Purpoſe, and bears Date December .31« 
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General Count Mercy a Argentau, who was de- 
tached with a Body of Troops to pals the Ens, has 
happily executed it. The Enemy immediately a- 
bandoned their Intrenchments at Lombach and Stern- 
berg, as alſo the Town and Caſtle of Steyr. The 
25th I arrived at EmPlatten, where I waited the two 
following Days for the coming up of the Pontons 
and the Artillery, The 28th I marched with the 
Army to.Lasbach, and on the 29th as far as Hagg, 
which is as two Leagues from Ens. The 3oth we 
marched all Night, and this Morning at Break. of 
Day we laid our Bridges over the Ens. The Work 
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in the Fire of the Enemy's Cannon, and then we 
paſſed the River, the Foot over the Bridge, but the 


Horſe took to the Stream. Meſſrs Bernclau and 


Bernes were the firſt that got over, and formed the 
Troops into Order as they came up. A large Body 
of the Enemies made a Shew of attacking us, but 


M. Bernclau, at the Head of a Detachment of Horſe, 


ſoon made them leave the Coaſt clear for us. Then 


Count Palfy march'd directly to attack Ens; the 
Garriſon gave him no Trouble at all, but imme- 


diately deſired a Capitulation, and obtained Leave to 
retire to Lintz, whither we are now marching, 


And a farther Account of. theſe Succeſſes we had 


in the following Advices from Vienna, dated January 


3d, 1742. On Monday the Iſt of this Month, two 
Couriers arrived here one after another, with the 
agreeable News that Marſhal Kevenhuller had paſſed 
the River of Ens, and driven the Enemy from the 
Town of that Name, and from that of Steyr alſo. 
As the French and Bavarians had the ſaid River be- 
fore them, beſides an Intrenchment, and a Line 


drawn between the two Towns above- mentioned, 


Marſhal Kevenhuller made a Feint of attacking them 
on the Side of Mathauſen, during which Time M. 

Mercy diſlodged them from Steyr, after having killed 
and made Priſoners a great Number of them; and 
at the ſame Time the Town of Ens was taken. 


The Day after being the 31ſt of December, a Batta- 


hon of French which pretended to make ſome Re- 
ſiſtance on the Banks of the River Ens, was cut to 


Pieces. Meſſ. de Segur and Minucci, who com- 


manded a Body of 10,000 French and Bavarians, 
having retired with Precipitation, Marſhal Keven- 


' buller detached the Huflars after them, who flew 
and took Priſoners a great Number. The Boors 


having alſo taken Arms, cut all they met to Pieces, 


and the e is in full March to give the Enemy 
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Battle. They attempted to ſave their heavy Bag- 


gage by the Danube, but the greateſt Part of it has 
been taken by the Huſſars, a few of whom has 
been killed, which is hitherto the only Lofs on our 


Side. From Bohemia we are informed, that four 


Companies of French Grenadiers were put to the 
Sword by the Hungarian Troops called Polifees, 
300 of the French Horſe having run away at the 


firſt Onſet, This Detachment was advanced to 


reconnoitre the Great Duke's Army, who took 200 
Priſoners at Wodnian. From the Army of M. 4 
Lobhowitz, there is Advice, that M. de Chatillon, a 
French Brigadier, had fallen into the Hands of 


Caroli's Huſſars, who, after killing 100 of his Men, 


took him Priſoner himſelf, with his Son, four other 
Officers, and 100 private Soldiers. 

And January 6th 1742. the Enemy commanded 
by M. de Segur, the Prince of Tingry, my Lord 
Clare, and M. de Minucci,- made a Feint at firſt as 


if they intended to retreat on the Side of Wels and 


Lampach, but they threw themſelves into Lintx, 
where, together with the Garifon, they make a Body 


of 10,000 Men, and are fo blocked up by Marſhal 
* © Kevenhuller, that being deſtitute of Proviſions, and 
acut off from all Affiſtance on every Side, they have 


already offered to capitulate, and to evacuate all the 


Upper Aufiria, upon Condition of having a free Paf- 


ſage, and the military Honours allowed them; but 
Marſhal Kevenhuller inſiſts, that they ſhall either ſur- 


render themſelves Priſoners of War, or engage to 


ſerve no more againſt the Queen during the Continu- 


_ ance of the preſent War. General Bernes has ſeized 


the great Magazine which the Enemy had at Crem/- 


munter, where he made two Companies of Bavarian 


Cuiraffiers Priſoners of War ; and General Bernclau 
has got Pofſeffion of the Salt Works at Gemund, with 
the Towns of Hallſtat and 1/chel, and taken Priſon- 
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r= ers 400 Men that were in Garriſon. Mathauſen has

s | Theſe Succeſles, one may eaſily ſee, were entirely 
r owing to the French and their Allies dividing their 
r Army, and not marching in a Body to attack the 
e Enemy, which, conſidering the Difference between 
, their Troops and the Auſtrian, they ought certainly 
e |} to have done; for their Troops conſiſted all of 
0 regular well diſciplined Regiments; whereas the 


0 Auſtrian conſiſted moſtly in new raiſed Militia. 
> When theſe two Sorts of Troops engage in ſmall 
2 Parties, there is little or no Difference ; but when 
f they engage in great Armies, the diſciplined Troops 
have a great Advantage, becauſe they can eaſi- 
r ly change their Diſpoſition, and thereby make the beſt 
of all thoſe Advantages which-the Situation of the 
Ground, /and other Accidents during the Battle may 
afford them; and becauſe a great Army of Militia are 
very apt to fall into Confuſion, and more liable to be 
ſeized with a general Panic, than a great Army of re- 
gular well diſciplined Troops. For this Reaſon, the 
Army of the French and their Allies ſhould, by all 
Means, have endeavoured to bring the Auftrian

Theſe are the moſt remarkable Occurrences of a 
hoſtile Nature during this Year, and now I ſhall ob- 
ſerve, that though the Battle of Mollibitæ, between 
the Auſtrians and Pruſſiant, happened ſo early in the 
Seaſon, yet neither of the two Armies attempted any 
Thing of Conſequence during the reſt of the Seaſon, 
which was probably owing to the Negotiations car- 
rted on during the whole Summer, on one Side for

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| * reſtoring Peace between the Queen of Hungary and 
= King of Pruſſia, and on the other for engaging the 
Kings of Prufia and Poland in an Alliance with 
France and Bavaria. The Hopes of a Peace pre- 
vented the Auſtrians from endeavouring to drive the 
Pruſſians out of Sileſia, and the King of Prufgia choſe 
not to force the Auſtrians to a ſecond Battle, becauſe 
he was ſure of obtaining what he wanted, either by 
a Peace with the Queen of Hungary, or an Alliance 

with the French and Bavarians. 

, As this was his Caſe from the very. firſt Day of his 

entering Sileſa, and as it was hardly poflible, con- 

fidering how Rufia and Sweden were engaged, to 
form a ſufficient Counter-Alliance againſt France, 

Spain, Sicily, Bavaria, the Prince of Palatine, and 

Elector of Cologne : 1 fay, as it was hardly poflible to 

form ſuch an Alliance, without drawing the King of 
Prugia into it, or at leaſt preventing his engaging on 

the other Side, it is. therefore ſurpriſing, that the 

Court of Vienna, as well as the Maritime Powers, 

did not ſee, that it was abfolutely neceſſary to give 

immediate Satisfaction to his Pruſſan Majeſty, in 

order to prevent its being in the Power of France to 

attempt giving Laws to the Empire of Germany. 

Or, if the Court of Vienna was ſo blinded by its 

own Intereſt as not to ſee the Neceſſity, it is ſu r- 

priſing the Britiſb and Dutch Courts did not ſee it, 

and make a Compliance with it, the abſolute Con- 

dition of their giving or promiſing any Aſſiſtance to 

the Queen of Hungary.

had an Influence upon the Court of Great. Britain; 
and that the Dutch thought their Applications to, or 
rather their Authority with, the Court of Vienna, 


would have no Weight without the Concurrence of 


the Brit;hh Court. Nay, it was even faid, that the 
Miniſters of Hanover, vainly imagining that France 
would not oppoſe their Deſigns, or interfere in the 
Affairs of Germany, had formed a Scheme for join- 
ing with the Queen of Hungary to attack Pruffa, 
and to divide the whole or a great Part of his Domi- 
nions between them; that this Scheme was privately 
communicated to the Queen of Hungary's Miniſter 
reſiding at London, and that he communicated it to 


the Court of Vienna; but that his Miſtreſs received 


the Propoſal with Indignation, and declared, ſhe 
had no Thoughts of uſurping the Dominions of any 
other, ſhe thought only of defending her own; 


whereupon the Scheme was publickly laid before the 
Britiſh Council, and then it was there likewiſe re- 


jected with Indignation.” 


Whether there be any Truth in this Story, I ſhall 


not pretend to determine; but there are ſome public 


Facts, which are ſtrong Indications of its being ge- 
nuine. Orders were given to augment the Troops of 


Hanover ſoon after the King of Pruſſa invaded Sile/ia -

reſolved to abide by her Engagements with Relation 
to the Guaranty of the Pragmatic Sanction, and 
though the Queen of Hungary was of herſelf able to 
ſtand againſt the King of Pruſſia, and, indeed, all 
her other Enemies, if France did not interfere, yet 
both the Daniſh and Haſian Troops were taken into 
the actual Pay of Great-Britain, and ordered to hold 
themſelves in a Readineſs to march: And laſtly, 
ſioon after the Beginning of this Year, a Reſolution 
ſeems to have been formed to ſend a large Body of 
Britiſh Troops to Hanover, and ſome preparative 
Orders were actualy given for that Purpoſe. All 
= theſe Preparations were made in the Spring; but 
ſoon after the beginning of Summer, we began to 
flacken in all our Endeavours for aſſiſting the Queen 
of Hungary; and after ſne was attacked by France 
and Bavaria, that is to ſay, after ſne had moſt Need 
of our aſſiſting her, we thought no more, at leaſt 
till a Change happened in our Adminiſtration, of 
giving her any Aſſiſtance. Theſe, I ſay, are ſtrong 
Indications, that at the Beginning, and for ſome 
Time after the Beginning of the Year, we had 
ſomething in View, in which we found ourſelves dif- 
appointed, long before the Queen of Hungary was at- 
tacked by the Elector of Bavaria. 
After having given this Account of a Negotiation 
which was faid to have been ſuggeſted by the Mini- 
ſters of Hanover, 1 ſhall now proceed to give an Ac- 
count of the Negotiations afterwards carried on which 
were more publickly. avowed.

tiary, and Major General Baron Ginckel, Envoy 
extraordinary from the States General of the United 
Provinces, have repreſented to him in their Memori- 


als, dated from Bre/lau, the 8th of this Month, in 


Regard to the Affair of Siliſia, and his Differences 
with the Queen of Hungary. 

His Majeſty having demanded notliiiie ſince his 
Entrance into Silgſa, but the ſpeedy and juſt Re- 
ſtitution of the Territories withheld from his Royal 


and Electoral Houſe for almoſt a Century paſt, he 


never- was averſe to a reaſonable Accommodation 


with the Court of Vienna. 
The advantageous Propoſals made, from Time 
to Time, by his Majeſty to the Queen of Hungary 


on this Affair, are well enough known to the World, 
and ought to be deemed ſtrong Proofs of the King's 
Moderation and Love of Peace. 


e Theſe ſame Propoſals might have long fince put 


eels in a Way to e Voie theſe Differences, 
Þe but liſtened to the oice of Juſtice and 
Equity. 

But if the King has. Wen with Regret, that far 


from having the leaſt Regard for them, they were 
rejected with equal Haughtineſs and Diſdain, his 


Majeſty has ſtill this Comfort left, that the World

The Negotiations for a Peace between the Queen 


of: FEiwgary and King of Pruffa were continued 
however, during t he reſt of the Year, and coſt the 


. Britiſh Miniſter at Vienna two or three Journies to 
Silzfia, but without any Effect; and the only other 
Negotiation I think neceſſary to take Notice of, 


Was 
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the King of Pruſſia continued to act by himſelf, and 
to refuſe entering into any Concert with Frame, 
the latter took no Notice of the warlike Preparations 
carrying on in Hanover, but as ſoon as the French 
thought themſelves ſecure of Prufia, they publiſhed 
at Ratisbon the Declaration I have mentioned; and 
ſoon after, marched a great Army towards Je/{pha- 
lia, as J have before related. This Army was in 
their Route joined by a large Body of Palatine Troops, 
and by another of thoſe of Cologne, ſo that altoge- 


ther they formed a conſiderable Army; and as the 


King of Pruſſia had another conſiderable Army upon 


the other Side of the Hanover Dominions, the Mi- 


niſters of that Electorate then, when it was too late 
faw the unlucky Conſequences of having, in ſome 
Meaſure, forced the King of Pruf/ia into an Alliance 
with France. The Embarkation of the Britiſb 
Troops had been ſuſpended : Nay, even the March 
of the Daniſh and Heſſan Troops had been ſuſpend- 
ed; ſo that there was not in Hanover an Army ſuf- 
ficient to oppoſe either of the Armies then upon its 
Frontier. In theſe Circumſtances the Minifters of 
Hanover could not think of nothing but a Neutra- 
lity, and the Baron de Bardenberg was, towards the 
End of Auguſi, diſpatched away to Paris to nego- 
tiate, or, as the French Miniſter at the Hague pub- 
lickly ſaid, to beg this Neutrality ; but as the French 
were then ſoliciting the Dutch to come into a Neu- 


trality, it was neceſſary to keep this NeeGtiation a 


profound Secret, becauſe if the Dutch had accepted 
of the Neutrality offered them, it might have been 
difficult to have obtained any Sort of Neutrality for 


Hanbver, without publickly inſerting ſuch Articles 


as would have been very diſagreeable to the Britiſb 
Nation. However ſome confuſed Accounts of this

that he would conſent to give him his Vote at the next 
Election of a King of the Romans. And though af- 
ter the Concluſion of this Neutrality, there was no 
Occaſion for keeping within the Electorate the whole,

I ſhall next give a ſhort Account of the Behaviour 


of the Court of Vienna, in the melancholy Situation 
to which it had been reduced by the Death of the 
late Emperor, the Ambition of ſome of the Princes 
of Germany, and the Treachery of ſome of thoſe 


Powers, who had guarantee'd the Pragmatic Sanc- 


tion, But firſt, I muſt obſerve, that on the 13th 


of March her Hungarian Majeſty was ſafely brought 


to Bed of a Prince, who was the fame Evening 
baptized by the Name of Joſeph-Benedict-Auguſtus- 
Fohn- Anthony-Michael- Adam, the King of Poland 
and the Pope ſtanding Godfathers by their reſpective 
Proxies. This gave a new Life to her Hungarian 
Majeſty's Affairs; and the firſt Maxim which ſeems 


to have been laid down by her Court, was to throw 


aſide all partial Regard either to Papiſt or Proteſtant, 
the next was, not only to gain the Affections of 
the People, but to raiſe in them an Enthuſiaſtic Sort 
of Zeal for the Support and Defence of their Sove- 
reign. It would be endleſs to take Notice of all the 
laudable Arts they made Uſe of for this Purpoſe ; I 
ſhall take Notice only of a few of them, and the 
Event will ſhew, that they had their Effect.

The Effect of theſe Speeches and this Conduct 


was, that her Troops fought every where, not only

While her Hungarian Majeſty was. in Hungary, 
ſhe took Care to get the Duke her Husband ac- 
knowledged by the Diet as Co-Regent with her in 
the Government ; and to engage a great Number of 
the Quality to mount on Horſeback, and to march 
towards Moravia and Auſtria, but after ſhe was at - 
tacked by the French and Bavarians, and they a 
proached ſo near Vienna, it began to be doubted 
whether ſhe could remain in Safety even at Pre/- 
brurg, and the Plague having made ſome Appearance

The Cauſe of it 
was this: When Selyman the magnificent laid Siege 
to Vienna, ſeeing the People obſtinate in their De- 
fence, he intended to batter down the Steeple of 
this Church; but ſome of his Baſſa's perſuading 
him that it would be an Honour, when he had 
the City, to have ſuch a noble Pyramid in his Do- 
minions, he ſent Word into the Town, that he 
would ſpare the Steeple if they would ſet the Half 
Moon and Star upon the Top of it ; to which they 
conſented if he would ſend one to them. This be 
did, and they placed it accordingly, by this Means 
preſerving - 6, Steeple, This Siege was in 1529, 
and the Half Moon and Star remained there to the 
Siege in 1683, when the Inhabitants perceiving the 
Turks paid no Regard to it, they took it down and 
advanced the Croſs. This Steeple is computed to 
be about four hundred ſixty five Feet hig. 
The Univerſity of Vienna is far from being con- 
temptible if we conſider its Antiquity, number of 
Scholars, Courſe of Studies, with their, Accommo- 
dations, Privileges and Advancements, - It is divi- 
ded into four Claſſes, viz. Of Auſtrians, Nations 
on the Rhine, Hungarians and Saxons, which Di-

Neighbourhood ; and his Majeſty doubts not but 


that the Hungarian Miniſter at Peterſburgh will have 


Orders to employ himſelf to the ſame Effect, which 
you will preſs, if it be not already done, as a Mat- 


ter of the greateſt Uſe and Conſequence ; and you 


will likewiſe exhort them moſt earneſtly, to ſhew all 
poſſible Facilities in their Tranſactions with the 
Court of Saxony, to which Place his Majeſty has 
diſpatched Mr. Villiers with Inſtructions to gain the 
King of Poland, if poſſible, on the Side of her Hun- 


. _ garian Majeſty, and to bring him to join immedi- 


ately in concerting forthwith a proper Plan of Mea- 
ſures in Oppoſition to the King of Pruſſia. 
But as this favourable Diſpoſition, on the Part of 


the King, towards that Princeſs, may be fruſtrated 


and prove of no Uſe, unleſs ſome particular Scheme 
of employing our joint Forces he immediately a- 
greed upon, you will preſs the Court of Vienna, to 
loſe no Time in ſettling with his Majeſty and the 
States, and with ſuch other Powers as may be diſ- 
poſed to enter into ſuch a Concert, all ſuch Mea- 
ſures as may be neceſlary to be ſettled, previous to 
the Opening of the Campaign. _ 

I ſhall not enter particularly into ſeveral of the 


Points contained in your former Diſpatches, as ihey 


moſtly relate to the internal Conſtitution of the Em- 
pire, ſince you will be ſufficiently informed of the 
King's Sentiments and Intentions, concerning thoſe 
Matters, by his Majeſty's Electoral Miniſter at Vi- 
enna ; but as the King took particular Notice of 
the Account you ſent me in Cypher, in your Dif- 
patch of the 3d inſtant N. S. as the Subſtance of

the Great-Duke, as alſo of his Reſolution to fulfil 
all his Engagements in Favour of the Houſe of Au- 
ria, and has now actually taken the Danes and 
Heſſians into his Pay, and will have them in Readi- 


neſs to march for thoſe Purpoſes by the End of the 


next Month; the King, I ſay, thinks, he may 


juſtly expect from the Court of Vienna, to be fully 


and without Reſerve informed, in the utmoſt Con- 


fidence, of their real Intentions with Reſpe& to the

not only the better enabled to co-operate with them 
for compaſſing the Ends they may propoſe, but alſo 
the better to regulate the neceſſary Meafures for his 
own Security.

Purport of what goes before, without adviſing them 
one Way or other, and endeavour to obtain, as ſoon

which you will tranſmit to his Majeſty without loſs 
of Time, 

As to the next Point in your faid Letter, VIZ. 
the Election of the Emperor, I need ſay very little 
upon it, ſince Count Mein will have fully apprized 
your Court of the King's Diſpoſitions and good In- 
tentions upon that Head; nor need I enter much in- 
to that which relates to the Court of Saxony, as Mr.

of the Auſtrian Miniſters as that Prince and you 
ſhall agree upon, the Purport of the Intelligence 
that has come to his Majeſty's Knowledge, as alſo 
the King's Sentiments as to the Meaſures to be im- 
mediately entered upon by your Court, as the moſt 
proper, if not the only Means left of enabling them 
to make Head againſt the moſt imminent Danger 
They are threatened with from ſuch different Quar- 
ters. 
The Intelligence the King has received, and 
which, as I have already faid, may abſolutely be 
depended. upon, is to this Effect, That France is 
upon the Point of throwing off the Maſk, and of 
acting openly and hoſtilely againſt the Queen of 
Hungary, in Violation of the moſt ſolemn Engage- 
ments entered into by that Crown for the Support 
of the Pragmatic Sanction; and for that Purpoſe 
has already obliged herſelf, not only to fayour to 
the utmoſt of her Power the Elector of Bavaria's 
Views upon the Imperial Crown, but alſo to ſend 
0,000 of her Troops to join with thoſe of that 
Prince, in Support of his Pretenſions upon the Suc- 
ceſſion of the late Emperor; that ſhe has actually a 
Treaty on Foot, and very far advanced with the 
King of Pruſſa, by which ſhe engages to maintain 
and aſſiſt that Prince in his preſent Enterprize upon | 
Silefia, In Return for which the latter is to act in 
Concert with the Elector of Bavaria, as well for 
the Support of his Pretenſions upon the late Emper- 
or's Succeſſion, as for procuring him the Imperial 
whats ; and laſtly, that Rare is little Doubt, but

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France has conſented to give Paſſage to the Span 
Troops deſtined for the Invaſion of Italy. 

_ Having thus informed you of the Purport of what 
is come to his Majeſty's Knowledge, I ſhall proceed 
to acquaint you with his Majeſty's Sentiments, as 
to the Meaſures to be purſued in this dangerous Si- 
tuation of Affairs; but as what I ſhall now ſay to 
you upon that Subject, goes further than what was 
contained in my laſt Diſpatch, it is proper I ſhould 
firſt explain to. you the Occaſion of it's doing ſo. 
Although in my laſt Diſpatch I touched upon the 


ſeveral Advices ſet forth in this; yet as his Majeſty 


had not then ſuch explicit and certain Information 
of them as he has ſince received, the King content- 
ed himſelf with the bare mention of them only, with- 
out taking upon him to give any Advice as to the 
Conduct to be held by the Court of Vienna thereup- 
on; but as the Truth of thoſe Advices is no longer 
to be doubted of, his Majeſty out of his fincere Re- 
gard for your Court, cannot any longer diſpenſe 
with himſelf from laying, in the moſt friendly and 
cordial Manner, before them, his Sentiments upon 
that Subject, though, as I ſaid in my former Let- 
ter, without pretending in any Manner to impoſe 
them on your Court, the King being determined to 
fulfil his Engagements to them in all Events. 5 

This being premiſed, I ſhall proceed to acquaint 
you, that frequent and the moſt preſſing Inſtances 
have been continually made to his Majeſty by the 
King of Pruſſia, that the King would employ his 


Mediation and good Offices for bringing about an 


amicable Accommodation for him with the Queen 
of Hungary, upon the Foot of the Propoſals made 
for that Purpoſe by his Miniſters at the Court of 
Vienna, viz. upon the Lower Sileſia, with the Town 
of Breſſau, being left to him either by Way of Mort- 
gage or otherwiſe, in Recompence of his Pretenſi- 
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ons to ſeveral Diſtricts in that, Dutchy, for which 
he would not only engage to affiſt the Queen of 
Hungary with his whole Force, for the Preſervation 
of the reſt of the late Emperor's Succeſſion, but al- 
ſo to give his Voice and beſt Aſſiſtance to the Great 
Duke, for procuring to him the Imperial Crown, 
and be ready to enter into the ſtrifteſt Engagements 
with the ſaid Queen, the Maritime Powers, Ruha, 
and ſuch other Princes asſhould be diſpoſed ti Han- 
tain the Pragmatic Sanction in its full Extent. To 
theſe Inſtances the King has hitherto anſwered, that 
as. to the Office of Mediation he could not accept of 
it, as looking upon himſelf as a Party, from his En- 
gagements to the late Emperor, but that he would 
willingly employ his good Offices for bringing about 
an Accommodation between Princes whoſe particu- 
lar Intereſts, as well as thoſe of Eurape in general, 
required their being united. 

I need not repeat to you what the King has al- 
ready done, for putting himſelf in a Condition to 
execute his Engagements, nor the Endeavours he 
has uſed in many of the Courts of Europe to induce 
them to engage in the ſame ſalutary Meaſures with 
himſelf, as you will find the whole fully ſet forth in 
my laſt Diſpatch : All that remains therefore at pre- 
ſent is to acquaint you, that although the King has 
been hitherto far from adviſing the making any Con- 

ceſſions to the King of Prufia, whilſt there were 
any poſſible Grounds to hope to be able to reduce 
that Prince to Reaſon by forcible Means ;]yet as Ap- 
pearances are at preſent, from the Intelligences a- 
vove mentioned, his Majeſty thinks, he ſhould be 
wanting in that incere Regard and Friendſhip which 
he profeſſes to your Court, as alfo in his Concern 
for the Liberties and Balance of Power in Europe, if

contribute to the utmoſt of his Power, either by 
making Propoſals from hence to that Prince, or by 
allowing you, for the Sake of ſaving Time, to con- 


vey to him directly from Vienna whatever Inſinua- 


tions or Offers the great Duke may think adviſeable; 
and I may further acquaint you, that his Majeſty 


will in the mean while, till the Sentiments of your

The third relates to.the neceſſary Diſpatch, both -

Ne bade all the Efforts of the Queen 


of Hungary, the French carried their Point 
in the Choice of an Emperor, and the Elector of 


Bavaria, who had get himſelf to be acknowledged 


King of Bohemia, was choſen by the unanimous 
Vote of the Electoral College at Frankfort, where 
he ſwore to the Imperial Capitulation, and on the 
12th of February the Ceremony of his Coronation 
was performed. the Pope recognized him in a ſo- 
lemn Manner, and ſhortly after he eſtabliſhed a new 
Aulic Council, and ſent to the Queen of Hungary, 
for the Records and Papers belonging to that Coun- 
cil; but, as this Demand was made in a very inde- 

cent Manner, ſhe abſolutely refuſed complying 
therewith. - . 

During the Winter Seaſon even whilſt the Nego- 
tiations were carrying on, Marſhal Kevenhuller was 
not idle, but, in Conjunctian with Baron Bernclau, 
; and Land Trench, FIR Lintz, Scha, dings and 
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ſeveral other important Places, and made a great 
many French and Bavarians Priſoners. And Colo- 
nel MHentzel marched with his Detatchment even to 
Munich the Capital of Bavaria, which was ſurren- 
dered to him upon Capitulation. | 
Whilſt the Auſtrians were going on thus ſucceſs- 
fully in Bavaria, Prince Charles, who was cantoned 
in Moravia, though he had not an Army ſufficient 
to attack the Enemy in their Intrenchments, yet 
he never let them be at Eaſe, their Quarters being 
often beat up by the Auſtrian irregular Troops, ſo 
that Skirmiſhes between them happened daily,” of 
which the following ſeems the moſt worthy of No- 
tice. Prince Charles, having ordered General Phi- 
libert to. obſerve, with a Detatchment of 2000 
- Horſe and 1000 Croats, the Motions of the Saxors, 
he was informed, that there was a good Number of 
them in Wels and Oſſau, and arrived there at Break 
of Day, juſt at the Time when Coſel's Regiment 
of Foot was marching from thence. He order'd them 
to be immediately attacked by 5oo Croats under the 
Command of Lieutenant Colonel Macguire, which 
was done with ſuch, Vigour, that, after a Reſiſtance 
from the Enemy, which laſted an Hour and a Quar- 
ter, they deſeated the wholeRegiment, having kill'd 
the Lieutenant Colonel, 3 Captains, 5 Lieute- 
nants, 5 Enſigns, and 340 Men upon the Field of 
Battle.

As ſoon as Prince Charles began to move, both 
the Prufians and Saxons retired out of Moravia 


with great Precipitation, and ſuffered very great 


Loſſes in their Retreat; and, what was very extra- 
ordinary, they moved different Ways, the former 
towards Silęſia, and the latter towards Leutmaritæ in 
Bohemia. This occaſioned a Report that there was 

a Difference between them; however it was, the 


eee Army under Marſhal Brag lio was left to the 


Mercy of the. Auſtrians; but the King of. Prufja, 


having received a ſtrong Reinforcement, returned 


into Bohemia before Prince Charles could march to 
attack the French, and, being encamped about ſix 


Leagues from Zaar, the Auſtrian Army marched 
by that Paſs into Bohemia upon the ſixth of May and 
was ſoon after joined by Prince Charles, who had; up- 
on the Retreat of the Priſſans and Saxons, made a 
Tour to Vienna. From that Time the two Ar- 
mies continued marching and countermarching till 


the 17th, when they came to a general Battle near 


Cz/iaw ; of which the following Account from 
Vienna is the moſt authentic. 


May 22d, Count Efterhaſt, Adjutant General 
to Prin Charles of Lorrain, arrived at Vienna, with 
14 Standards and two Pair of Colours, taken from 
the Prufans, at the Battle of Craſtaw 3 ; the Account 
of which is as follows : 

Prince Charles of Lorrain, being on the 6th Instant 
with his Army at Renow, on this Side of the Rivu- 
let of Chrudimska, received Advice, that the Pruſ- 
ſians were making a forced March in order to reach 
CCxaslatuʒ whereupon he came to a Reſolution to 
attack them, and for that Purpoſe left the Baggage 


at Ranow. The ſame Evening he marched for 


_ Crazlaw, and arrived.there with the whole Army a- 
bout two o'Clock in the Morning. Then he be- 


gan to draw up the 5 in Order of Battle; al 
while 


while he was doing this, he received Advice, that 


the Enemy were behind the Village of Chotoxitæ, 


and that it was impoſſible for them to avoid a Battle: 
Upon this the- Prince immediately advanced in ex- 
cellent Order to attack the Enemy. | 


At half an Hour after ſeven in the Morning, the 
Auftriansbeing then within 2000 Paces of the Pru/ſ- 


frans, the latter began to cannonade them with their 


24 Pounders ; in Spite of which our firſt Line ad- 
vayced in Front. The Huſſars were detached in 
order to harafs the Enemy, but, having been repul- 
ſed, they fell back on the Body of Reſerve, and put 


it in Confuſion: And a Regiment, which covered 


our left Wing, having been routed at the ſame time 
by the Enemy, was the Occaſion of diſorderiug three 
other Regiments: However, the reſt of the Line, 
not in the leaſt diſmayed at this Piece of ill Luck, 
advanced with all the Bravery imaginable. The E- 
nemy's Left Wing made three furious Charges on 
our Right, and was repulſed each time: After 


which, our Right pierced as far as the Village of 


Chotoxitæ, where the former had a large Body oi 
Foot, which our Men attacked, ſet fire to the 


Village, and even puſhed the Enemy into theCamp. 


This Advantage, which might have been fo well 
improved, was fatal to us: Our Soldiers were fo 
greedy of Plunder, that nothing could prevail upon 


them not to touch the Baggage : Neither Entrea- 
ties nor Menaces had any Effect upon them; This 


gave the Enemy an Opportunity to look about 
them, and rally themſelves: They were even rea- 
dy to attack us in Flank, and would probably have 
done it with Succeſs, had they not been ſtopt ſhort 
by our Right Wing, which happily retreated in 


time from the Enemy's Camp. The Cavalry of 


the Left Wing, and of the Body of Reſerve, having 


drawn up in the beſt Order they could, attacked, 
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and bore down before them the Enemy's left Wings 


and purſued it through their Camp as far as Kutten- 
berg, though to little Purpoſe, the Purfuit having 
been made in Diſorder after the Manner of the 
Huſſars. 

In the mean while the Infantry of the main Body 
was engaged with that of the Enemy. We were 


attacked here three times ſucceſſively, and as often 


vigorouſly repulſed the Enemy; and, conſidering 
we were ſuſtained by no more than 400 Horſe, we 
puſhed the Enemy farther than there was Occaſion. 
The Prugian Foot, tho' repulſed, rallied every 
time, and ſtill returned to the Charge in good 
Order: Moreover, it was ſuperior in Number to 
ours, and was continually reinforced during the Ac- 
tion. So that, it being impoſſible that our Foot a- 
lone could bring Victory to our Side, Prince Charles 
put an End to the Battle, which laſted from eight 
in the Morning till- Noon. The Army retired be- 
hind the Rivulet of Czaſiawo, where it drew up again 
in Order of Battle. The Pruffans purſed us with 


their Field- Artillery, from which they made a ſmart 


Fire: Neverthele's, our Horſe and Foot reſumed 
their March in very good Order, and took the 
Rout to the Camp of Jillimow, where the Army 
had lain two Days before. . 


It is reckoned, that there were about 2000 killed 


and wounded among the Foot: It is true indeed, 


chat we ſtill miſs as many more, but, as every Hour 


brings in ſome of the Stragglers, we hope the reſt 


will ſoon j join the Army. Our Horſe have ſuſtain- 


ed but an inconſiderable Lofs, not above boo Men 


at moſt. Except what has been mentioned, con- 


cerning the plundering of the Enemy's Baggage, all 
the Troops fought with the utmoſt Intrepidity. The

cers wounded. We are perſuaded the Enemy's Ry 

Loſs is greater than ours. We took from them 14 . 
Standards, and two Pair of Colours, and upwards 
of 1000 Priſoners, among whom is Major-General 
Weraeck,' who is fince dead of his Wounds, beſides 
a Colonel, two Lieutenant- Colonels, and many o 
ther Officers, We alſo took 2000 of their Horſes ; 
from whence we conclude, that theirCavalry has ei- 
ther ſuffered extremely, or that it is in a manner 
quite ruined. Let that be as it will, it 1s certain 

that none of their Cavalry followed us in our Re- 

treat. Weloſt a few Field-Pieces, the Carriages 
having been broke, or the Horſes killed, and the 

Soldiers, who endeavoured to bring them away, hav- 
ing at laſt been obliged to leave them ia the 
Marſhes. 

From the moft impartial Accounts we 3 
had of this Battle, it is certain, that the Pruſſian 

Cavalry ſuffered exceſſively, and that, had it not 

been for the reſolute Stand made by the Pruſſian 
Foot, and the Miſbehaviour of the Auſtrian irregular 

Cavalry, who employed themſelves in plundering 
the Prufian Camp, inſtead of purſuing their Advan- 
tage, the Victory would have been entirely on the 
Side of the Auſtrians. 

Soon after this Battle of C zaſlaw, an Ke 5 
ment happened between the French under the Mar- 
ſhals Broglio and Belleifle,' and the Auſtrians under 
Prince Lobkowits, the Accounts of which are fo 
different, that it is impoſſible to know which is right. 

_ But; hon ever Side got the better in this Battle, *®K 
the Conſequence was, that the Aufirians kept Poly. 
ſeſſion of Budweis, and the French of Frauenberg YG 
and, on the 27th, Marſhal HBraglio, (Belleiſiæ bein = 
gone to the Pru/ian Camp,and from thence to Dr s-. Ml 
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den) detached Count d Aubigne and the Marquis de | 
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Villemur with a Brigade of Infantry and Cavalry, 
who took Poſleflion of Teyn, the Auſtrians retiring 
upon their Approach. As this was a Poſt of great 


Importance, the Duke de Boufflers was ſent to com- 


mand here, and the Garriſon encreaſed to 4 or 5000 


Men. But Prince Charles, coming up with his Ar- 
my, ſurprized this Poſt on the 5th of June, and 
killed or made Priſoners the greateſt Part of this Bo- 
dy of Men, the Marquis de Villemur being among 
the laſt. Upon Prince Charles's advancing, and be- 


ing joined by Prince Lobłowitx on the 6th, the 


French retreated towards Prague in different Parties, | 
and with ſuch Precipitation, that they left all their 


Magazines and Baggage behind them; and beſides, 


they loſt a great Number of Officers and Men in 


the Retreat, who were either killed or taken by the 


_ Auſtrian Hufars, their Fright being the greater be- 
_cauſe they had by this Time ſome Intimation of a 


Treaty's being near concluded between the Queen 
of Hungary and King of Prugja, ſo that they 


never. halted till they got under the Cannon of 


Prague. | 
The preliminary Articles of this Treaty were 


ſigned, at Breſlau on the 11th of June, by the Earl of 
Hyndford, the Briti/h Miniſter at the PrufgianCourt, 
in Purſuance of the full Powers he had received from 
the Queen of Hungary for that Purpoſe, and Count 
 Pegewills, his Pruffian Majeſty's Miniſter Plenipo- 


tentiary : And the Ratifications of theſe Prelimina- 


ries were exchanged on the 20th at Breſſau. 


In Purſuance of this a formal Treaty was after- 


wards drawn up, and mutually ratified; and as ſoon 


as the King of Poland had an Account 'of the Con- 


cluſion of this Treaty, he ordered his Troops in 
Bohemia to halt till further Orders; a Negotiation 


Was 
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was ſet on Foot, and a Peace concluded between 


him and the Queen of Hungary, which was pro- 


claimed at Dreſden, the 17th of September; and 


by which the Queen yielded to his Poliſh Majeſty 
ſome Places in the Circles of Elubogen, Satzer, 
Leithmaritz, and Buntzlaw, in Bohemia, in Con- 
ſideration whereof he guarantied to her the reſt of 
Bohemia. 1 75 | 
The French and Bavarians being now left to con- 
tend by themſelves alone againſt the Forces of the 
Queen of Hungary, ſuch of their Troops as were 
in Bohemia, under the Command of the Marſhals 
Broglio and Belleiſſe, thought of nothing but of for- 
tifying themſelves in their Camp .under the Walls 
of Prague, and for that Purpoſe they choſe a very 
convenient Spot of Ground in a Winding of 'the 


River Moldaw, by which their Right, Left, and 
Rear, were ſecured againſt any Attack; fo that 


they had nothing but a narrow Front to guard, 
and this was defended in Flank by the Cannon up- 
on the Ramparts of the Town, as well as by the 
Works they raiſed in Front. To give a regular 
Journal of the Siege of this City would be tedious, 
and therefore I ſhall only give vrhat was moſt re- 


markable in it. The Auſtrian Army under Prince 
Charles encamped on the Hills of Ginri/nitz, with- 
in Sight of Prague, and about a Quarter of a2 


League from it, on the 25th of June, from 


whence it marched, and encamped at H#onig- 


ſhall ; and on the 27th the Great Duke arrived in 
the Camp. As ſoon as the Au/frian Army ap- 
peared before the City, the French fent a I rum 
pet to demand a Conference, and the fame being 
granted, the Marſhal Duke de Bellzi/le, on the 
Part of the French, and Count Koio/egg, on the 
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Part of the Auftrians, met at a Place appointed 
near the Auſtrian Head Quarters, where the Mar- 
ſhal ſaid, he had Inſtructions from his Court to 
treat of a general Peace: But the Count anſwered, 
that his Sovereign, the Queen of Hungary, could | 
hearken to no Propoſals of that Kind, without firſt Þ 
acquainting her Allies, which put an End to the 
Conference. Theſe two Plenipotentiaries bad af- 
terwards ſeveral Conferences about ſurrendering the 
Place. The French offered to evacuate Prague and 
all Bohemia, the Fortreſſes of Egra and Frauen- 
berg included, provided they had Leave to march 
off with their Arms, Artillery and Baggage; but 
the Court of Vienna refuſing to grant any other 
Terms than that of ſurrendering Priſoners of War, 
the Conferences were at laſt broke entirely off, and, 
the Place being inveſted on all Sides, the Trenches 

were opened on the 28th of July. | 
The ſame Day General. Feſtititx received Orders 
to approach C Prague, with the Troops under 
his Command, in order to ftraiten the City on 
that Side. The Enemy, perceiving his Deſign, 
fallied out on the 29th at Break of Day, with two 
Regiments of Foot and ſeven of Horſe ; Of which 
Sally we had the following Account from the Au- 
Sirian Camp. The Enemy found General Fęſtititz 
with his Forces drawn up in good Order ready to re- 
ceive them, atabout a Quarter of a League's diſtance 
from the Suburbs, As that General's Troops con- 
ſiſt moſtly of Horſe, and are compoſed of Hunga- 
tian Gentlemen, who had never ſeen an Enemy in 
the Field before, his Excellency thought it neceſſa- 
ry to ride between their Ranks, to encourage them 
to behave with Vigour upon this Occaſion, - for 
their own Honour and that of their Nation. The 
French began the Attack. with extraordinary Vi- 
gour, and the Shock of their Cavalry was fo im- 
1 petuous, 
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1 petuous, that the Right Wing of the Hungarian

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Nobility of the County of Eyſenberg, was killed, 
as were ſeveral Hungarian Officers, who diſtin- 
guiſhed themſelves on this Occaſion. It is ſaid, that 
the Enemy were commanded in chief by the Duke 
ae Grammont, and that the Count de Clermont, who 
. behaved with great Intrepidity, was dangerouſly 
wounded by a Shot in the Belly. On the Zoth we 
heard a general Diſcharge of ſmall Arms in the 
Place, and in the Evening we were inform'd by 
Deſerters that the French claimed the Victory. As 
they imagined, without doubt, that General Fe/ti- 
titz would quickly take up his Quarters in the 
Suburbs, they took the moſt effectual Method that 
could be to prevent it, by burning them down to 
the Ground; and they have likewiſe reduced to 
Aſhes moſt of the Citizens Country Houſes that 
lay within a ſmall Diſtance of the Place, which 
will, no doubt, ſerve to increaſe that Good-will 
which the Inhabitants already bear them. 
On the rgth and 22d of Auguſt, the French 
made two Sallies more, of which we had the fol- 
lowing Accounts from the Auſtrian Camp: The 
17th in the Evening we began a Parallel, by way 
of Communication betwixt our two Poſts of 
the Schantz and Shilhorn. The 18th three Batteries 
were begun, one at the left of Schantz towards the 
Town, the other two beyond Shilborn, which is 
the fame with Angelique: All the three will be rea- 
dy to play after 'To-morraw. About nine at Night 
the Enemy began to fire from the Rampart upon 
our Workmen, which continued till the next Morn- 
ing. The 19th, half an Hour after three, when 
they made a Sally with five Brigades of their In- 
fantry, 16 Companies of Grenadiers, 300 Dra- 
goons, and 300 Carabineers, in all 6000 Men, 
commanded by a Marſhal de Camp, and two 
rig adiers.

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the greateſt of which attacked the Swediſh Schantz, 
where moſt of the Guard had beerr detached to 
cover the different Workmen. When we firſt 
broke Ground here, the 11th, Orders were given 
to the fartheſt advanced Poſts nat to fire upon any 
Account, but to retire as quick as poſlible, and 

acquaint the commanding Officer, if any Part of 
the Enemy advanced. This Order was tranſmitted, 
it ſeems, from the advanced Poſts to one another 
afterwards, unknown to the Officer who com- 
manded ; and therefore all that covered the new 
Battery, and were advanced before our Poſts, came 
running back full Speed into the Schantz, with the 
Enemy at their Heels, whoſe Fire upon the few 
that remained in it was the firſt Thing that alarmed 
them, who were not 200 Men; ſo that the Ene- 
my poured immediately into it to the Number of 

500 Men, and nailed four Pieces of Cannon, and 
the Mortars: Mean while moſt of the different 
Detachments, that had given Way at the firſt 
Alarm, rallied about 400 Paces behind, where there 
was. a Lieutenant-Colonel with 160 Men, and 
Juſt about Day-break marched towards the Enemy, 
who immediately gave way, and fled into the 
Foſſee of the Town without doing any other Hurt; 
a Surprize that ſucceeded extremely well with them 
at firſt, and of which they might have made a 
much better Uſe. On the Left they had the ſame 
Succeſs, but Prince Charles's Regiment, being in 
Battalion behind the Trench, chaſed them imme- 
diately out again. The Loſs at both Right and 
Left amounts to 61 killed and wounded. We 
have a Captain of Navarre Priſoner, and the Ene- 
my one of ours.

Schantz, A 
Battalion of Merci's Regiment, and the Picquets 
of the Infantry and Cavalry, were the firſt that ar- 
rived, and after a pretty warm Fire, which ba- 
lanced a little, chaſed the Enemy from the Schantæ, 
in Preſence of their Marſhal : He retired, when- 
ever they were beat, behind the Schante, from 
whence they kept firing a little till he was gone, ſor 
our Work 15 rved the Enemy, that was behind, for 
a Parapet againſt us. General Philibert, though 
he had two Horſes ſhot under him in advanc- 
ing, marched forward, in the cooleſt Manner, 
with the Cavalry, on the Left of the Infantry, till 
he brought the Noſe of his third Horſe upon the 
Retrenchment, behind which the Enemy continu- 
ed fixing. Before ſeven, the Enemy was chaſed e- 
very where into the Foſſes of the Town by half 
their Number; for, though the whole Army was 
ys hardly half the Infantry was engaged, and 


and were well ſerved.

very few of the Cavalry. Sirmay's Regiment of 
Hungarians followed the French juſt to the Edge of 


the Foſſe in the Hollow oppoſite the Centre of 


our Parallel. 


No Troops could ik better than the Auſtri- 


ans did during this whole Action, which was very 


bloody; for we loſt 800 Men, killed and wounded, 


and the Enemy about 2400. There are actually 
above 2000 wounded in the Hoſpitals of Prague, 
from this and the former Sally. The Prince de 
Deux Ponts received a Shot in his Face, from a Cap- 
tain of Staremberg's Regiment, as he was calling to 
the French to advance, and was ſeen to fall; but 
we hear ſince that the Wound was but ſlight. The 
Grand-Duke and Prince Charles diſtinguiſhed them- 


ſelves extremely during the whole Action, and the 


former eſcaped very narrowly having his Head car-

my got Lime to do was, to nail four Half-Mortars,

This Action has ſo harraſſed and diſcouraged the 
Enemy, that they do not ſeem diſpoſed to under- 
take any Thing new: Though on the 25th, St. 
Lewis's Day, in Honour of the King, they in- 


| tended to attempt a general Sally, which, as ſome 


Priſoners report, was their laſt Effort. Their De- 
ſign was to force the Head Quarters, and make 
their way through ; upon which the two Mar- 
ſhals, Belleiſie and Broglio, put themſelves at the 


Head; but on our Army's appearing, in order to re- 
ceive them, they retired into the Town without 
undertaking any Thing. The Deſertion amongſt 


: the. French was ſo great, that they began to ſuſpect 
zin the Camp, there might be ſome Deſign i in it, or 
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that they had Orders to deſert. The Lycaners have 
cut to- pieces 150 French, who were ſent out of 
Town to reconnoitre, and fince not one appears. 

Though the French had been very diligent, as long 

as they had an Opportunity, in bringing. Proviſions 
into the Town, yet by the time of the laſt Sally 
they began to be in great Scarcity. 
As the Court of Vienna inſiſted upon making the 
whole Army in Prague Priſoners of War, and as 
the French Court were reſolved to prevent this Re- 
proach upon their Arms, if poſſible, they ſent Orders 
to Marſhal Maillebois to march with his Army from 
Meſiphalia to Bohemia, in order to raiſe the Siege: 

Accordingly M. Maillebois began his March about 
the middle of Auguſt, and on the 14th of Septem- 
ber the two firſt Columns of his Army arrived at 
Amberg in the Upper Palatinate, where he was join- 
ed by the French and Bavarian Army from Bava- 
ria; and it being reſolved at the Court of Vienna, 
as ſoon as his March was heard of, that Prince Charles 
ſhould march with the greateſt Part of his Army to 
meet him, that Prince began his March on the 14th 
from Prague, and on the 22d arrived at Hayd, on 
the Frontier of Bohemia, next the Upper Palatinate, 
having left General Feſtititx, with about 18,000 
Meh, to keep the City of Prague blockaded. Near 
Hayd Prince Charles was joined by Count Khever- 
huller with the Auſtrian Army from Bavaria, who 
had followed the Imperial Army from thence cloſe 
at the Heels, till they hadgoined M. Maillebois, and 
then he turned off to join Prince Charles, fo that 
both Sides; having collected their Strength, fome 
great Event was expected. And Prince Charles had 
turned the Siege of Prague into a Blickade, and given 
the Command thereof to Prince Lobfotitæ. 

_ Whilſt the Auſtrian Army under Prince Charles

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Maillebois (Count SeckendorfF with the Imperial 


Troops having returned to Bavaria) made a Cir- 


cuit, and on the 25th of September penetrated into 
Bohemia, near Plana, where they formed their firſt 
Camp, being near that of the Auſtrians, but with 


the River Myſe between them; ſo. that a general En- 


gagement was hourly expected: But M. Maillebois, 
having Orders to avoid an Engagement, he kept 


himſelf in ſuch ſtrong Camps, and took ſuch Care 


in his Marches, that the Auſtrians could not find an 
Opportunity to attack him; and, having had an 


Account that General Feſtititx had raiſed the Block- 
cade of Prague, not having a Number of Troops 


ſufficient for continuing it, and that the Marſhals 


Broglio and Belleiſſe, with the greateſt Part of the 
Troops in Prague, had marched out, and were ar- 


rived at Leutmaritz, he decamped on the 5th of 


October in the Evening from Pramheff, where he 


had been encamped for ſome Days, and by a forced 


March arrived on the 7th near Egra. 


As ſoon as the Grand-Duke heard, that theFrench 
had marched from Prague, he detached General Sz. 
Ignon with a Body of Troops to join General Fi- 
zitz in the Circle of Satæ, in order to prevent their 
marching towards, Egra, and inſtead of following 
M. Mallebois to Egra, he turned off to the Right 
with his Army, and by an extraordinary March poſ- 
ſeſſed himſelf of the ſtrong Paſſes in the Circle of 
Satz, before M. Mallebois could come up, who had 
made a forced March from Egra as far as Kadan; 
but, when he found himſelf prevented by the Dili- 
gence of the Auſtrian Army, he was forced to give 


over his Deſign of joining M. Broglio, and returned 


with his Army firſt to Egra; and at laſt quite 


through the Upper Palatinate, and back to the Da- 
nube ; in all which March he was cloſely attended

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hen the French made theirEſcape from that City to 
5 Surpriſe of every bod YI For the Marſhal Belleiſſe, 
taking advantage of the Froſt, went outof the Town, 
on the 16th of December, with the greateſt Secreſy, 


with between 8 and oo Men, a great Number of 
Officers, and 12 Field Pieces, taking away likewiſe 


ſeveral of the Gentry and Burghers of Prague, and 


leaving behind him near 3000, who were ſick and in- 
capable of marching, he had with him only ſix Days 
Proviſion, and they were obliged to march through 
a very deep Snow repoling in the Day and marching 
all Night. Prince Lobłotwitx had not Notice of it 
till the next Day, and then purſued them with all 
his Huſſars and 4 Regiments of Horſe ; he was aſ- 
ſiſted with every Thing neceſſary for the Purſuit by 
the Country, and diſpatched his light Horſe toſeize 
upon the Defiles. After following them ſeveral 
Days, he returned to Prague and ſummoned the 


Town to ſurrender, and the ſame Day had a Con- 


ference with the Commandant M.Chevert, who in- 


ſiſted upon high Terms at firſt ; but thoſe Demands 


were refuſed,. and the Capitulation was ſigned the 
26th, upon the Foot of allowing thoſe who were a- 
ble to March, to the Number of about 1200, to re- 
tire to Egra, Ad the reſt to remain Priſoners of War. 
In Conſequence of this the Citadel was eyacuated 
on the 28th, and the Garriſon marched out on the 
2d of Fanuary. Upon the 24th the firſt and ſecond 
Columns of French Troops, under Marſhal Belleiſſe 
in Perſon, arrived at Egra, but the Inſar try cou'd 
not come up ſo ſoon, on account of the Severity of 
the Weather and the continual Harrafling of the 
Auſtrian Huſſars.

After this Prince Lobtowrtz formed the Blockade 
of Egra, and General Feſtititx was ernployed to har- 
raſs them continually, which they did with their 
Huſſars in ſuch a Manner, that from the firſt of 
November, the Number of Priſoners taken by the 
Auſtrians, not reckoning thoſe that were killed by 
the Cold, or in the Purſuit, were 4 Colonels, 3 
Lieutenant Colonels, 3 Serjeant Majors, 1 Com- 
miſſary, 65 Captains, 114 Lieutenants, 11 En- 
ſigns and Corporals and 48 58 common Soldiers. 
At the ſame Time, as the Auſtrians were then in 
quiet Poſſeſſion of the City of Prague, the Queen 


gave public Notice, that ſhe had fixed the 11th Day 
of May for receiving the Homage of the States of 


Bohemia, and the Day following, being the 12th, for 
her Majeſty's Coronation. | 


During this Interval Marſhal Kevenhuller went to 


Vienna for Inſtructions, and returned on the 10th of 


March to the Head Quarters of the Auſtrian Army, 


which was then cantoned in a Line from the Upper 
Palatinate to Paſſau, and from thence to Saltzburgh. 
On the 29th of April, the Queen of Hungary arrived 
at Prague from / ienna in 27 Hours, above 200 Eng- 
liſb Miles, and made her public Entry; the Burghers 
upon this Occaſion made a ſplendid Appearance, and 
there was a fine Fire-work played off on the oldaw 
at Night. Sometime after this Prince Charles ar- 
rived at the Army in Bavaria, which lay between

Providence. After I had taken the Meaſures, which 
I ſhall now give your Majeſty an Account of, for 


my, which remained in Winter Quarters to the 
Beginning of this Month, to march, on the 6th 
Inſtant, into the new Camp of Grigſbach, which was 
executed ſooner than was expected. I left near 
Altheim, on the other Side of the Inn, a Body of 
Obſervation, under the Command of the General of 
Horſe, Countde Hohenembs. The Camp being form- 
ed, I ſent a Detachment under Lieutenant General 
Bernclau and Count Nadaſti, to Pfarkirchen, with 
Orders to ſurprize and bring off the Partiſan la 
Croiæ with all his People, which they happily exe- 
cuted ; he, and his whole Party, conſiſting of about 
' 200 Men, having been either killed, or made Pri- 
ſoners, after ſome Reſiſtance. Thereupon the 
French, who were in Garriſon at Eggenfelden. a- 
bandoned that Place, leaving behind them ſome Ma- 
gazines of Hay and Straw, and 50 Sick. IWO 
French Regiments of Horſe, who were at Thaun, 
followed thoſe of Eggenfelden, having retreated, 


as I underſtand, towards Garghoffen and Dinkeifing, 
upon the fer. | 


After this favourable beginning, I rng towards 


Branau, in the Neighbouring of which, near Lim- 
bach, there lay a Body of Bavarians. To rout 
theſe alſo I determined to march thither the 5th, 
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with the whole Force I had aſſembled, and I came 
the ſame Evening to Abring, from whence the Ar- 
my marched the next Morning towards Branau, 
after having continued all Night under Arms. 
Vanguard, conſiſting of 2000 Horſe and 19 Com- 
panies of Grenadiers. was under the Command of 
Lieutenant General Berlichingen, Major General 
Plaz, Colonel T; zerheim, a Lieutenant Colonel, and 
two Majors. I bad given them Orders to attack 
the Church of Erlach, which was defended by a 
double Palifadoe, and Chevaux de Frige, and to 
carry it if poſſible by Aſſault, - General Berlichin- 
55 had begun to rs theſe Orders in Execution, 


ving for that Purpoſe placed his Horſe on the 


Right of .the Church, and his Foot on the Left. 
But as it was found ſo ſtrongly intrenched, and the 
Approaches to it embaraſſed with hewn Trees; and, 

as the Enemy had ſtill a Communication with it "I 
hind from their Camp, and the Town of Branau, 
from whence they continually ſent freſh Men, hav- 
ing increaſed the Number of the Garriſon from 100, 
which it was at firſt, to 300, ſo that it could not be 
ſtormed without a confiderable Loſs, it was neceſ- 
fary to bring up four Field-pieces, which played up- 
on the Church with good Succeſs, whilſt the Gre- 
nadiers were making themfelves Maſters of the 
neighbouringHouſes. e being ordered 
to the Right, ſerv'd-not only to cut "off the Com- 
munication with the Enemy, but to. attack them too, 
I ſummoned the Garriſon to attack them too, 
I ſummoned the Garriſon to ſurrender themſelves Pri- 
ſoners of War, which they did to the Number of 
280 Men, and their Officers fay that they bad a- 
bove 30 killed. At the fame Time Iwas making 


Diſpoſitions for attacking the Enemy's Camp near 
Limbach, which lay behind a large and deep Ditch, 


chro- which there run 2 Rivulet, which made tbe

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Ground marſhy about it, and which could not be 


paſſed without a Bridge: Beſides, that their Camp 


"elf was in other reſpects ſo well ſituated, that all 
the General Officers agreed, they had never ſeen ſo 


ſtrong an one, it being, beſides the Ditch above- 


mentioned, ſecured by Ravelins, and the Avenues 
to it that Way made impaſlable. Hower, an At- 
tempt was made to attack the Enemy in Front, and 
the Cavalry expoſed themſelves for that Purpoſe ſome 
Time to the Firę of their Artillery. But, having 


found the Undertaking impoſſible, I refolved to ſend | 


General Berlichingen round about to poſſeſs the E- 
minencies on the Right, which coſt ſo much Time 
and Labour, that I had hardly any hopes left of 
coming at the Enemy for that Day. The Poſition 
of their Horſe and Foot varied according to the 


Ground, and to the Motions made on our Side. 


General Mlinuxzi, who commanded them in Chief, 
having ſhewed his Skill in taking all Advantages, I 


Was obliged to think of new Meaſures for facilitating, : 


our Attack. 

Accordingly, after taking the Church, as above, 
I detached General Berlichingen with 2000 Horſe, 
and Count Plaz with nine Companies of Grena- 
diers, a great Way round by the Mountains, to 
endeavour to get over the deep Ditch which. went 
farinto the Country, and I placed, in a Mill on the 


left, Colonel Tierheim, with fix Companies, of Gre- 
I nadiers and 150 Croats: I likewiſe poſted Major 


General St. Ignon, with a Body of Horſe and two 
Companies of Grenadiers, on the ſame Side with 
General Berlichingen. The Huffars under General 
Nadafti (who came back very Juckily at that Time 
from the Expedition above-mentioned) I divided in- 


to two Bodies, and poſted the firſt towards the two 


Cannons of General St. Ignon's Corps, that they 
might pal the Ditch, which Was in that Part not 
ls

ſo ſteep, and the other more to the left. In the 
mean while Count Berlichingen appeared upon the 
Hills, and Count Nada/ti having paſſed the Ditch 
with great Labour, and the Enemy preparing to 
repulſe him, Berlichingen advanced, and  Nada/!: 
fell upon the Enemy in Front and Flank, which 
put them to Flight, both their Horſe and Foot be- 
ing overthrown. General Berlichingen purſued 
them, and the Generals Lucheſe and Secbellony ſhew- 
ed great Valour upon this Occaſion. By this Time 
three more of our Regiments of Foot had paſſed the 
Ditch, and joined in the Purſuit of the Enemy, 
whoſe Infantry was very much galled by the Fire 
which Colonel Count Tierheim made upon them by 
his Muſketeers from the Mill. While this was do- 
ing, your Majeſty's whole Infantry paſſed the Ditch, 
and formed itſelf in half an Hour's Time on the o- 
ther ſide. Colonel Tierbeim purſued the Enemy to 
the Bridge of Branau, where the Garriſon, fearing 
our Men would enter together with their own, ſhut 
up the great Gate, and left only the Wicket open. 
But your Majeſty's Troops had ſurrounded the Ene- 
my from the Eminences to the Bridge, and killed, 
wounded, or taken. Priſoners, a good Number of 
Officers and Soldiers. However, a cofiderable Part 
of their Horſe, as well as Foot, got into the Town 
at the beginning of the Action; but after the ſhutting 
up of the great Gate, and our Men being ſo near 
it, General Berlichingen drove a great many into the 
Inn, which ſome ſwam over, others endeavoured to 
paſs, by laying hold of the Pails of the Horſes, but few 
eſcaped that Way, and a great Number of their Troo- 

ers periſhed miſerably in the River. General Na- 
daſti continued the Purſuit towards Markel till late 
at Night. Your Majeſty's Troops have taken Pri- 
ſoners in this Action, Count {;nzz; General of the 
Artillery, and the Enemy's Commander in Cheif, the

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Generals Preifing and Gabrieli, which laft has a ve- 


ry bad Wound in the Face, many other Field Offi- 
cers, and a good Number of Soldiers, of which I 
ſhall ſend a Liſt when they are all brought in. It is 


impoſſible as yet to know the exact Number of the 


Slain, a great Quantity have been already found, 
without reckoning the drowned. We have taken 


ſome Standards, and the Enemy's Cannon. 
In a Word, the Victory is compleat, The King 


of Sweden's Regiment, and that of Grabrieli Dra- 


goons, came up but at five in the Evening to the 
Aſſiſtance of the others: The Colonel of the former 
is taken Priſoner, and owns that his Regiment is 
entirely ruined. Your Majeſty's Army is now en- 
camped upon the ſame Ground where the Enem 
was encamped before, and have ſuſtained but a ve- 
ry ſmall Loſs, the dead and wounded together not 
exceeding 100 Men, amongft which are two Cor- 
nets, two Lieutenants, and an Enfign. 

All the General Officers, (amongſt whom Ma- 


jor General Count Konrg/egg, had a Horſe ſhot un- 
der him, and received a ſlight Wound by the Fall) 


Officers and Soldiers, ſhewed extraordinary Zeal 


and Bravery, and the new Recruits behaved with 
Reſolution. 


Major General Brethach attacked by my Order 
a Caſtle called Stubenberg, where was a Garriſon of 
the Enemy, which made an obſtinate Deſence, but 


were obliged to ſurrender Priſoners of War upon the 


"coming up of General Bernclau, who was return- 
ing from his Expedition to Pfarkirchen. 


had ordered General Hohenembs to advance with 


his Body of Obſervation, in Proportion as I ſhoutd 
draw near to Braunau. He executed his Orders, 
and I ſent him immediate Advice of our Succeſs, 


with Directions to advance towards Braunau, with 
Orders to interCept thoſe that fled that Way. For 


this 
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this Purpoſe he detached General Baronay in the 
Night with 800 Huſſars and as many Croates, who 


made themſelves Maſters of the Convent of Ranz- 


hoffen; but this could not be done till after Mid- 


night, as the Meſſenger I had ſent was obliged to go 


a good Way about to paſs the Inn, ſo that the Ene- 

my's Cavalry, having again left Braunau, paſſed at 
eleven at Night by Ranzhoffen towards Burghan- 
ſen : The Remainder of their Troops continues ſtil! 
ſhut up in Braunau. 

Upon Occaſion of Singing the Te Deum to- -day 
for this Victory, I made a full Diſcharge of our Ar- 
tillery towards the Town, and we continue throw- 
ing Bombs into it. The Priſoners I have ſent into 


Upper Auſtria, till your Majeſty's further Com- 


mands, being the beſt Officers belonging to the 
Enemy. I ſend the Count de Lucheſe with this Re- 
lation, who will have the Honour of giving your 


Majeſty a farther Account of all Particulars by | 


Word of Mouth. 
The Priſoners taken in this Action were the Ge- 
a Minuzzi, Preiſing, and Gabrteli. Colonel 
Meiſſenberg, and two other Haſtan Colonels. Co- 
—f— Meiners, and 1200 Soldiers, and by the Ge- 
nerals B:rnclau, Nadaſti and Hohenebs, the follow- 
ing Days, were brought in 982 more Priſoners, a- 
mongſt which laſt was the famous Feniſean La 
Croix. 
Aſter this memorable Defeat, the Deſertion among 
the French encreaſed very conſiderably, and the Re- 
mains of the Imperial Army aſſembled at Munich, 


under Count Seckendorf. Prince Charles, in return- 
ing from Branau, arrived at Eggenfellen, where 


the French had had a conſiderable Quarter all the 
Winter; and had ſo miſerably reduced the Country 
that he found only thirty Inhabitants alive; for the 


French deſtroy ed all the Subſiſtence in this unfortu- 


nate 
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nate Country, as Want and Diſtempers did moft of 
the Inhabitants. Prince Charles willing, like a 
prudent General,to improve all Advantages, purſued 
the French with the greateſt Diligence ; having re- 
ceived Advice from Jieſpach, that a Body of their 
Troops, conſiſting of between 5 and 6000 Men, 


were at Dingelfing on the Iſer, he detatched Ge- 


neral Daun with a Body of Grenadiers Horſe and 


Croats, and ſome Haubitz with Orders to attack 


them, whilſthe followed with the reſt of the Army. 
Upon the General's Approach to the Town, he 
ſummoned the French to ſurrender, which they re- 
fuſing, he fired upon the Town with his Haubitz, 
and ſoon after ſeveral Houſes appeared to be in 
Flames; whereupon the Grenadiers and Croats 
ſcaled the Town and entered it Sword in Hand. 
The Freuch were in the utmoſt Confuſion, and re- 
tired with great Precipitation ; but before they could 
burn the Bridge upon the I/ er, the Auſtrians found 
Means to kill and deſtroy about 700 of them, part 
by the Sword, and part by puſhing them into. the 


River. As ſoon as the Auſtrians had got Poſſeſſion 


of this Town, Prince Charles detatched General 
Daun to Landau, to attack the French that were 
there, who were augmented by part of the Gar- 
riſon of Dingelſing, and he himſelf followed at 3 
o'Clock the next Morning. Upon their Approach, 


Prince Charles ſummoned the French to ſurrender, 


which they refuſed ; whereupon he got every Thing 
in Readineſs to attack the Place Sword in Hand; 
and the Petards were fixing, when ſuddenly the 
French Garriſon ſet fire to the Town, and retired 
in great Confuſion ; having alſo burned the Bridge. 
When the Auſtrians got into the Town, they found 
only one Houſe and the Church ſtanding, all the reſt 
being conſumed, and the Inhabitants were in ſuch

to them ; for the French had plundered it for two 
Days ſucceſſively, and had not left the leaſt Thing of 
Value in it. From hence the Prince purſued his 
March to Ober-Pherring, in order to approach the 
Danube, to keep that River clear, and preſerve a 
Communication with Prince Lobkhowtts. 

From Landau the Prince marched to attack Dect- 


endirf, a ftrong Poſt, which was defended by the 


Prince of Conti, and where, during the Winter, 
the French had made ſeven fortified Redoubts round 
it, and had double paliſadoed it, and made new Works 
about the Town, which had before a double Ditch 
and a Wall: The Prince having drawn near the 
Danube, and laid a Bridge over it at Nieder Altac, 
a Detachment of all the Crenadjers of the firſt Line, 
FYaldect's Regiment of Foot, a Battalion of young 
Kong ſeeg, Bathiani's Regiment of Diagoons, and 
1000 Horſe extraordinary, under the Command of 


General Brown were ordered to the Attack. They 


paſſed that Day in making Fafcines and proper Diſ- 
poſitions, and the next they began to batter the Re- 
doubts with Succeſs. When a ſufficient Number of 


Paliſadoes were beaten down, eight Companies of 


Grenadiers were put in order to ſtorm the Redoubt 
on the Right, under the Directions of General 
Aarejhal, and commanded by Colonel Witti. Nine 


Companies were ordered in like manner to ſtorm 


the Redoubt on the Left, under the Direction of 
General Brown and in Preſence of Marſhal Kheven- 
huller. Juſt as the Auſtrians were going to attack 
them, the French retired into two other Redoubts 
which they had behind, and were purſued thither 


with (:.ca Speed, that they fled into the Town, a- 


bandoning ſeveral well fortined Poſts. The Au/?r:- 


aus brought their Cannon over Hills ſeemingly im- 
practicable, which gave them Command, with thei! 


Fire, of 15 or 16 Regiments which were poſted 
1 tie Plain, and covered by Numbers of Ditches, 
| Ooſtres, 
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Coftres, and other ſtrong Securities; but this Corps 


was ſoon put into Confuſion, and obliged to retire 


after the reſt. The Loſs of the French amounted - 


to about 500 killed and taken Priſoners, beſides a 
great Number wounded which they carried off; 
Prince Charles's was not above 150 killed and 
wounded. "The unfortunate Town of Dechender 


was ſet on Fire during the Attack, by which half 


the Town and all the Suburbs were conſumed and 
plundered. 


'Fo improve this Victory, Prince ch imme- 


diately detached General Baronai with a Body of 


Huſſars, who attacked the Head of the Bridge at 
Straubing, and marched from thence toStad-am-he/7, 
and the Prince himſelf with the whole Army cloſe- 


ly purſued the French, who flew every where before 


him. In the Attack at Deckendorf, the greateſt 
Part of the Prince of Cunti's Baggage was taken, 
which Prince Charles very generouſly reſtored to 
him; The French run from Pest to Pot with the 

e Precipit- ard Conſter maren, ard it vs $ 
a diſmal SpeQacle, to ſee the Sick and Woundet for- 
ced to travel in the Heat of the Dav, many of them 
dying upon the Road,and even thoſe who were beſt 
off, beingexceflively fatigued. Prince Charlis leſt ſome 
Troops to block up Straubingen as he had done be- 
fore at Branau, being reſolved not to hazard one 
Man before thoſe Places, which muſt fall of Courſe, 
but to look out after the Enemy. Whilſt the French, 
under Marſhal Breglio and Prince Conti, were fly ing 
thus beſore Prince} varles,the Battle of Dettingen wes 
fought between the allied Army, and the French: un- 
der Marſhal Noailles ; after which his Britennic Ma- 


jeſty took up his Head Quarters at Hanau, and 


Prince Charles, being deſirous of having an Inter- 


view With one who had ſhewn himſelf fo ſtrenuouſly 


e to the Queen of Hungary, went there ac- 
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companied by Marſhal Khenenhbuller, Prince E- 


frerhaſi and M. Maſner. He arrived at Ha- 


nau July the 15th about two in the Afternoon; 
bis Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumberland 
immediately ſent a Meſſage to compliment him 
thereupon, which the Prince returned by Lieu- 
tenant General Brown. Then the Nobility and 
General Officers paid their Compliments to his 
Highneſs bed the ſame Occaſion ; and about ſe- 
ven he went to the Palace in the Old City to wait 
upon the King, and was introduced to his Majeſty 
by the Right Honourable the Earl of Holderneſs, the 
Lord of the Bed-chamber in waiting. His High- 
neſs was received by his Majeſty in the moſt graci- 
ous Manner, and ſtaid at Court till about half an 
Hour paſt Eight, and then returned, accompanied 
by his Excellency the Earl of Stair and Mar- 
Mal Khevenhuller, The next Day about five in 
the Afternoon, the King, accompained by Prince 
Charles, Princes William, George, and PFrode- 


rick of Heſſe, Field Marſhals Stair, Rhevenhuller, 


Neipperg, and Prince E/terhaſi, and the greateſt 
Part of the Generals of the combined Army, to- 
gether with ſeveral of the Nobility, and other Per- 


ons of Diſtinction, went from thence to the Camp, 


where the whole Army was drawn up at the Head 
of the reſpective Lines, and rode from the Left of 
the Front Line to the Rigitt, and then to the Right 
of the Second Line, and paſſed on to the Left of the 


ſame ; when, after having reviewed the Whole, he 


returned with his Majeſty to the Caſtle, and expreſſed 
his entire Satisfaction at the fine Appearance they 
made, as did alſo the ſeveral Perſons of Diſtinction 
above mentioned. Prince Charles dined with the 
King that Day, and, having taken Leave of his 
Majeſty about four, ſet out for the Auſtrian 
| | | Army, 
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Army, then encamped in the Margraviat of Dour” 
lach. | 

Prince Charles ſtaid at Hanan till the 29th, and 
arrived at the Army under his Command, the next 
Evening; his Highneſs gave immediate Orders, that 


the Forces ſhould hold themſelves in Readineſs to 


march upon the firſt Notice, which they did, two 
Days after, towards the Rhine in three Columns, 
each conſiſting of 20,000 Men; and on the 12th 
of Augu/t following 1500 Huſſars, Croats and Pan- 
dours actually croſſed the River, and made them- 
ſeives Maſters of a Magazine near Oppenheim, be- 
longing to Marſhal Noazlles's Army, carried off 
300 Sacks of Meal, and deſtroyed the reſt. 
Colonel Trench, with his Pandours, laid fome 
Villages in Alſace under Contribution, and burnt 
forme others. He paſſed the Rhine with thirty Pan- 
dours and two Pieces of Cannon in ſmall Boats, and 
ſummoned the Town of new Briſac to ſurrender; 
whereupon the Governour fent out a Battalion a- 
gainſt him, and the Pandours drawing themſelves 
up in Order of Battle, received the French Fire ly- 
ing on their Bellies, and after, having returned it, 
fell upon them Sword in Hand, and drove them in- 


to the Town, They took under the Ramparts 40 


Oxen, and put them into their Boats, three of them 
jump'd into the River, but three Pandours ſwam 
after them, and brought them with the reſt to the 
Army. Sometime after Colonel Trenck paſſed the 
Rhine again with 130 Pandours, and met 80 
French Horſe, of which he killed 72, and carried 
off a Standard and a good Convoy of Proviſions. 
Prince Charles did every thing that the moſt ex- 
perienced General coued, to paſs the Nhine this 
Campaign, but all his Attempts proved unſucceſs- 
ful; Five Companies of Grenadiers under the 
Command of the Prince of 7/aldech, who had ac- 
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tually taken Poſt on the French Side, were repulſed 
by M. Belincourt, and the greater Part of them killed, 
drowned, or taken Priſoners ; tho' the French loſt 
near 700 Men in the Action. However, Ingolſtadt 
and £gra were ſurrendered to the Auſtrians, and 
the Queen of Hungary ſeemed to be driving her E- 
nemies before her every where. But the rigorous 
Seaſon approaching, the Army was obliged to go in- 
to Winter Quarters, and Prince Charles having al- 
lotted their ſeveral Cantonments, he left the Prince 
of FYaldeck in the Head Quarters at Hochſtatt, and 
returned to Vienna, where he was moſt affectionate- 
ly received by the Queen, who in Return of his 


faithful and important Services, propoſed a Mar- 


riage between Him and the moſt ſerene Arch-du- 
cheſs, Mary Ann, her Siſter 3 and on the 7th of Fa- 
nuary their Nuptials were celebrated in the Auguſtine 
Church adjoining to the Court, The Prince cloath- 
ed in a Kind of Spaniſb Dreſs, with a Mantle all of 
Cloth of Silver, and accompanied by all the Knights 
of the Golden Fleece, and Miniſters of State, with 
large Number of Chamberlains, and others of the 


Nobility, walked in Proceſſion to the Church. Next 


followed the Great-duke in a Dreſs of Cloth of 


Gold, and then the Queen, leading the Arch-du- 


chefs. In this Manner they proceeded to Church 
thro* an incredible Croud of People, and after the 
Ceremony, which laſted about half an Hour, re- 
turned in the ſame Order. The next Day there 
was a very grand Opera at Court in the old Imperial 
Taſte, and at Night a Ball. On Sunday there was 
a Maſquerade in the Riding-houſe, which was iilu- 
minated with 6000 Wax Lights. On this Occa- 
fion ſixteen Knights of the Order of the golden 


Fleece were ce 


In the midſt of their Rejoicing on this happy Oc- 


cCaſion, the Court felt a ſudden Shock in the Death 


of 
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Marſhal Khevenhuller, who died of a Spitting of 
Blood and Inflammation after an Illneſs of ten Days, 
much regretted by every body, being beloved by the 
Court, the People, and the Army. Prince Cherles 
was ſenſibly affected with his Loſs, but bore it with 
that Heroiſm and Prudence which ſo eminently. di- 
ftingutſh him above others. His Grief for the 
Death of ſo dear a Friend, and the Charms of a 
young beauteous Bride, could not make him forget 
the Duty he owed his Country; he applied himſelf 
diligently to improve and augment the Queen's Ar- 


my, and, after having received the Compliments of 


the Nobility, Courts, Sc. of Vienna. He ſet out 


with his Bride for Bruſſels, where great Preparati- 
ons were making for their Inauguration as Gover- 
nours of the Netherlands. It is impoſſible to expreſs 
the Tranſport, that appeared in the Countenances of 
the Inhabitants, of all the Towns, through which 
this illuſtrious Pair went; they were eſccrted into 
Bruſſels by the Engliſh Regiment of Horſe Guards, 
blue, and the Concourſe was fo great at their Inau- 
guration, that ſeveral Perſons were unfortubugery 
trampled to Death. 

After the Ceremeny was over, Prince Charles ſet 


out for the Army on the Rhine, and, on the 20th 


of May following, the Queen of Hungary made a 
formal Declaration of War againſt France and all 
her Adherents. Her Army, which then lay near 
Hailbron, and conſiſted of 72,000 effective Men, 
received the Prince with ſuch Marks of Eſteem, 
as amounted to little Jeſs than Adoration. At the 
Head of this fine Army, his Deſign wes to begin 
the Campaign by paſſing the Rhine, and carrying 
the War into the Dominions of France, in Return 
for the many Devaſtations they had committed in 
Germany; but, feveral Accidents intervenit: "Bo. be 


could not effect | it till the beginning of Jay; 1 
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his ſerene Highneſs, having greatly deceived the 
French, by making a Feint to paſs the Rhine at Stock- 
fladt, where they erected ſeveral Works to oppoſe 
him, and aſſembled the Bulk of their Army. Ihe 
hrft of 7uly the Cannonading on both Sides began 
very briſkly. The econd towards Midnight, his 
ſerene Highneſs cauſed 4000 Croats and Pandours 
to paſs at Wallf in the Rhingau : As at the ſame 
Time ſeveral thouſand Croats, under Colonel 
Trench, did about a Quarter of a Mile from Mentx, 
and attacked a Body of French Huſſars at Wiſenau 
and put them to Flight. They likewiſe took ſeven 
Cannon, belonging to the Director of the Poſts. of 
Mniz from the Side of the Ifland, where the 
French had begun to ereCt a Battery. The 3d of 
July, at four in the Morning, they began to lay 
the Bridges near the Chartreuſe, which were com- 
pleated by two in the Afternoon, and General 
Bernclau's' Corps, conſiſting of 25,coo Men, 
paſſed the Rhine upon them the ſame Day, and con- 
tinued their March as far as Dinheim. Two thou- 
fand Croats paſſed at the ſame Time at Oppenheim, 
the French having fled and abandoned their Maga- 
zine and ſome Cannon, which they had there. An- 
other Body paſſed at Gern/heim, another at Leſſen, 
and his ſerene Highneſs Prince Charles, near Phi- 
lipſbourg, to Germerſheim. 

His ſerene Highneſs, who knew how to improve 
an Advantage as well as gain it, immediately de- 
tached Count Nada/ii to make himſelf Maſter of 
the Town and Lines of Lauterbourg. This Ge- 
neral having ſummoned the Town to ſurrender, 
which the Commandant refuling, he demanded of 
his Highneſs ſome Cannon and. a Reinforcement, 
without which he could not fucceed in taking the 
Lines: Upen which his Highneſs preſently ſent him 
the Prince of — and General Preiſing 
with 
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with four Regiments of Foot and three of Horſe and 
marched with them himſelf; but they were ſcarce 
got half Way, when the Town demanded to capi- 
tulate. This Poſt being of great Conſequence, his 
Highneſs ordered that the Capitulation ſhould be 
granted without ſtanding upon Trifles, and it was 
accordingly ſigned, though the Garriſon conſiſted of 
1700 Men, and might have held out at leaſt ten 
Days. As ſoon as his Highneſs arrived at Lauter- 
bourg, he reinforced the 200 Men of the Regiment 
of Forgatſch, which General Nada/ti had ordered to 
enter into it, to the Number of Boo ; and, hear- 
ing that the Enemy was in March to gain the Lines 
on the Side of Werffenbourg, he detached General 
Nadaſti towards that Town. His Highneſs being 
returned about nine at Night to the Army, Advice 
came that the main Body of the French and Bava- 
rians was ranged in Order of Battle behind a Wood, 
which the 4u/?rians had in Front; and, as it was 
then duſkiſh, his Highneſs ſent out Patroles on every 
Side to obſerve what paſſed; but, they not return- 
ing till ſix in the Morning, the Army could not 
march till eight. Marching towards Lauterbourg 
the Prince received. Advice, that General Nadaſti 
had taken Poſſeſſion of Wei ſſenbourg, the Garriſon 
of which had ſurrendered Priſoners of War in ſight 
of the advanced Guard of the Enemy, which Ge- 
neral Nadaſti had juſt beaten; but this General, 
giving Notice at the ſame Time, that the whole 
Army was preparing to pour in upon him, and that 
he could not keep his Poſt long, his Highneſs ſent 
immediate Orders for the French Garriſon of Weiſ⸗ 
ſenbourò to march out; and, having made them lay 
down their Arms, he cauſed the atoreſaid four Re- 
giments of Infantry to enter into the Place, in order 
to ſupport General Nadaſti till the Army had paſſed 
the Lines: At the ſame Time he ordered four Re- 
giments 
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giments of Cavalry to advance, and haſtened the 
March of the Army, ezpprehenaing that the French, 


coming to puſh General Nada/ti, might get into his 


Lines, and hinder the Paſſage of his Men. In leſs 
than an Hour the Infantry came up, and the whole 
Army filed off immediately. When it was formed, 

he ſent Orders to General Nada/ii to abandon 


| Meiſſenbourg, and detached 500 > Horſe to 


facilitate his Retreat, which he executed with his 


whole Corps, excepting one Battalion of the Regi- 
ment of Forgatſch, which, notwithſtanding every 


Thing that could be ſaid, would not quit their Poſt, 
in which they Rh at themſelves till nine at 


Night, when the French retook the Town after ha- 


ing aſſaulted it three ſeveral Times. The whole 


Corps under General Nadaſſi performed Wonders; 


for, with 6900 Men, he held out the whole Day 
againſt 40,000, and gave tne Army Time to eſta- 
bliſh them! ſelves in the Lines. The French and Ba- 
warians had above 2000 Men killed, belides. great 
Numbers: wounded and taken dee In the 
mean Time General Bernclau, on his March to 


join Prince Charles, ſeized ſeveral Magazines; and 


bis Avant Guard, under the Cammiand of Prince 


Eflerbaſſ, defeated two Regiments of French Horſe 
on the Side of Spire; and, from the Commencement 


of Prince Charles's Operations on the Rhine, upon 


a moderate Computation, the” Loſs of the French, 


reckoning the Killed, Wounded, and . | 


amounted to upwards. of 9009 Men, From Lau- 
terbourg, Prince Charles purſued the French to Ha- 
genau, and, by taking that Place, not only made him- 


ſelf Maſter of all the Lower Alſatia, but was in a 


Situation to prevent the Junction of any Succours, 
which might be ſent to Marſhal Co7gn 3 whilſt both 
the V. rauche Comte and Part of Burgundy were laid 


open to the Incurſions of the Auſtrian Hula; and 


by 
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by the iſt of Augiſt bis Highneſs was in Poſſeſſion 
of Sabern, and the Paſſes of Phaltbourg, from 
whence he obliged the Duke of Harcourt to retire 


with his Detachment of 6000 Men. He next took 
Landau; and vas preparing to {it down before 
Fort Louis. 

Whilſt Prince Charles was thus ſucceſsfully pur- 
ſuing the common Enemy of Europe, they, ac- 
cording to their uſual Cuſtom, finding themſelves 
unable to ſtop the Rapidity of his Conqueſts by 


open Force, had recourſe to their Arts of In- 


trigue and Cunning, and prevailed upon the waver- 
— ing Temper of the inconſtant King of Pruſſia to 
draw back Prince Charles, by entering Bohemia and 
Moravia, with a large Army, which this haſty Mo- 
narch did; and ſhortly after 2 iſhed a long Mani- 
feſto, in which; amonęſt other Things he declared, 
that he had no particular Diſpute with the Queen of 
Hungary, that he deſired Nothing for himſelf ; and 
entered into War no otherwiſe than in Quality of 
an Auxiliary to the Emperor. Notwithſtanding this 
it was eaſy to perceive, that he had further Views 
by the vigorous Means he uſed, and attacking the 
Queen's Dominions in ſeveral Places at once, On 
the 2oth of Auguſt, Prince Charles, having re- 
ceived Advice, that 16,000 of the Pruſſian Troops 
bad actually entered Behemia, through the County 
of Glatz, and that"the reſt, amounting in the whole 
to the Number of 80,c00, were in March through 
Saxony and Luſatia, his Highneſs called a grand 
Council of War, at which the Marſhals, the Ge- 
nerals of Horſe and Foot, and all the Lieutenants- 
General of the Army aſſiſted; when he acquainted 
them with his Intelligence, with the Treaty of 
Francfort, and that the Corps under Marſhal Seck- 
endorff, with all the German Regiments in the French 
Lervice, were to paſs the Rhine to join the Pala- 
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tine, Heſſian, and other Troops of the Confederate 
Princes, to deſtroy their Bridges, to cut off all their 
Communication with Germany, and prevent their 
ſending any Aſſiſtance to the Queen's hereditary 
Countries : He then demanded the Opinion of each 
of them what was to be done in theſe Circumſtances, 
They were all unanimous, that it was abſolutely - 
neceſſary, to prevent Marſhal Sgctendorff, and to re- 
paſs the Rhine without Loſs of Time, many of them 
even declaring, that as a Battle crowned with Suc- 
ceſs mult alſo be attended with the Loſs of many 
Men, it would be weakening themſelves without 
any real Advantage, ſince even a Victory could not 
prevent their being obliged to repaſs the Rhine for 
the Preſervation of the hereditary Countries, and 
her Majeſty's Crown, the Army under General 
Bathiani not being ſufficient to make Head againſt 
the numerous Forces of the King of Pruſſia. The 
Prince notwithſtanding this Unenimity of Opinions, 
Judging, by the Motions of the French that their 
Detign was to attack him, kept his Ground all that 
Day, as alſo the 22d and 23d, and put his Troops 
in Order of Battle, in Hopes of bringing them to 

an Engagement; but, finding at laſt that they de- 
7 it, in order to purſue the Project of Count 
Sucſendor F s Paſſage, he determined, after having 
ſent all the Baggage and Equipages over the Rhine, 


to repaſs that River upon the 23d at Night : For 


this Purpoſe be marched towards Benbeim, where, 

at Sun-ſet all the Cavalry paſted over the Bridges 
without any Confuſion, and in the beſt Order poſſi- 
ble. The Infantry being drawn up in a Square, in 
order to face the Enemy on all Sides, followed the 
Cavalry, and was followed by the rear Guard con- 
fiſting of all the Grenadiers of the Army and the 
Pandours, under the Command of Lieutenant-Ge- 


2 , 1 Count Daun, who conducted them with his 
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uſual Prudence and Courage. The Enemy attacked 
the Rear with great Fury; but Count Daun re- 
ceived them with a general Diſcharge of all the Gre- 
nadiers, which brought down 3 or 400 of them, 
and the French did not make any farther Attempt 
to follow them; ſo that the whole Army engamped 
the 24th at Otterdarff, where they fixed their head 
Quarters for the preſent. Thus Prince Charles re- 
paſſed the Rhine, without loſing quite 200 Men, or 
leaving ſo much as a Sutler's Cart behind him. A 
| Retreat as glorious for this great Prince as the firſt 
Paſſage, ſince the united Forces under Noailles, 

Caigny, and Seckendorff were obliged to remain quiet 
Spectators of it without being able either to embarraſs 
or prevent it ; by theſe Means he got between Count, 
SeckendorfF and the Pruſſſans, and was at Hand to 
fend General Bathian: what Reinforcements ſhould 
be judged neceſſary. 

Upon the King of Pruſſia's entering Bohemia, the 
Queen of Hungary applied to the Saxons for the Suc- 
cours which they had agreed to furniſh her with; 
and accordingly they began to aſſemble their Troops 
upon the Frontiers. Prince Charles purſued his 
March to Donawert, and, though the French paſſed 
the Rhine, and pretended to follow him, he neither 
haſtened nor ſlackened his Pace, ſo that finding him 
prepared for them, they quitted their Deſign and 
turned aſide to beſiege Fribourg. The Prufſians, 
who entered on the Side of Sileſia, took Pardubitz 
and Podiebrad, and the King of Pruſſia made ſuch a 
rapid Progreſs, that, on the 5th of September, he 
inveſted Prague, butt could not bring up his heavy 
Artillery till the gth, and was very near loſing it; 
for, èon the 6th Count Hache, being ordered to 
eſcort with his Regiment a large Train of it into 
the Pruſſian Camp, early on the 7th he was unex- 
Ry attacked by a Detachment of ks 
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who beat the Convoy, and carried off the Artil- 


lery; but in a few Hours his Pruſſian Majeſty was 


informed of what had paſſed, and detached one 
Third of his whole Army into the Neighbourhood 


where it happened: This Force the Auſtrians were 


not able to contend with, and therefore were ob- 
liged to retreat and abandon their important Con- 
queſt. However, in this Rencounter Hacke's Re- 
giment was ſeverely handled, the Count himſelf and 
32 Waggons of wounded Men being ſent into the 
Prufjan Camp the next Day, and 100 of their 
black Huſſars were cut to Pieces. General Bathi- 
ani, who was encamped at Plaſs near Ratconitz 
harraſſed the Pruſſians extremely; and as Major 


General Harſch, who defended Prague, had I 3,000 
regular Troops, beſides Burghers and Militia, it 


might have been reaſonably expected, he would have. 
maintained the Place till Prince Charles ſnould come 
to relieve it; notwithſtanding which, the whole 
Town with its Citadel was given up to the Pruſſi- 
ans on the 17th; ; this being the third Time it had 
been taken in the Space of two Years. Every bo- 


dy was ſurprized at this General's Conduct, in ha- 


ving fo ſoon ſurrendered himſelf, and above 15,000 


Men Priſoners of War, contrary to his own Reſo- 
lution on the 16th, which was to abandon the old 


and new Towns only, .and to retire with his Garri- 
ſon into the little Side and the /Z7/cherad. It was 
faid, that. the General, finding his Militia intimi- 
dated with the Pruſſian Fire, and the Burghers more 
employed in extinguiſhing the Flames of their 
Houſes than mounting the Ramparts, offered on the 

15th to capitulate, on Condition of faving the Lown 
and his Garriſon, and obtained an Armiſtice faſ#the 


x6th, during which Day the King of Pruſſia rated. 
the moſt formidable Battery that has been known in 
any Age, and, playing it on the 77th in the Morn- 
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ing, at the ſame Time that he fignified his ultimate 
Pleaſure to have the Garriſon Priſoners of War, 
the Commandant ſurrendered a few Hours after- 
wards; 700 Haraſdiners, and a Company of 
Grenadiers could hardly be induced to lay down 
their Arms with the reſt, but offered to fight their 
Way through the whole Pruſſian Army. With theſe 
and other regular Troops which would certainly have 
followed, it was thought M. Harſch might bave 
retired into the Wikherad The Priſoners were all 
ſent to Gallin, ſix Miles from Prague where they 
were ſorted, and the beſt Men kept ; The King of 
Pruſſia, having left 5000 Men in Prague, pur- 
ſued his March to Tabor, that Poſt was attacked by 
General Naſſau, but the ſmall Garriſon that was in 
it made ſo good a Defence, that the Pruſſians were 
obliged to ſend for Müller, upon the Arrival 
of hs h the Beſiged capitulated, marched out 
l Miktary Honours, and Joined the. reſt of 
1 Body to the Number of 4000 under the Com- 
mand of General Miri: This little Corps, which 
was at firſt poſted at Kraſnahora, preceded which 
ever Way it was ſuppoſed the Pruſſians intended to 
turn, and ſpoiled their Routs, and embarraſſed their 


March as much as poſſible; the Prufians began to 


entrench themſelves at 7 having formed a De- 
ſign of keeping a Communication with Budwerſs, - 
that they might be joined by Marſhal SeckendorfF - 
and the " Bavarians,. but the Junction of Prince 
| Charles with General Bathiani at Pilſen prevented 
them; and from this Time his Highneſs made ſuch 
good Diſpoſitions of his ſeveral Bodies of Troops 
that the Pruſſians continued to retire, and the Prince 
to obſerve them as near as he could conſiſtently with 
facilitating his own Junction with the Saxons, who, 
under the Command of the Duke of Saxe Meiſſen- 
12 2 advanced by ſpeedy Marches towards 4 an 
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where they encamped on the 13th, and the ſame 
Day Letters came to the Duke from Prince Charts, 
dated from Czemelitz the 11th, the Contents of 
which were, that the King of Pruſſia had repaſſed 
the MZoldaw, and was then marching towards the 
Elbe; and that the Prince, ſeeing himſelf obliged by 
this Motion to follow the Enemy, had cauſed 
a fourth Bridge to be thrown over the Moldato, in 
order to harraſs them, and to prevent their fortifying 
themſclves ; and that, upon the Demand made by 
the Duke ſome Days before, the Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Ertroes had Orders to join his Highneſs at Pilſen 
with 300 of the Queen's Huſſars. They alſo men- 
tioned the retaking of Theyn by the Auſtrians, in 
which they had left a Garriſon. With reſpect to 
the Army under Count Seckendorf, the 5th of that 
Month it was at Nordlingen, and his Detign appear- 
ing to be to paſs the Danube at Dilingen, and from 
thence to turn on the Side of Land/perg, in order to 
make himfelf Maſter of the Lech, General Bern- 
clau had on his Part taken the neceſſary Meaſures 
to oppoſe the Enemy in that Attempt. Colonel 
Buekow, General Aid du Camp to Prince Charles, 
who carried this News, and who was preſent when 
the Auſtrians took Poſſeſſion of Theyn, reported, that 
they had found that Town evacuated by the four 
| Battalions of Pruſſians, who had left ſix Pieces of 
Cannon in it; as likewiſe, that the Auftrians had fal- 
len upon the Rear of the Pruſſians in their Retreat, 
and deſtroyed a great Number of Men. In Return 
of this, the Duke ſent Major General Durfeldt and 
Lieutenant Colonel Neſttitæ to the Army of Prince 
Charles, in order. to fettle divers Things relating to 
the approaching Junctiòn of the two Armies, and 
the latter was charged with the Duke's Comple- 
ments to the Prince. F 
In the mean Time the King of Pruſſia 9 
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ed from Jankow to Beneſchaw, and from thence 
croſs the Zaſava to Dneſpeck, In all his Motions 
he took Care to keep the Heights which were inac- 


ceſſible to the Cavalry; though the 7u/?rian Huſ- 


ſars endeavoured to harraſs him every where, and 
amongſt otherAttempts they formed one to ſurprize 
Pardubitx, where the Pruſſians had their greateſt 
Magazine upon the Elbe, but this had not quite the 
deſired Effect. The Aufirians difguifed like Peaſants, 
to lead the Waggons loaded with Grenadiers, were 
_ diſcovered by the untimely coming up of a noiſy 
Huflar, and by an Auſtrian Grenadier's firing a 
Piſtol upon a Pruſſian Lieutenant Colonel, who was 
advanced out of the Town, to fee what occaſioned 
the Stoppage at the Gate, where ſome Waggons 
happened to be going out of the Town, when the 
Anftrian Waggons were entering. The Lieutenant 
Colonel ſtruck the diſguiſed Grenadier with his 
Cane, to oblige him to make Room with his Cart, 
which coſt the Officer his Life. The Auftrians 
found Means however, with the Loſs of ſeveral 
Men, to burn a great Quantity of Hay and Straw, 
and to deſtroy 40,000 Rations of Corn ; but the 
greateſt Part of the Magazine, which was in the 
Caſtle, was ſaved by the Pruſſians, who remained 


Maſters of the Town. Baron Trench, who was 


detached with another Party, ſtormed Budiocis 
Sword in Hand, and made Priſoners of War, Ma- 
jor General Kreutz, and 800 Men with four Pieces 
of Cannon; upon this, Frauenberg, in which there 
were 250 Men, demanded to capitulate, but Trencł 
inſiſted upon having them Priſoners of War like- 


wiſe: The King of Pruſſia, having treated ſome of 


the Priſoners, which he had taken at Prague, a lit- 
tle too ſeverely, the Imperial Generals Minuxzi and 
Preiſing were put under Arreſt, and confined at 
Gratz, in the ſame Manner as Count Schaſgoteh, 

| | the 
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the Grand Burgrave of Bohemia, was at Prague, with 
a Threat, that if the latter was removed but one Mile 
ſrom Prague, the others ſhould be ſent to Temeſwaer, 
Upon the 21ft of October, the Saxon Troops left 
Milin, and marched that Day to the Neighbourhood 
of Lithowy, where they encamped; The Duke of 
- SaxeWeifſenfelds ſet out at Day Break for oſſeczan, 
in order to have an Interview with Prince Charles, 
with whom he dined, and afterwards reviewed the 
Auſtrian Army. The Troops continued their 
March the 22d, and the Junction of the two Ar- 
mies was made that Day in ſuch a Manner, that 
the Right Wing of the Saxons touched the Left of 
the Au/?rians, They halted the 23d, and on the 
24th encamped at Hedietitz. The ſame Day the 
Duke received Advice, that the whole Pruſſian 
Forces made a Shew as if they intended to attack 
the Left Wing of the combined Army, which was 
compoſed Saxon Troops; thereupon his ſerene 
Highneſs, having demanded a Reinforcement of 
Prince Charles, who ſent him immediately 35 Squa- 
drons, under the Command of Want Feldt 
Marſhal Bernes, aud 6 Battallions of Hungarian In- 
fantry under the Command of Prince P:icolemny, 
as alſo the Corps of Huffars under General Nadaſti, 
the Saxons drew up in Order of Battle, and re- 
mained the greateſt Part of the Nizht of the 25th 
under Arms, in Expectation of being attacked by the 
Pruſſians the Day after; but, having ſeen the good 
Diſpoſitions that were made to receive them, they 
made a Motion to the Left, and retire to their old Camp. 
The King of Pruſſia no longer able to withitand 
the Proweſs of Prince Charles fled with the utmoſt Pre- 
cipitation from Place to Place, He was ſo continually 
haraſted that no Proviſions could be carried to his 
Camp, which not only occaſioned a great Deſertion 
amongſt his Soldiers, but n a Myroligpindich 
5 made 
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made ſuch a Stench in his Camp, that the Regi- 
ments were neceſſitated to be conſtantly removing 
from one Place to another; and they confeſſed- 
themſelves, that within two Months they had loſt 
30,000 Men : This brought on a Miſunderſtand- 
ing and Coolneſs between the King and his General, 
Marſhal Schwerin ; all that he could do in this Situ- 
ation was to endeavour to regain Sz/z/za, by poſting 
himſelf along the Elle in a Line, between his hea- 
vy Baggage on one Side, and the Auſtrians and Saxoxs 
on the other. On the contrary the combined Army 
was in high Spirits, had Plenty of every Thing, and 
a perfect Harmony ſubſiſted between the two Gene- 
rals ; every Thing ſtood regulated between them upon 
the ſame Footing, as was obſerved in the laſt War, be- 
tween the Prince of Savoy, and the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough. It was in vain for the King of Pruſſia to with- 
ſtand the Valour of ſuch united and accompliſhed 
Commanders: Though after putting ſeveral Battal- 
lions into Kolin, he remained encamped on the other 
Side of the Elbe, in a Poſture to diſpute the Paſ- 
ſage of that River with them, yet, on the 19th of 
November in the Morning, the Combined Army 
forced their Way near Telrcſhits: i in full Day light; 
General Schulembourgh was the firſt in croſing the 
River at the Head of the Au/tr:an Grenadiers. Ihe 
Saxons paſſed ſome hundred Paces higher, and ra- 
ther later than Prince Charles, who had 1 58 Gre- 
nadiers killed or wounded and ſome Officers; the 
Saxens loſt only about 20 Men. At firſt the Ene- 
my's Fire was extremely hot, and laſted ſo near an 
Hour ; but, as ſoon as the Grenadiers had reached 
the other Side of the River, the Prufians went off 
in the greateſt Confuſion, though they might have 


difputed the Ground longer, by Means of ſome Bat- ; 
talions which they had at Teixitæ, and the neighbour- = 


ing Parts. In the mean Time the Duke marched 
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with the whole Body under his Command upon an 
Expedition againſt Pardubitæ, into which the King 
had thrown 5000 Men, and his Majeſty's chief 
Deſign ſeemed to be to cover the Retreat of his 
Artillery and Baggage behind him from Brandeiſs; 
but upon Prince Charles's forcing the Paſſage of the 
Elbe, and advancing towards the Center of his Can- 
tonment, the King retired with the utmoſt Precipi- 
tation towards Gl/atz by the Way of Konigingratz, 
making one forced March of 36 Hours. This Re- 
treat, beſides the Loſs of Men by Deſſertion, Fatigue, 
and other Dlſaſters, enabled the Auſtrians to make 
themſelves Maſters of Kowlin, Podiebrad, and even 
Pardubitz. The Prusſians would have deſtroy'd 
the Magazines in this laſt Place, but the Auſtrians 
ſaved ſome of them which were very conſiderable. 
The King of Pruſſia, finding his Affairs in Bohe- 
mia grow every Hour more deſperate, ſent Orders to 
General Einſidel, the Governor of Prague, to ſhut 
the Gates, in ſuch Manner however that People 
might go into it, but not go out again; this Order 
was carried to Prague on the 20th of November; 
but the next Day another was ſent for the Garriſon 
to evacuate that Town, baving firſt nailed up the 
Cannon, and | ſpoiled the reſt of the Arms which 
were in the Arſenal ; this was executed privately 
and in a great Hurry, and it was computed that 
20,000 Pieces of all Sorts of Arms were broken, 
the Powder for the Cannon and other warlike 


Stores were thrown into the Moldatio, and at the 


ſame Time the Prufſians ſet fire to two Mines, 


which did not however do much Damage. Upon the 


26th the Garriſon began to march out of the Town, 
taking the Road by Tursko and Welwarn, towards 
MAelnic; ſome Hungarians thereupon took Poſſeſſion 
of it, whilſt others, together with ſome Auftrian 
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Padelebe. On the 5th of December General Bret- 


lach was diſpatched to Vienna by Prince Charles, with 


Advice that the Pruſſians, ſeparated into five Bo- 
dies, were retired out of Bohemia into Sileſia, by 
Tratenau and Brandau, towards their great Maga- 
zine at Schwiednitz ; that their Retreat was a real 
Rout, and that their Rear Guard had ſuffered very 
much from the Huſſars; that all the Priſoners and 


Deſerters agreed, that the King of Pruſſia muſt find 


a Diminution in his Army of at leaſt 40,000 Men, 
excluſive of thoſe who eſcaped out of Prague, whom 
the Chevalier de Saxe was detached in Purſuit of 
with 5000 Uhlans, Dragoons and Foot; and har- 
raſſed them ſo that, though he could not entirely take 
them all, he diminiſhed their Number very conſi- 
derably, recovered the fine Copper Pontoons which 
they had carried with them from Prague, and took 
2 Pieces of Cannon with ſeveral Waggons of Bag 
gage. The King of Prugja made the beſt of his 
Way to Berlin, and left the Command of the Army 
the Prince of Anhalt Deſſau, where he expected to 


meet Marſhal Belleiſle, to conſult what Meaſures 


were to be taken in this critical Conjuncture; but 
the Marſhal was ſeized in the Hanoverian Territo- 


- ries and ſent Priſoner to Landon. The Inclemency 


of the Seaſon prevented any farther Operations, and 
left the two Armies in a State of Inaction. During 
which Time Prince Charles made a Journey to Vi- 
enna, covered with Laurels, but inconſolable for the 
Loſs of his Princeſs, who died on the 16th of De- 
cember, and daſhed all his Conqueſts with Re- 
gret and Grief, at being deprived of the greateſt 
Eleſſing of human Life, a fair and virtuous Wife. 

Both Sides made great Preparations for the enſu- 
ing Campaign, but nothing more material than a 
few ſlight Skirmiſhes paſled, till the beginning of 
June, when the Battle of Friedberg happened, in 
which - 


e 
which the Pruſſians claimed a complete Victory. 
But the moſt impartial Account ſeems to come from 
Dreſden, which was given by Count Næſtitz, the 
King's Aid de Camp: That on the 4th, there had 
been an Action between the Pruſſians and Auſtrians, 
which turned out ſomething to the Diſadvantage of 
the latter; the Ground, upon which the Battle was 
foight, would not permit the Whole of the Allied 
Army to engage. The Right Wing, which was 
under Prince Charles, could not come up to the 
Aſſiſtance of the Left; he therefore perceiving, that 
the Cavalry and Artillery could not come up, re- 
treated in good Order to Landſbut. After this Prince 
*Charler, having kept them at Bay till the 3oth of 
- September, attacked them agam, and Charged them 


ſo bravely that they were obliged to give Ground, 


and had not the Hufſtrian Horſe behaved badly, he 
had gained a complete Victory: However General 
Nadaſti, during the Action, fell upon the Pru/ian 
Camp, and made a conſiderable Booty there; con- 
fiſting of the King's own Equipages, the War-Of- 
fice, and the Military Cheſt, with ſeveral Papers of 
great Importance, which were ſent to the Great- 
Duke his Brother, juſt upon his Election to the Im- 
perial Dignity. | 

Thus have we traced the Actions of this illuſtri- 
ous Hero to the preſent Time, all which prove, that
